Four More Human Sacrifices 
at a Grade Crossing. 


FOURTEEN ARE INJURED. 


ACrowded Street Car Demolished 
by a Fort Wayne Train. 


SEVERAL WOUNDED MAY DIE. 


There Was No Warning of the Ap- 
proach of the Train. 


SIX MEN PLACED UNDER ARREST. 


Human blood was spilled for the second 
time within a year at the Forty-seventh street 
crossing of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago tracks yesterday morning, four lives 
being crushed out and fourteen persons in- 
jured by a collision between a construction 
train, running tender foremost with no head- 
light, and a street car on the Forty-seventh 
street line. 

There are gates at that crossing, but they 


avenue, was going east. It had twenty-two 
passengers, laboring people going to th¢ir 
daily vocations in various parts of the city. 
The construction train was in charge of En- 
gineer Henry Rouscup ana Fireman Peter 
Megan. The street-car was manned by Bar- 
nard ©’Uonnor as conductor and Patrick 
Shanley, driver. 

As the street-car approached the tracks 
Driver Shanley stopped until Conductor 
O’Connor could go forward and see whether 
there were any trains or switch engines in 
sight. The gate crossings were up and every- 
thing seemed to be clear and safe to him. 
Conductor O’Connor walked to the center of 
the crossing and looked in both directions. He 
saw nothing nor, as he declares, did he hear 
any noises such as moving trains make. Be- 
lieving the coast to be perfectly clear and ab- 
solutely safe he signaled the driver to come 
on. 

John Albright and Peter Swartz, tower and 
flagmen at this crossing, were supposed to be 
on guard. But it appears that these two men 
had deserted their posts of duty and 
were hobnobbing in the street flagman’s 
little shanty at the east side of the 
crossing. It seems that Swartz, who at- 
tends the signals in the tower and works the 
gates, had descended from his lookout and 
gone across to have a chat with Albright, 
whose business it was to flag teams. 

Say There Were No Signals. 

Engines are supposed to carry red and blue 
signal lights, one on each corner of the ten- 
der, as Jong us there is any darkness. The 
conductor and driver both say this one had 
no such lights. The engineer and fireman 
contradict their statements, however, and de- 
clare that it had. No one could be found who 
would say he heard a bell ring or whistle 
blow until the instant of collision. 


The car had crossed the west tracks ana the. 


horses had just stepped over the main track 


were approaching. The gates were up, show- 
ing the crossing to be clear and safe, I no- 
ticed that the man in the tower was not at his 
post, nor did I see the street flagman any- 
where. It was quite dark at the time, so dark 
that it was impossible to see anything but a 
light more than half a block away. I looked 
up and down the tracks in both. directions, 
saw no lights in sight, heard nothing to indi- 
cate that a train was approaching, and sig- 
naled to the driver to come ahead. I moved 
along slowly towards the east side of the 
tracks. 

** Just as the car was coming onto the main 
or center track I was paralyzed at the appear- 
ance of atrain bearing down on it ata rapid 
rate of speed, with the engine running back- 
wards. Thatis why the headlight could not 
be seen. Almost instantly after I saw the 
train itstruck the street car in the center, 
shoved it alongsome distance, and left it at 
the side of the track mashed to pieces. 

‘“‘There were twenty-two passengers in the 
ear, ali laboring people going to their work. 
Some were standing on the platforms 
and in the doors. I can’t under- 
stand how any of them nfnaged to es- 
cape being killed. The shock so upnerved 
and dazed me that I can’t describe the scene 
that followed. The screams of the men and 
women in the car were terribie. That is about 
ali I can remember. In a little while I was ar- 
rested and brought here.” : 

O’Connor stated also that he saw no signal 
lights on the engine, neither did he hear a 
bell ring nor a whistle sound. He is 30 
years old, has been in the employ of the street 
carcompany about four months, and has 
been running on the Forty-seventh street line 
one month. 

Driver Shanley’s Story. 

Before being taken home Patrick Shanley, 

the driver, made a statement substantially the 


same as ©’Connor’s. He said:

married, six grown-up children; horribly man- 
gled, and top of skull torn off. 

UNKNOWN WOMAN—Aged 20: probably Polish 
or Bohemian; fractured skull; died on the way 
to Mercy Hospital; remaius at the Forty-third 
morgue.

It was 6 o’clock, or a few minutes after, 
still as dark as midnight, when the accident 
occurred. The construction train, composed 
of engine No. 216 and three cars, was going 


| south, and the street-car, No. 147, running be- 


when the ¢ollision occurred. As to how fast 
the train was running opinions differ, but the 
engine crashed through the horse car as 
though it was'an eggshell and it was fully 300 
feet away when it finally came toa standstill. 
The’ dead and injured people were strewn 
around over the frozen ground and railroad 
tracks. Some of those who were merely 
stunned by the shock or only slightly bruised 
quickly recovered and left the scene. Others 
were buried under the débris of the crushed 
car and cried piteously for help. 
Help for the Injured, 


Men from the. work train and the immedi- 
ate neighborhood seon gathered and did all 
they could to help the unfortunates. Calls 
were sent at once to the Halsted Street. 
Englewood, Brighton, Thirty-fifth Street, ana 
Fiftieth Street Police Stations, and in a few 
minutes five patrol wagons with details of 
officers from. each station were on the 
ground. The dead were conveyed to Mc- 
Inerney’s morgue’ on Forty-third street, 
Ellen Conway was taken to Mercy Hospital 
and the other injured to their various homes. 

Dr. Thomas S. Fenn of No. 356 Forty-sev- 
enth street, Dr. Reece, and Dr. Blair were. 
summoned and administered to the injured. 

In obedience to an order issued by Capt. 
Ward of the Nineteenth Precinct Police Sta- 
tion Engineer Rouscup and Fireman Megan, 
John Albright and Peter Schwartz, the 
crossing flagmen, Barnard ©’Connor, con- 
ductor, and Patrick Shanley, driver of the 
street car, were placed under arrest, taken to 
the station house at Forty-seventh and Halsted 
streets, and with the exception of Shanley all 
were locked up. Shanley’s injuries pained 
him so badly that he was sent home. Capt. 
Ward arrested the tower and flagmen him- 
self, while Sergt. Moran looked after the 
capture of the engineer and fireman, and a 
patrolman took the other two. 

Capt. Ward’s Story. 

Capt. Ward said he reached the scene about 
7 o’clock. At that time everything was still! in 
a state of confusion and excitement. ‘As 
soon,”’ said he, *‘as I learned the nature of the 
accident and its horrifying results I issued the 
order for the arrest of the six men. They were 
all still on the ground. The dead and the in- 
jured were being cared for as diligently as 
possible under the circumstances. I can’t 
say that we have the names of all those who 
were hurt. Some of the people who were in 
the street car were able to leave the place 
without assistance, and before we could ascer- 
tain who they were or whether any of them 
sustained even slight injuries they had dis- 
appeared.”’ 

Before locking the arrested men in cells 
Capt. Ward obtained statements from each of 
them which he will turn over to the Coroner’s 
jury at the inquest this morning. Then he 
put a seal on the lips of the engineer, fireman, 
and tower flagmen, leaving only O’Connor, 
the car conductor, free to talk. A reporter 
for THe TRIBUNE was adinitted to the corri- 
dor where Rouscup, Megan, and O’Connor 
were confined and given permission to talk 
to then. But Reuscup and Megan declined to 
say anything about the accident. 

Evgineer Rauscup Agitated, 

The engineer seemed to be greatly agitated. 
He was nervous, and walked back and forth 
through the corridor bemoaning -his fate. 
When asked to relate the circumstances of 
the accident he got impatient and exclaimed: 

**T wish you wouldn’t bother me. It is too 
horrible to think about, and you have no idea 
what my feelings are.”’ 

Rauscup, however, 
statement: 

** My engine was being backed south, the 
tender in front, and ahead were fixed red and 
white lights. My tireman was on the west 
side of the cab while I was on the east 
side. Suddenly as we approached the 
crossing the fireman cried, ‘Stop!’ Looking 
ahead I saw the red light of a streetcar. At 
one bound I was at the throttle of the locomo- 
tive and had reversed the engine. We were 
going at such a rate of speed, how- 
ever, that it was beyond my pow- 
er to stop it within that dis- 
tance. In another moment I realized that the 
tender had ‘crashed through the street car. 
We seemed to drag the car about 150 yards 
before we came toa standstill. I believe the 
engine was running at that time at the rate of 
about fifteen wiles an hour. ”’ 

Rouscup lives at No. 996 Garfield boulevard. 

Peter Megan, the fireman, also said that he 
had told his story to Capt. Ward and had 
nothing more to say. 

Conductor O’Connor’s Story. 

Bernard O’Connor, the street car conductor, 
talked quite freely.. He said: -“*As we ap- 
proached the railroad tracks I jumped off the 
car and ran ahead to the middle of the cross- 
ing to see that no trains or switch-engines 


made the following 


‘‘Conductor O’Connor went ahead when 
we reached the crossing to see that 
everything was all right. He signaled 
me with a wave of his lantern’ to 
come ahead, and just as I had the car, which 
was heavily loaded, under full headway to get 
across the tracks I saw the train coming so 
close that it was impossible to stop and let it 
goby. The car was then on the track, and 
the train struck ita side about in the center. I 
heard neither bell nor whist!e, nor did I see 
any lights.”’ 


Shanley sat in the police station with his 


broken collarbone and crushed shoulder be- 
fore he got medical attention. 

While Capt. Ward refused to make public 
the statements of Rouscup, Megan, Albright, 
and. Swartz, it is understood that both 
the engineer and fireman declared they had 
signal hghts burning, and that the engine was 
running slowly. Said Megan: ‘“* Whiie look- 
ing out of the cab windowI sawa red light 
burning at Forty-seventh street, and as it in- 
dicated dangef I yelled to the engineer and he 
put on the air-brakes. I also observed that the 
engineer saw the light about the same time I 
did. The light we saw was, as I afterwards 
learned, the street-car conductor’s lantern.”’ 

Police Guard the Statements, 


The Rouscup, Albright, and Swartz state- 
ments were guarded so closely by Capt. Ward 
that it was impossible to get their version. 

* When seen Albright refused to discuss the 
accident. 

‘“* I did not aee it until it was too late todo 
anything. Swartz was in the shanty with me, 
it is true, but whether he should have been 
anywhere else I do not know, and! have 
nothing to say about the matter in any way.” 

Among the eye witnesses to the accident 
were R. C, Johnson, night yardmaster of the 
Wabash road at the Forty-seventh street de- 
pot; Albert Hayward, a man of the name of 
Mullen, Frank Pazack of No. 1358 Fiftieth 
court, and Thomas Gamblin, an employé of 
the City Street railway company. 

Mr. Johnson was going to his home, No. 
403 Forty-seventh street, at the time, and 
while he saw the horrible affair he 
was some distance away and knew 
nothing about the previous particulars. He 
saw the crushed street-car and the dead and 
injured people‘ immediately after the train 
passed, and assisted in caring for them until 
the patrol wagons came. 

Officer P. J. Nolan, who patrols the crossing 
in the day time, said he was coming to work 
and was not more than a block and a half 
away when the car was struck. He described 
the scene as being most heartrending. The 
cries of the injured, mingled with the noise of 
the train, clanging of bells, and escaping 
steam, said tne officer, were the} most pitiful 
he ever heard. 


DEAD IDENTIFIED AT THE MORGUE. 


Roberts So Awfully Mutilated That Rec- 
ognition Was Difficult, 

As soon as the dead could be extricated 
from the wreckage of the horse-car they were 
lifted into patrol wagons and removed to Mc- 
Inerny Bros.’ morgue, No, 748 Forty-third 
street. ‘The first to arrive were Blaha and 
McAndrews. The former was not badly 
mutilated, death probably being caused by a 
fractured skull. But McAndrews reinains were 
in a horrible condition. One of his feet had 
been cut off, the skull terribly crushed, and 
many ribs broken. The next body brought 
in was that of John Roberts, which was muti- 
lated elmost beyond recognition. His 
head was cut in half above the 
nose as smoothly as _ if it had 
been done with a knife, and the dismembered 
part picked up seventy feet from the scene of 
the accident by Capt. Ward of the Nineteenth 
Precinct. One of Yoberts’ feet was also dis- 
membered and with the shoe stillon was 
found a considerable distance from the wreck. 
The body was alsu horribly mangled and torn 
in other parts, and is in such a condition that 
it will not be shown to the bereaved family. 
The unknown girl was still alive when picked 
up by the police. Capt. Ward ordered her 
taken to the Mercy Hospite!, and on the way 
she expired, The wagon wasthen driven to 
the morgue. Her injury was a skull fracture, 

Filled the Little Room, 

The four victims of the wreck fully tested 
the capacity of the little 8x12 foot room set 
apart in McInerny’s carriage-house for the re- 
ception of cases of this kind. The body of 
Blaha was placed lengthwise on a. slab at the 
end of the little room, and that of the un- 
known girl and Roberts and McAndrews were 
placed in a row, with a pathway at the door 
between McAndrews and the woman for vis- 
itors to pass into the room and view the re- 
mains. . 

From early morning till late last night a 
morbid curious crowd wended its way

in ‘and out of the morgue Some 
viewed the bodies out of idle curiosity, 
others were looking for missmg friends and 
relatives. McAndrews was identified by a 
cousin, Patrick Gill, An Jheur Jater an old 
woman, nearly 70, supported on the arms of 
two men, slowly walked into the morgue and 
asked to see the body of McAndrews. It was 
his aged mother. As the cloth was raised 
from the dead man’s face-she gave a wail of 
grief that echoed: and reéchoed through the 
carriage-house, and, wringing her hands in 
anguish, she was led’ from the room and its 
dead. 

The body of Blaha was identified by friends 
before 10 o’clock. Shortly afterward H. A. 
Howland, an employé of the First National 
Bank, identified the remaining male corpse as 
that of his father-in-law, John Roberts. While 
the features were mangled beyond recogni- 
tion the identification was made by the cloth- 
ing andsome of the articles found in the 
pockets. : 

The Girl Yet Unknown. 

At a late hour last night the identity of the 
girl was still a mystery. She is apparently of 
Polish or Bohemian nationality, about 20 
years of age, five feet three inches in height, 
has brown hair, gray eyes wore a dark skirt, 
red underskirt, black stockings, and a black 
jersey waist. In her ears were a pair of tiny 
gold earrings. 

In the meantime Coroner McHale was noti- 
fied of the accident and shortly after 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon Deputy Coroner 
Barrett appeared at the morgue 
and soon after secured the foilowing jury: F. 
D. Cummings, No. °739 Gordon street; P. 
Clemens, No. 4753 Halsted street; W. M. 
Manly, No. 828 Forty-third street; G. S. 
O’Brien, No. 741 Forty-third street; Hugo S. 
Betz, No. 821 Forty-third street; R. D. Shut- 
ter, No. 4616 Emerald avenue. The jury went 
through the formality of viewing the remains 
to report and hold aninquest at the Nine- 
teenth Precinct Station at 10 o’clock this 
morning. ' 


SOMETHING ABOUT THOSE KILLED. 


John Roberts the Best Known of the Vic- 
tims—Three kage Families. 

The best-known personjof those among the 
dead is John Roberts. He was born in Ire- 
land, and for ten years past had been super- 
intendent of night-watchmen at tne Interna- 
tional Packing company, He lived at No. 
4210 Langley avenue and leaves a'widow and 
family of six children, all grown to maturity. 
One, John Roberts Jr., 16 Assistant Secretary 
of the same company that employed the 
father. QOne of the daughters is married to 
W. A. Howland of the First National Bank. 
A. B. Russ, undertaker, No. 166 Twenty- 
second street, took the rémains to his estab- 
lishment at 3 o’clock yes ay afternoon. 

John Blaha was a carpefter by occupation, 
52 years of age, and lived ‘at No. 4944 Loomis 
street. He leaves a widow and five children, 
all grown to maturity. When he was killed 
he was on his way to work on a new building 
at State and Sixty-third streets. The remains 
will be cared for by James Biaha, his son, and 
buried from the latter’s residence, No. 649 
Throop street. 

Archibald McAndrews lived with his aged 
mother at Forty-seventh and Wood streets. 
Wednesday he had been notified by the Santa 
Fé railroad company to _ report for 
work as a freight handler yesterday 
morning. He was on his way 
totake this position when death overtook 
him. He formerly worked at Swift’s packing- 
house, and ft is said thas he had a wife and 
children in Ireland. 

Little can be learned about the unknown 
woman. A pay envelope was found in one of 
her pockets with the name M. Carson. Sev- 
eral-persons were seen that had often seen her 


before on the early cars, bub none could iden- Fi 


tify her by name. ited 


TALKS WITH INJURED MEN, 


They Heard a Whistle, but Had No Chance 
to Escape. 

The most serious symptom in William 
Kaiser’s case is a pain in the back. His other 
injuries seem to be flesh wounds and sprains. 
“*I was thirty or forty feet from the point 
where the car was struck,” he said, ** when I 
picked myself up. I was under one of the 
trucks of the street car. There was no chance 
for a man to get out. It seemed to me the 
engine struck the car at the same instant the 
whistle commenced to sound. I was sitting 
next to the stove, and was facing the north. I 
do not know where the conductor was. I was 
going to my work at Fortieth street and Cot- 
tage Grove avenue,”’ 

John J. Costello works for the Chicago 
Railway T'ransfer Association. Thomas Rear- 
don works for him, and they were on their 
way home from work, beingon night duty. 
Costello is suffering a good deal from a wound 
in the back and internal injuries, and his phy- 
sician is unable to say yet how seriously he is 
hurt. ‘“‘I taink the conductor must have been 
about even with the horses’ heads when the 
car was struck,’’said he. “* He passed through 
the car and got off when the driver 
stopped the horses before going on the 
tracks. When we were on the first 
track some one outside yelled, and the next 
thing I heard was the danger signai on the en- 
gine, I yelled to the people to get uut of the 
car and get up and at that instant the engine 
crashed into the car. I was seated in the 
rear of the car next to the door and Reardon 
sat next to me. I was thrown forty feet 
west of the track into the street and Reardon 
was ten feet further away. Whether there was 
any headlight on the engine or not there was 
no excuse for the conductor not seeing the 
approaceing engine, as there was plenty of 
light at that time in the morning.”’ 

Patrick FP. O’Neill isa fireman at the Chi- 
cago Athletic club building on Michigan ave- 
nue. A wife, five children, and a mother-in- 
law are dependent upon him for support. 
His right leg is fractured below the knee and 
his spine injured. He also has several cuts 
over the left eye. ‘“‘I took the car just west 


+ of Halsted street yesterday morning,” he 


said. “] took a seat in the center of the car, 
opposite the stove. There were no other per- 
sons aboard whom I knew, but there were 
two girls who are frequently on the car. 
When the car started across the tracks I heard 
the whistle blow and jumped up and tried to 
open the door, but before I got it open the 
engine struck the car. Ido not know where 
the conductor was. There was another woman 
who got on the car at Wallace street. - I don’t 
know whether the car stopped before going 
on the tracks.” 


DANGERS OF THE FATAL CROSSING, 


The Focus of a Network of Tracks—Nego- 
tlations Between City and Kailroad. 

The Pennsylvania company has four tracks 
across Forty-seventh street at the place where 
the accident occurred. Forty-seventh street 
is the northern terminus of the extensive yards 
of the company, that extend as far south as 
Fifty-seventh street. Into these four tracks 
the great network that widens out to over 100 
tracks focuses, making the Forty-seventh 
street crossing exceedingly dangerous. Owing 
to the fact that the buildings on tbe north side 
of the street come up flush to the company’s 
right of way it is impossible to 
ascertain if A train is coming 
from the north without standing on the 
tracks, providing the signal-men are not do- 
ing their duty. Some time ago the company 
had an electric signal at the crossing, but it 
was taken out forsome reason. 

Railroad Inspector Baker at the City Hall 
investigated the condition of the gates and 
guards. He found that the gates were in good 
working order. He said the perfect condition 
of the gates and the presence of flagmen at the 
crossing removed the responsibility from his 


department. 
Residents of the portion of the city in which 
the accident occurred have been trying to ob-

‘TO DOUBLE ITS STOCK. 


PLAN OF THE LAKE STREET ELE- 
VATED RAILROAD OOMPANY. 


Stockholders Will Be Asked to Authorize 
an Igcrease from $5,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000—The $3,000,000 Mortgage Is 
to Be Retired and a New One for 
Double That Amount Placed—This 
Means a Broadening of the Scheme—Con- 
struction Company Is to Build the Road. 


The capital stock of the Lake Street Ele- 
vated railroad company is to be increased 
from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000. The present 
$3,000,000 mortgage of the company isto be 
retired and a new mortgage to the American 
Trust and Savings Bank as trustee to secure 
$6,000,000 5 per cent bonds will be authorized. 

The plans of the new controll ing interest of 
the company are beginning to take form, and 
stockholders will shortly receive evidence of 
this in a circular calling a special meeting of 
the stockholders to consider a proposition for 
doubling the present stock and bonds of the 
company. This increase in capitalization 
means a broadening of plans. A comprehen- 
sive scheme is being evolved, which if car- 
ried out, will make the Lake street company 
& nost important factor in the intramural 
transportation system. ! 

Gilbert B. Shaw, President of the American 
Trust and Savings Bank, whois one of the new 
directors, was asked yesterday if the plans of 
the company did not contemplate this in- 
crease in securities. 

** I would rather say nothing about it,” said 
Mr. Shaw. ‘ The thing is not accomplished 
yet, and until it is you are talking about plans 
and not facts. I must admit, however, that 
the plans of the new Board of Directors do in- 
clude the calling of a special meeting at which 
the stockholders will be asked to authorize 
$5,000,000 more stock and a new issue of bonds 
tu the amount of $6,000,000. 

** How will this new stock be issued? As 
the stock of the company is selling far below 
par, it will of course be impossible to issue 
it to the stockholders directly, because the 
law does not permit stock to be issued bya 
corporation below par.”’ 


Construction Company Will Take It. 


** The new stock will be taken by a con- 
struction company,’ said Mr. Shaw. 

** Who will be the stockholders in the con- 
struction company ?”’ 

*“‘T do not know. I[ suppose Underwood & 
Green, who are the promoters, and their 
friends. Iam not one of the promoters of 
this enterprise. I have simply come into the 
Board of Directors andI do not know what 
the plans of the construction company are.”’ 

Lyman J. Gage was asked about the new 
issue of securities. 

‘“* Yes, I understand that the present bonds 
are to be taken up,’’ said Mr. Gage, “ and 
that a new mortgage authorizing $6,000,000 
bonds wil! be made. There will be no essen- 
tial difference between the new and the old 
mortgage, I believe, except the increased 
amount authorized.”’ 

The same plan which has been followed by 
the South Side Rapid Transit and the Metro- 
politan Elevated cempany is without doubt 
to be.carried out by the Lake Street company. 
A construction company is to be formed and 
the stock of this company will be held by the 
insiders. A contract for the construc- 
tion of the road wiil be let to this company by 
the elevated company, the consideration be- 
ing all‘of the bonds and the new $5,000,000 
issue of stock of the elevated company. The 
construction company will complete the road 
with the proceeds of the bonds and the stock 
will be profit, if any profit is made out of the 
enterprise. There has been an attempt to get 
the new issue of bonds underwritten, and it 
is said on good authority that practically all 
of the bonds will betaken by asyndicate which 
includes several New York capitalists and 
which 1s represented on the new Board of Di- 
rectors, ; 

There will be a bonus of stock go with the 
bonds and that bonus will be at least 12 per 
cent, although the exact amount will be de- 
termined by the condition of the market for 
the bonds. This new issue of securities means 
a decided expansion of the plans of the com- 
pany and the building of much more road 
than has been heretofore contemplated. 


Men in the New Deal. 

The ruling spirits in the new enterprise will 
include Underwood & Green, William Deere 
of the Deere Plow company at Moline, and 
William Ziegler of New. York. 

The continuation in the directory of Mr. 
Fitzgerald and of Mr. Macdonald’s represent- 
ative, Clarence Knight, is probable for the 
purpose of keeping that interest intact pend- 
ing the maturing of the planus of the new or- 
ganization. While they freely admit that they 
are no longer a controlling interest in the af- 
fair they still maintain that they have no in- 
tention of resigning what interests and rights 
they maintain. 

It has been generally understood that the 
company has completely acquired the right 
for a down-town loop as far as Michigan ave- 
nue. It now transpires that this opinion may 
be a mistake. The Council has granted them 
the franchise for sucha loop and the consent 
ofalarge number of property-owners along 
the line has been obtained, but there is a ques- 
tion if these property-owners who have so far 
consented do really control a majority of the 
frontage along the proposed route.

Handsome Furnishings of the “ Gents’ 
Waiting-Room” at Congress Street, 

**Gentlemen without ladies’’ who travel on 
the **L”’ road, starting from the Congress 
street station, are in hard luck these days if 
they are tired. The depot has never been 
blessed with a superabundance of facilities 
for the waiting passenger, one smail room 
with seats for eight being the extent of the 
accommodations vouchsafed by the road. As 
trains run every three minutes during the day 
time this does not make much difference then, 
but at night when there are fifteen-minute 
waits the case assumes a different aspect.

HEAVY RATES FOR INSURANCE, 


New York, Dec. 29.—j Special. ]—The singie- 
screw ocean flyer Umbria, with 375 passengers 
arid a crew numbering 250 men on board, is 
now more than five days overdue. The first 
authentic news of its whereabouts and condi- 
tion since it left Queenstown, Dec. 18, was 
brought in by the steamer Galileo, which ar- 
rived early this morning. 

The latter vessel reported that late Sunday 
afternoon it sighted the Umbria 753 miles 


east of Sanay Hook, apparently making no

a torrent of water pouring from under 
the sidewalk into the basement. 
He sent to the City Hall for a man to turn off 
the water. One of the Water Department 
employés came promptly, lifted off the cap 
of the air chamber, and dropped in a long 
iron key, but he could not find the valve, the 
tube having become clogged up with wud and 
stones. Hg then returned to the City Hall, 
and started a patrol wagon after Inspector 
Graham, in charge of the First District, who 
lives out near Douglas Park. 

Meanwhile the flood in the basement of the 
Hartford Building was steadily rising. In 
the basement were stored piles of brick, terra 
cotta, and sand which stopped up the drain- 
age so that little if any of the water ran off. 
There was not much danger in the situation 
for the big sky-scraper,; but-the ease was dif- 
ferent with the two old buildings adjoining it. 
The abutting walls of both of these were un- 
dermined and are yet in places supported by 
jack-screws. In case the water should rise 
high enough it would cut through these walls 
and damage whatever might be in the adjoin- 
ing basements and possibly affect the build- 
ings. 

It was at 12:30 o’clock when Inspector 
Graham arrived with a Water Department 
wagon and anumber of workmen. Findng 
that he could not reach the valve where the 
break occurred he at once set about shutting 
off the water in the mains. This required half 
an hour or more, as valves had to be closed 
in half a dozen localities for blocks around. 
When the flow stopped the valve opening into 
the air-chamber was closed and the water 
turned on again in the district. So far as 
could be learned this morning there was little 
damage done, the flood being confined to the 
Hartford Building and the material in the 
basement being practically waterproof.

QUARTERS FOR THE APPELLATE COURT. 


Better Rooms Will Probably Be Provided 
For by the Legislature. 

At the request of the Appellate Court Judges 
all the Representatives and Senators from 
Cook County met yesterday at the court- 
rooms in the Chicago Opera-House and dis- 
cussed the advisability of securing new quar- 
ters for the Judges. Complaintis made by 
the Judges that the present rooms are too 
small and dark and lack proper ventiiation. 

The Appellate Court has been in its present 
location for some years, the State paying 
$5,600 a year rental. While the court-room 1s 
light and large enough it 1s used only two or 
three daysin a month. Most of the time the 
three Judges are confined in the consultation 
room, and that is found too small. 

The library, containing 7,000 books, is in a 
dark hallway, and the Judges find it necessary 
to strike a match in order to be able to get a 
book, 

Besides these faults foul air comes from a 
doorway in one of the galleries in the theater, 
which is open during matineés.

There had been great excitement in shipping 
circles as well as among those more directly 
interested in the Umbria’s fate, and the news 
brought by the Galileo was received with ex- 
pressions of contidence that the steamer would 
turn up in a day or two a little damaged by 
the great gale it ran into, but with everybody 
on board in good condition. 

The Galileo, which left Hull Dec. 11 and 
had a rongh passage, reached the pier shortly 
before nooa today. The Captain of the 
steamer, Charles H. Coleman, died during the

We were perfectly willing to 
help the Umbria all we could, but when it 
signaled that it needed no assistance that 
ended the matter. 

No Cause for Alarm. 


**T do not think there is any cause for alarm 
about the delay of the Umbria. It could not 
have been seriously disabled, by the breaking 
of a shaft for instance. It seemed to us ir- 
stead of drifting that it was making a little 
progress. The distance between the Galileo 


and the Umbria, together with the snow that . 


was falling and the rapidly approaching dark- 
ness, rendered it impossible to tell absolutely 
whether the steamer was entirely disabled or 
was making very slow progress. It had some

As told in this ne 2 —s ne the 
steamship Moravia, which arrived at quaran- 
tine jate Wednesday. night, sighted a three- 
masted steamer with red smokestacks and 
ventilators the morning of Dec. 21. The offi- 
cers of the Moravia think the steamer was the 
Umbria. It was moving at the rate of 450 
miles a day and was nearly half way across 
the Atlantic. The news brought by the 
Galileo cheered the Cunard officials and the 
relatives and friends of those on board. Over 
100 persons called at the office of the Cunard 
company, in Bowling Green, and inquired 
about the Umbria. They were all told that 
the report of the Galileo indicated that the 
Umbria was in no danger and that it would 
probably arrive within twenty-four hours. 
Vernon H. Brown, the American manager of 
the company, said: 

What the Officers Say. 

* at notime have we thought for a mo- 
ment that the Umbria was in any danger. The 
construction of the steamer and the excellence 
of its machinery would enable the Umbria to 
weather any storm. Nothing but a collision 
would do itany damage, and even then its 
water tight compartments would prevent it 
from sinking. If the accident to the Umbria 
was such as could be repaired at sea the 
steamer willbe in port within forty-eight 
hours. If, after a trial it was found impos- 
- gible to repair the damage, the Umbria would 
be seen by mostof the vessels going east- 
ward and westward, and could easily get as- 
sistance.” 

The speed of the Umbria when sighted by 
the Moravia indicates that if nothing had 
happened the Umbria would have arrived in 
port late Saturday night or early Sunday 
morning. Proceeding at its regular speed the 
Umbria would have arrived in the vicinity of 
the place where it was sighted by the Galileo 
shortly after noon Friday last. It was proba- 
bly during the severe storms of Thursday 
night and Friday that the accident occurred. 
For five days, then, at least the Umbria has 
been drifting, or at the most making slight 


ge sighted by the Galileo 
the Umbria was not out of the regular west- 
ern course is at most a positive indication that 
either its machinery.was not injured to such 
an extent that it could make no progress or 
that it was trusting to its sails. If it had been 
wholly disabled previous to Friday it would 
. have drifted in a southerly direction towards 
the Azores and out of the course taken by the 
Galileo. : 

If the Umbria is able to keep from driftmg 
the main danger to the steamer will be from 
collisions with derelicts, a large number of 
which are floating around in the ocean, & 
menace to ocean travel. Only two or three 
derelicts have been sighted during the month 
in the pathway of the Queenstown and South- 
ampton steamers. 

The weather since the Galileo sighted the 
Umbria, while unusually rough, even for win- 
ter voyages, has not been as severe.as during 
the early part of the Umbria’s passage and 
particularly durmg Friday. It would be pos- 
sible, seafaring men say, even for so stanch 
a vessel as the Umbria, if unmanageble dur- 
ing a storm, to get inatrough of the waves and 
founder. But they did not believe that the 
weather since Sunday had been severe enough 
to cause such a disaster, particularly as the 
Umbria did not then want assistance. 

There are three vessels overdue at this port 
which would“ pass over the course taken by 
the Umbria. "They are the Richmond Hull, 
from London, two days overdue; Runic, from 
Liverpool, two days overdue; and Le Panto, 
from Antwerp, four days overdue. ° 

The Umbria is a steel vessel, 500 feet long, 
574¢ feet broad, 41 feet deep, and of 13,300 
tone burden. Ithas nine water-tight com- 
_ partments and twin screws. It waa built oy 
the firm of John Elder & Co., which was reor- 
ganized under the name of the Fairfield Ship- 
buildmg and Engineermg company, which 
also built the Oregon. The Umbna and 
Etruria are alike in point of construc- 
tion and appearance. The engines are 
of the ordinary three-cylinder compound 
type, the diameter of the high-pressure cylin- 
ders being 71 inches and ions of the others 
105 inches, with a stroke of 6 feet. The steam 
is generated in nine boilers, having seventy- 
two furnaces, consuming 320 tons of coal a 
day, and developing 14,000 horse-power. 


UMBRIA NOT SIGHTED AT HALIFAX, 


Opinions of Steamship Owners There as to 
the Cunarder’s Safety. 

Harirax, N. S., Dec. 29.—[Special. }—Great 
excitement was created here this afternoon by 
the report that the Umbria was helplessly 
drifting on the ocean within 200 miles of Hal- 
ifax. Correspondents all along the eastern 
coast of Nova Scotia were immediately in- 
structed to keep a sharp lookout for the dis- 
abled ship. To the Halifax correspondent of 
Tur Triscnze Capt. Taylor Wood, Secretary 
of the Pilot Commissioners, said: ‘“‘If the 
. telegraphic reports of the latitude and longi- 
tude in which the Umbria was passed by the 
Galileo are correct the great ship was 106 
miles north and 179 miles east of Halifax, or 
southwest by west 200 miles. 

‘*.“* That would place it just south and east 
of Sable Island. Sable Island, aptly named 
the graveyard of the Atlantic, would be a dan- 

rous place for a helpless ocean liner. I 
think that if the Umbria has not been picked 
up by another big liner that Capt. McKay 
a certainly try and get his ship into Hali- 

ax 


Alfred G. Jones, agent of the Dominion and 
Hamburg line of steamers, does not think 
there is much chance for the Umbria coming 
to Halifax. He expressed the opinion that it 
is all right and that no anxiety need be felt 
for its safety. 

None of the steamship men in Halifax think 
the Umbria will make for Bermuda. If it 
comes to Halifax it can immediately forward 
its passengers to their destination by rail and 
secure repairs in the Halifax dock the larg- 
est on this side of the Atlantic. 

The weather has been delightfully mild 
niong the Nova Scotian coast for the last 
three days. Capt. Taylor of the Donaldson 
liner steamship Indiana, which arrived trom 
Giasgow today, saw nothing of the Umbria. 

He reports a stormy passage and head winds 
most of the way. 


HEAVY REINSURANCE RATES ASKED, 


Before the News of the Umbria’s Being 
Sighted Came 25 Guineas Was the Price. 


Lonpox, Dec. 29.—The anxiety felt for the 
safety of the Cunard line steamer Umbria 
caused many of those who have relutives or 
friends on board to visit the offices of the com- 
pany today, or else ask by telegraph for infor- 


mation regarding it. The sail area of the 
Umbria ‘s small, and progress under canvas 
would necessarily be slow; it would be much 
slower if a dragging screw had ¢ be hauled 

the water. With its long freeboaru 
the vessel would be bound to make more or 
less leeway, and with the northwest winds pre- 
vailing at this time of the year the drift would 
be to the southward and out of the lane routes 
of transatlantic navigation.

Reports that on the 25th 
inst., latitude 42.52, longitude 58.55. passed and 
signaled a large Cunard steamer, undoubtedly the 
Umbria.’ The steamer had stop and was 
showing three red lights, which means ‘disabled 
but not requiring assistance.” This would indi- 
cate that it expected shortly to complete repairs 
and proceed on its voyage. We therefore look 
for it to be reported at any moment.

AN EXPLOSION YESTERDAY IN THE 
PREFECTURE OF POLICE. 


Belief General That the Anarchists Are 
Taking Advantage of the Confusion in 
Official Circles Over the Panama Scan- 
dal—They Are Not Crushed—Detective 
Sent to Guard Gladstone—Conspirators 
at Work—An American Loses at Monte 
Carlo and Commits Suicide. 

Paris, Dec. 29.—An explosion at 1:30 this 
morning, in the hall leading to the suite of 
offices between the ground floor and the first 
story of the Prefecture of Police, has caused 
a sensation. The authorities were not de- 
cided as to whether the explosion was the 
work of Anarchigts or merely an accident 
caused by leakage of gas. The explosion caused 
no fatality, but windows were smashed, wood- 
work damaged, and a portion of the ceiling 
brought down. The police think that the ex- 
plosion has something to do with the recent 
extradition and approaching trial of Francois, 
the Anarchist, accused of connection with the 
Café Very explosion. 

An investigation of the premises by experts 

has led to the discovery that the explosion was 

not caused by gas. Theexperts declare that 
the affair was undoubtedly the work of An- 

archists, who had placed in the entresol a 

bomb heavily charged with chlorate powder. 

The result of the investigation has caused con- 

siderable excitement in official circles, where 

it is believed that the Anarchists, taking ad- 
vantage of the confusion attendant upon the 
revelations of the Panama scandal, have 
started in to inaugurate a reign of terror sim- 
ilar to that which prevailed when Kavachol 
ana his colleagues caused the explosions here, 
when many of the wealthy residents of the 
city hastily packed their household effects and 
took refuge in the country. 

Anarchists to Be Arrested. 

The best detectives in Paris have been de- 
tailed on the case and arrests of Anarchists, 
whether the real culprits or not, are certain to 
follow. 

Fragments of cast-iron, which had formed 
the sheil of the bomb, were found about the 
place. These were fitted together as well as 
could be done and showed that the bomb had 
been of sufficient size to contain two pounds 
of explosive material. 

The explosion was badly timed. -Had it 
occurred at an earlier hour there is no doubt 
that many persons would have been killed. 

An Anarchist is reperted as saying: “* Ah, 
you thought we were crushed, but we have 
enough dynamite left to blow up all the cap- 
italists. The police have been running after 
Francois as if he was the only man capable of 
setting light to a bomb, but you will find out 
differently. We will show the Bourgeois that 
if we remain quiet for a certain length of 
time, we are not disarmed. So long as hu- 
man beings die from hunger by the side of 
those who die from indigestion the former 
will avenge themselves by every means in 
their power.”’ 

The Anarchist society known asthe V. D. 
R., or * Vengeurs de Ravachol,”’ has been 
holding several meetings of late since Francois 
was brought over from London, and it is sup- 
posed that his case is occupying their atten- 
tion. 

An ftalian Anarchist passing through Paris 
is reported as saying that the Anarchists would 
not attack private houses, “‘since it is rarely 
the victim aimed at that is touched, and inno- 
cent victims are the consequence. We will 
attack public offices to destroy the records 
and terrify the instruments of Bourgeois rule, 
and the banks to destsoy capital, and in that 
way we will strike a blow at the Bourgeois 
society of today from which it will tind it 
difficult to recover.”’ 

Repudiates Bomb Methods. 


Citizen Guesde, one of the militant chiefs 
of extreme socialism, who took a leading part 
in the recent meeting which resolved upon an 
appealto the army anda demonstration at 
the Palais Bourbon, has taken occasion to re- 
pudiate sympathy with bomb methods while 
advocating what he calls the social revolution. 

Francois is said to be as defiant in the 
French prison as he was in London. He has 
been followed here by his alleged wife, a 
pretty woman, already under pvulice surveil- 
lance, and said to be as devoted to the An- 
archist Cause as Francois himself. Francois 
is said to have told the Juge d’Instruction 
that if he has to go to the scaffold he will go 
singing hke Ravachol. The f&uthorities are 
satisfied that Francois has been the leading 
spirit of the Anarchists since the execution of 
Ravachol, and no effort will be spared to 
bring him to the guillotine, 

[The Prefecture of Police is a large stone build- 
ing nearlygpposite the Palais de Justice, com- 
prising the old municipal barracks and the two 

otels d’Etale Major in the Bonlevard du Palais, 
in which is the principal entrance. The Prefect 
himself occupies the second floor with his oftices 
and private apartments. Here also are the Sec- 
retaries’ offices, and in the rear connected by iron 
bridges ake the divisional departments relating 
to the detective service and general police super- 
vision of the town, carriage traflic, and markets. 
The municipal police force of Paris numbered 
10,300 men in 1891. Of these 6,000 were gardes de 
Paris, 1,750 firemen, and 1,100 gardiens de la Paix, 
or policemen, The number of the latter is being 
increased. } 


DETECTIVE TO GUARD GLADSTONE, 


Authorities Think a Band of Conspirators 
at Work. . 

Lonpon, Dec. 29.—The authorities appear 
to be so strongly convinced that the Dublin 
explosion was part of the work of a band of 
conspirators that they have sent a detective 
to Biarritz to keep guard over Mr. Gladstone 
and protect him from outrage. Mr. Glad- 
stone has not been made aware of the precau- 
tion taken, as it is known that he would resent 
any protection of the kind. Home Secretary 
Asquith is also protected, when he goes out in 
public, by a detective in civilian attire, who 
keeps near enough to interfere in the event of 
an attack upon Mr. Asquith. In view of all 
the precautions taken the opinion prevails 
that the authorities are in possession of def- 
injte and important information as to the ex- 
istence of a furmidable dynamite conspiracy. 


THROWS HIMSELF BEFORE A TRAIN, 


A Young American, Loses Everything at 
Monte Carlo and Commits Suicide. 

Lonpon, Dec. 29.—From Monte Carlocomes 
the news of two tragic events, in one of which 
an American was the victim. The American, 
who is described as 23 years old and of good 
appearance, lost £3,500 belonging to his 
mother and which she had intrust- 
ed to his care. Luck went against 
him from the first and he played 
wildly in the ‘hope of _ recovering 
his losses. When the last gold piece was gone 
he walked silently out of the Casino. Near 
Vintimiglia, about eighteen miles from Nice, 
the distracted young man threw himself on 
the railroad track in front of an apprcaching 
train and was crushed to death under the 
wheels. 

Another gambler, whose nationality is not 
stated, and who had lost nearly everything in 
the Casino, took the train from Monte Carlo, 
apparently with the intention of returning 
home, and shot himself dead with a revolver 
while onthe train. The gambling tables at 
Monte Carlo are doing a flourishing business. 

[That the gaming tables are flourishing is evi- 
denced by the last report presented at the meet- 
ing of shareholders. The total revenue from the 
tables during the last year has been a little over 
23,000,000 francs, or about $4,000,000, which is 
1,000,000 francs more than the receipts of the pre- 
vious year. The capital of the society is 30,000,000 
francs, in 60,000 shares of 500 francs. Each share 
carries an interest coupon of two francs per an- 
num, or 5 per cent upon che original value. This 
is paid after the half-yearly meeting, while the 
dividend is distributed at the end of the winter 
season, early in May. The total return in 1891 
was 150 francs a share and in 1590 160 francs. }

GOVERNMENT EMPLOYS LE CARON, 


The Noted Spy to Work Up the Dublin 
Explosion—A Recent Interview. 

Dustin, Dec. 29.—Considerable excitement 
has been caused in Irish home rule circles by 
the news that the imperial authorities have 
directed Scotland Yard to take the spy known 
as Maj. Le Caron into the employ of the gov- 
ernment for the purpose of tracing out the 
guilty parties connected with the Dublin ex- 
plusion. Maj. Le Caron is greatly abhorred 
by Irishmen of all factions and it is believed 

the report will, if confirmed, 
reatly weaken the hold of the 
iberal government ia _ Ireland. It is 
said that Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and next to the 
Lord High Chancellor the head of the Cabi- 
net during the absence of Mr. Gladstone on 
the continent, has taken the reins in his own 
hands and personally directed the employ- 
ment of Le Caron, Le Caron, it is stated, 
gave Harcourt to understand that he had rea- 
son to believe he could trace out the authors 
of the explosion, but refused to state his evi- 
dence to Asquith or Morley. 

[Henri Le Caron, whose real name is Thomas 
Miller Beach, is the famous Fenian spy whose 
identity was first disclosed iu the Parnell-7imes 
trial in 1889. For twenty-one years he has been 
active in the ranks of the Fenians in America, 
was high np in their councils, and a trusted offi- 
cer. e served as officer in the Northern army in 
the War of the Rebellion, and subsequently made 
his home in Braidwood, He was an 
Englishman, born in Ceichester, and early in life 
emigrated to America. He was Senior Guardian 
of Clan-na-Gael Camp No. 463. In appearance he 
is short and slight of build, erect like a soldier, 
with a lofty forehead ana small, keen eyes. His 
face is bony, with a light skin of yellow _parch- 
ment. He communicated to the British Govern- 
ment every detail of the first Fenian raid on 
Canada, being at that time a military organizer 
inthe Fenian army. in his autobiography he 
says he was indebted for a great deal of his in- 
formation about the Clan-na-Gael to Alexander 
Sullivan of Chicago. 

Ina recent interview Le Caron said: “It is 
only in the home rule papers, and nowhere else, 
that you discover that the Clan-na-Gael is a thing 
of the past, unworthy of account asa factor in 
Irish politics. The sentiment of  revolu- 
tion flourishes as vigorously today as 
ever it did in the United States, and 
no matter whether the _ signal note 
for combination be sounded from the camps of 
one or other of the opposing factions, the re- 
sponse is as eager, enthusiastic, and effective as 
of old, for the fight still wages fiercely as ever 
over the grave of the murdered Dr. Cronin, and 
still the air is filled with charges and counter- 
charges of murder and corruption. } 


TO CONTINUE THE EXAMINATION, 


Dr. Brouardel Requests Chemical Experts 
to Work on Baron Reinach’s Death, 

Lonpown, Dec, 29.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Daily News says: “All that Dr. Brou- 
ardel has concluded in the case of Baron de 
Reinach is that the Baron died of neither con- 
gestion of the brain, congestion of the blood 
veesels, nor syncope. He has requested chem- 
ical experts to continue the examination.” 

The Paris correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph says that Joseph Reinach denies hav- 
ing made an agreement with whe Boulangist 
Dillon to run M. Ferry on the American pian. 
His only relation with Dillon, he says. grew 
out of the latter’s taking shares in the Repub- 
lique Francaise in behalf of the cable com- 
pany represented by Dillon. Ultimately Dul- 
lon objected to the anti-Boulangist character 
of the Republique Francaise’s articles and 
Reinach returned his shares. 

The Paris correspondent of the Daily News 
says: ** The reports of M. de Freycinet be- 
ing involved in the Panal Canal scandal are 
melting away from lack of evidence. All that 
can be said against him 1s that he wrote ami- 
able letters seeking assistance from Dr. Herz 
for his candidature for the Presidency to suc- 
ceed M. Grévy. The Investigating Commis- 
sion has demanded those letters. 

‘The imprisoned Panama Canal directors 
are still confined, confident of acquittal. They 
will probably be obliged to submit to a sec- 
ond trial at the assizes. Their counsel advise 
them to make a clean breast of 1t.”’ 


HE GAVE DEVES FIFTEEN FRANCS, 


Testimony of A. Castelbon Before the Pan- 
ama Investigating Commission, 

Paris, Dec. 29.—A. Castelbon, who was in 
the list of the twenty-six Thierre checks, as 
having received a check for 20,000 francs from 
Baron Reinach, was a witness before the Pan- 
ama Commission of the Chamber of Deputies 
today. The previous explanation in regard 
to this check had been that M. Castelbon was 
about to start a paper called the Nouvella 
Presse, and that Senator Paul Deves 
had given Castelbon a letter of 
introduction to Baron Reinach with 
the view of having M. Castelbon 
assisted by Reinach 1n his enterprise and that 
Castelbon had received the check from Rei- 
nach for the purpose of aiding him to start 
the Nouvelle Presse, Deves cashing the check. 
The Libre Parole had alleged that Deves was 
the real beneficiary of the check, which Deves 
denies. Today, however, Castelbon admitted 
that when Deves cashed the check, he, Castel- 
bon, handed back to Deves 15 of the 20,000 
francs. This statement caused a sensation.

HAVANA, Dec, 29.—Shortly after landing here 
yesterday the commission appointed by the 
United States Congress to examine into the 
Cuban quarantine and other subjects of a similar 
character visited the Governor-General, They 
were hospitably received and were promised gov- 
ernment assistanee in their investigations, The 
Governor-General appointed a committee of phy- 
sicians to confer with the committee with regard 
to the chief contagious diseases that prevail here 
and it is expected the first conference will be held 
tomorrow. 


VYellow-Fever Epidemic in Venezuela. 

Caracas, Dec. 29.—Yellow-fever has become al- 
most epidemic in La Guayra. The mortality in 
Caracas continues to increase, and in smaller 
towns down the Puy Valley it is spreading in 
every direction. Not only yellow-jack, but ty- 
phoid-fever, is prevalent in Caracas, and the 
monthly death rate has for months past doubled 
that of births. But, as one of the local papers re- 
marks, what else can a city of 60,000 souls expect 
as long as it remains wholly without a sewerage 
among and makes no efforts toward public clean- 

ness. 


To Protect Panama Transit Interests, 

PANAMA, Dec, 29.—The Colombian Congress has 
given authority to Dr. Nunez, President af Colom- 
bia, to do what is necessary to protect the best 
interests of all concerned in the isthmus transit. 
The geaeral opinion is that owing to the antag- 
onistic attitude of the railroad to American 
steamship interests the Panama Canal company 
eannot obtain further extension of their conces- 
sions.

TEACHERS’ TIPS TO THE SOLONS. 


Many Recommendations to the Next Legis- 
lature of Lilinois. 


SprINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 29. -[Special. ]—At 
the State Teachers’ Association today the sub- 
ject, ** Mental Power Rather than Knowledge 
the Chief Object of Instruction,” was dis- 
cussed, W. T. Gooden of Pana reading a pa- 
per on the affirmatfve side of the question and 
J. W. Hays of Urbana taking the negative. 
M. Price of Lewistown called up his amend- 
ment to the by-laws of the association intro- 
duced last year providing that the Noninat- 
ing com mittee, instead of being appointed by 
the President, shall be selected by the meim- 
bers of the association, one for each Congres- 
sional district, to be designated by the teach- 
ers from the several districts assembled in 
caucus. After a discussion the amendment 
was voted down, 

The following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed by 
the chair to ascertain to what extent music is 
systematically taught in the schools of the State: 
whether the present attitude of educators towards 
the subject is favorable or otherwise, and what 
the present condition of instruction as regards re- 
sults obtained is, with the understanding that a 
report shall be made to this body next year. 

Other resolutioas were adopted favoring the 
furnishing of school text-books to pupils by 
district boards free or at cost; asking the Leg- 
islature to make suitable provisions for the 
maintenance of kindergartens for children 
under 6 years of age; making kindergarten 
instruction a part of the public school sys- 
tem, and requesting the State Superintendent 
to present the matter to the Committees on 
Education of the Legislature at the coming 
session; recommending the retention in office 
of the Hon. William T. Harris as Commis- 

ioner of Education, and urging the’ superin- 
Rodents teachers, and school officers of the 
State to cvdperate with Prof. Jenkins, Super- 
intendent of the Educational Exhibit of Illi- 
nois at the World’s Fair, in making the exhibit 
a creditable one.°

RUSSIAN PERSECUTION GREATER 
THAN EVER BEFORE. 


Twenty Thousand of the Unhappy Race 
Forced to Become Converted to Ortho- 
doxy—Deported to a District Dominat- 
ed by Priests and No Kindness Shown 
Them—Merchants of Afiuence Driven 
from Moscow and Reduced to Penury— 
Barbarism of the Grand Duke Sergius. 


Lonpon, Dec. 29.—The latest advices from 
St. Petersburg and other parts of Russia show 
that the persecution of the Jews and the in- 
humanity of the Czar’s officials toward that 
unhappy race are greater than ever before. 
Six edicts have been issued, aiming to disperse 
the Jewish subjects of Russia, weaken their 
position and trading centers, and crush out 
their religion. These edicts are enforced with 
the utmost rigor in many parts of the empire 
and with severity everywhere. 

The Moscow papers boast that since the be- 
ginning of 1891 20,000 Jews have been con- 
verted to orthodoxy. The unhappy converts, 
who have been driven to a pretended denial 
of their religious faith in order to escape in- 
tolerable persecution, have been deported to 
the District of Tcherkesovo, about five 
miles from Moscow. There they are 
rigorously governed by priests of the 
Russian Orthodox Chufch, who require them 
to attend the services of that church and to 
comply with its various relies, watching narrow- 
ly for any sign of evasion or repentance. These 
priests have entire supervision of the wretched 
colony, and the alleged converts from Judaism 
are only allowed leave to return to Moscow 
upon acertiticate from the priests that the 
cunvert holding such certificate is assured in 
the faith of the Orthodox Church, 

When thus released from the ordeal at 
Tcherxesovo their troubles are not over. The 
police and spies keep a careful watch over 
them, and if they fail in attention to their re- 
ligious obligations as members of the Ortho- 
cox Church they are reported as recanting to 
the Jewish faith, Should the charge uf recan- 
tation be established the usual punishment is 
deportation to Siberia. 


Driving Them Out of the Towns. 


The police have been making a careful 
scrutiny of the birth papers of the Jews, with 
@ view to driving more of them out of the 
towns, none being allowed to reside in towns 
except those who are natives. 

In Moscow, where the anti-Jewish crusade 
received a great impulse through the zeal of 
the Grand Duke Sergius, brother of the Czar, 
and Governor of Moscow, against the Jewish 
race and religion, persecution continues with 
unabated severity. Jews who are not natives 
of Moscow have been given twenty-four hours 
to return to their native towns. A Jew who 
bas conducted an important mercantile es- 
tablishment for thirty years near the central 
postoffice has been compelled to close up his 
business and leave on twenty-four hours’ no- 
tice. 

No mercy is shown to any Jews, no matter 
how meritorious, who can be brought within 
the scope of the cruel edicts. Thousands of 
Jewish working people have been driven from 
their employment to become beggars and 
wanderers. Old soldiers who wore medais for 
faithfui and gailant service in Russia’s army 
are treated with as little mercy as other Jews. 
No recognition whatever is given to tcheir 
claims upon the country. 

Merchants Robbed of Their Money. 


Merchants of the best standing are driven 
out like the poorest laborer and not only de- 
prived of their business but robbed of the 
money that is owing to them, for their debt- 
ors, encouraged to injustice by the unjust 
course of the authorities, refuse to pay the 
debts, well aware that their Jewish creditors 
are virtually without remedy. 

Suinmarily deported to their “birth dis- 
tricts,”’ merchants who were recently in af- 
fluence find themselves helpleas and impover- 
ished in localities with which they may have 
long been unfamiliar. They may not even 
have a single tie there, and may have 
been absent a longer period than an average 
human lifetime, but that makes no difference 
to the Russian officials. The old man of 70 or 
80 who left his native place when a child must 
go back there, and be torn from the arms of 
his children and his children’s children, unless 
they choose to accompany him. The scenes 
witnessed in consequence are most pitiable. 

Moscow has lost, in consequence of the 
persecution there, a multitude of its most 
valuable residents. Many of tne Jewish 
tradesmen and artisans who have been driven 
from Moscow have gone to J .odz, a placea 
few hours by rail from Warsaw, and which has 
rapidly risen to a population of 125,000, most 
of them Jews. 

Lodz Improves, While Moscow Suffers. 


Under the impulse of Jewish skil] and in- 
dustry, Lodz is fast becommg an important 
mahufacturing center, the factories there be- 
ing busy night and day and the manufacturers 
having orders for three months ahead. Trade 
in Moscow is, on the other hand, collapsing 
through the loss of Jewish capital and labor. 
which had no smali share in building up and 
maintaining the industry and prosperity of 
that place. 

While in Moscow, under the barbaric ad- 
ministration of the Grand Duke Sergius, the 
persecution of the Jews is as fierce as ever, in 
Poland the oppression of the Jews is for 
the time being somewhat relaxed, and 
throughout Russia generally the treatment of 
Jews is not on as harsh.a scale as in Moscow, 
although severe and almost intolerable every- 
where. 

The regulations especially and universally 
enfurced throughout Russia are those lhmiting 
the residence of Jews within certain fixed lo- 
cations, the prohibition of Jewish artisans 
from working in places beyond the control of 
official boards of trade, and the restriction 
as t» unauthorized synagogues, it being fur- 


bidden to Jews to worship in any but an avu-- 


thorized synagogue. The condition of the 
Jews except in zand a few other places is 
becoming steadily worse, particularly in the 
case of those who have no means to bribe Rus- 
sian officials. 

Measures to Expel the Jews. 


[fxtraordinary measnres are shortly to be in- 
augurated to compel a)! Jewish traders in Moscow 
to abandon their religion and join the orthodox 
Greek. The Chamber of Commerce has adopted 
a resolution, which, however, 1s not to come into 
operation immediately, to exclude all Jews from 
the list of Moscow merchants. Not knowmg 
at what moment this decision may be en- 
forced the Israelitish traders are hastening to 
purchase their trade licenses for the ensu- 
ing year.S which they hope will at least protect 
them for the next twelve months. On the resola- 
tion of the Chamber of Commerce coming into 
force all those Jewish merchants who, by aband- 
img their faith, purchase their licenses to carry 
on’ commercial operations in Moscow, will be 
transferred for three years’ probation to the Vil- 
lage of Tcherkijova. The insincerity of the con- 
version of the great mass of Hebrews not belong- 
ing to the commercial guilds who have obtained 
permission to reside in Moscow by join- 
i the orthodox church is shown by 
this fact. One of the wealthiest merchants 
in the city, who is already the godfather of over 
400 baptized Jews, promised some time ‘ago to 
leave a legacy to each of his nominal godsons on 
condition of their sending him annually a certifi- 
cate testifying that they had at least once re- 
ceived the sacrament, and up to the present only 
two have complied with the stated condition. A 
few Moscow Jews had succeeded in obtaining 
recognition as members of the English Church, 
but the great majority of those whe have thus 
endeavored to gain protection have been unsuc- 
cessful in their endeavors. 

The Governor of Moscow, the Grand Duke 
Sergius. dislikes the race, and his object scems to 
be to turn every Jew out of the city. Since he 
came to town he has expelled 50,000. There used 
to be 80,000 Jews in Moscow. Hence there re- 
main now only 30,000, but one may be quite su 
that the numbers will continue to dwin Thee 
are this winter in Moscow at least 30,000 lodgi 
empty, so that many landlords are in a fair way 
to being ruined through the carrying out of this 
cruel policy. 

By a new law, which has recently been put in 
force, ont 8 out of 100 Jewish lawyers in Mos- 
cow and St. Petersburgare allowed to practice, 
while in Warsaw and Russian Poland this liberty 
is wholly denied. The Moscow University shuts 
its doors against Jews, and it will not oe long be- 
fore the Conservatoire dces the same.

Miss Poole Is Expelled from the Back Lot 
Society—All Evanston Agog. 

A dime’s worth of chocolate creams has set 
all Evanston agog.. The creams were pur- 
chased and eaten during school hours by Misa, 
Frances Poole, daughter of Dr. Isaac Poole, 
The result of this was that Miss Poole was ex- 
pelled from the Back Lot Society by Prof. 
Henry IL. Boltwood, Principal of the Evanston 
Township High School and President of the 
Back Lot Society. This chain of circumstances 
has caused more talk than any other one event 
of recent occurrence. For Miss Poole isa 
leader in the senior class and in her “set,” 
Two of her classmates, by the way, were 
guilty of the same offense as Miss Poole. It 
was Prof. Boltwood’s act in depriving Miss 
Poole of her membership in the Back Lot 
Society that raised the storm.

In proof of this the ac- 
tion of boys who threw bricks down the regis- 
ters two weeks ago is cited, and it is talleged 
that these turbulent youths are aided and 
abetted in the:r mutinous conduct by some of 
the girls. 

Prof. Bontwood-when seen yesterday at first 
declined to make any statement, but finally 
said that the membership of the Back Lot 
Studies Society was under his persunal super- 
vision and that he did not propose to have any 
one in it who did not behave. When asked if 
the high school and Back Lot society were not 
separate ia their refations and if there were 
any written rules regulating the membership 
of the latter he said: “It is a personal mat- 
ter with me and I can regulate the member- 
ship as I choose.”’

“DRAMATIC ELEMENT IN LIFE.” 


Subject of the Fifth Lecture in the Course 
at the Literary School, 

Hamilton W. Mabie of New York gave the 
fifth lecture in the Literary School yesterday 
afternoon, He took for his subject ‘*The 
Dramatic Element in Life.’’ He said: 

The first, the earliest, and the eternal function 
of the poet is to see things with a clear and true 
vision, to see — in their entirety and whole- 
ness. The mass of men see things in fragments 
and see only the obvious appearance at that. 
Everybody sees the face, but only a few see the 
countenance. The poets are the truth-tellers io 
spite of their fables, for the fact is unly a part of 
the truth and the fabie often contains the whole. 
Facts are the face of things; truth is their 
countenance, and it is the countenance which the 
poets give us. 

The world which Shakspeare saw differs from 
the world whieh most of us see—not in being 
more shadowy but more real, He saw the world 
which his contemporaries saw and he put it on 
the stage with a splendid realism which made the 
fiction of the thing more lifelike than the thing 
itself. But he saw what his contemporaries did 
not see, the meaning of that world and the soul of 
it. He was no dreamer; he was the sanest of all 
observers; the most dispassionate of all re- 
corders, the most infallible of all historians. 
Goethe did not exaggerate when he said that the 
plays of this master dramatist are the most 
authentic documents of human nature we pos- 
sess, 

It is the glory of Shaksveare that he was above 
all things else a poet, and that his philosophy of 
life does not come to us as a body of doctrine, but 
as a revelation out of the very soul of the man, 
free, beautiful, and melodious. This master 
Singer has given us an interpretation and por- 
trayal of life and character in which the deepest 
philosophy is harmonized in purest music. 

The discussion following was carried on by 
Dr. O. W. Gifford, Dr. W. T. Harris, Miss 
Harriet Monroe, and Miss Jane Addams. 

This morning Mr. Mabi will give his last 
lecture, ** The Poetic Element in Shakspeare,”’ 
and at 8 o’clock Elizabeth Harrison will speak 
on the “‘ Relationship Between Higher Liter- 
ature and the Kindergarten.”’

There was but one witness at the inquest of 
the man found frozen to death at Blue Island last 
Sunday. This was C. F. Bandrop, Captain of Po- 
lice, who said he pee ht the man's name was 
William O'Neill. He had been around town for 
four or five months and was supposed to have 
been at one time an engineer for the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad. He is thought 
to have relations at St. Joseph, Mo., and Plain- 
field, [11., but no one has answere telegrams sent 
to those places. 


CONFER ABOUT FISHERIES EXHIBIT. 


Col. McDonald and Prof. Forbes Discuss 
the Situation with Mr. Davis. 

Col. Marshall McDonald, the United States 
Fish Commissioner, and Prof. Forbes of the 
Illinois University at Champaign arrived 
here yesterday and in the morning had a long 
conference with Director-General Davis. The 
exhibit of the Fish commission was gone over 
carefully in view of the resignations of all the 
government officers connected with it. 

Col. McDonald stated that he had taken the 
aquarial exhibit into his own hands and that 
Prof. Forbes would be named as its Superin- 
tendent. Experienced men would be sént 
on from Washington to assist the professor 
in the mechanical details of the exhibit. 

The Director-General insisted that, as the 
Exposition had yone to great expense to build 
and equip the aquarium, the commission 
ought not to allow the exhibit to fail. While 
aquaria for scientific study were well enough 
in their way, yet the Exposition was a show, 
and the exhibits of live fish must be made at- 
tractive to the eye. The Director-General did 
not believe that a World’s Fair was a good 
place to study biology, and said so to the pro- 
fessor. 

Col. McDonald and Prof. Forbes agreed 
with this view, and both promised that no 
more time wouid be lost. 

‘* All I’m anxious about now in the fish ex- 
hibit,’’ Col. Davis said afterwards, ‘‘is the 
aquarial display. The Exposition has built 
the aquarium on the agreement that the gov- 
ernment shall use it for a creditable display 
of live fish, When I saw that nothing was 
being done on account of the deadlock in the 
Fish Commission I wrote to Washington urg- 
ing that no more time be lost. I hope they 
will get at it right away.”’ 

The old officials of the commission state 
that a creditable live fish display cannot be 
made before next July except by great ex- 
pense in bringing aquatic plants from tropi- 
cal regions. At the opening of the Fair there 
will be plain tanks, water, and fish in the 
aquaria, they claim. 

Capt. Collins stated yesterday that his 
friends had secured the signatures of over half 
the members of the Republican National com- 
mittee to a petition asking for the removal of 
McDonald and the appointment, of himself. 
The petition had not been presented to the 
President, as it night look like an attempt to 
make the Fish Commission a political place. 

The successor to Capt. Collins as represent- 
ative of the Fish Commission has not yet 
been named. Commissioner McDonald in- 
timated yesterday he would virtually have 
charge of the exhibit throughout and would 
take the responsibility. He would send some 
subordinates on fron Washington upon his 
return to do the detail work, but he would 
be the virtual representative. 

Capt. Church, representing the fisheries in-. 
terest of Rhode Island, was in town yesterday 
arranging for a display by his State. It would 
be, he said, one of the best in the Fisheries 
Building. 


Seriously Injured by an Explosion. 

HAZLETON, Pa., Dec. 29.—An explosion occurred 
at Milnesville this morning by which eight men 
narrowly escaped instant death. As it is, three 
of them, James Jamison, Abra Kolokoski, and 
Monroe Fritzinger, are dangerously wounded and 
the other five less seriously hurt. The latter are 
Italians and Hungarians, and their names could 
not be learned. The =.en were engaged in blast- 
ing rock on acoal stripping. A charge of dualin 
had been inserted in the hole and everything got- 
ten in readiness tofire it. Jamison, the con- 
tractor, decided to load another car before doing 
so and ordered the mento resume work. While 
they were soengaged itis supposed one of the 
meu struck the dynamite with his pick. 


Mercier’s Mission to Rome, 

MONTREAL, Que., Dec. 29.—Ex-Premier Mercier 
of Quebec left for New York today en route for En- 
gland. He will first go to Rome to plead the case 
of parishioners of St. Hyacinthe against Bishop 
Moreau before the propaganda and will then pro- 
ceed to London to argue certain cases before the 
Privy Council. Owing to Mercier’s unexpected 
departure his speech on the‘ Future of Canada,” 
which was to bave been delivered on New Year's 
day, will not be delivered until after his return 
from England.

'ARE DESPERATE MEN. 


WILLIAM BOYOE AND FRANK BRUOE 
STOP AT NOTHING.

The Two Burglars Located in Chicago and 
Now in Prison in Milwaukee Given Bad 
Characters by W. A. Pinkerton—Sus- 
pected of the Recent Safe-Blowings 
Here—They Are Wanted for Crimes in 
Other Places—James Dunlap’s Connec- 
tion with the Northampton Robbery. 


When William Boyce and Frank Bruce, the 
two burglars now serving out sixty days’ im- 
prisonment in Milwaukee, are released by the 
authorities in that city they will probably be 
confronted with several officers provided with 
papers for their arrest. W. A. Pinkerton is 
confident that these two men committed 
most of the recent safe burylaries in 
this city. Yesterday he vcouldn’t say 
what particular claimant they would be deliv- 
ered to when they emerged from the Milwau- 
kee prison. They were wanted in various sec- 
tions. His agency particularly wanted them, 
but might yield its claim to Bruce to Sher-

iff Day of Springtield, Mo., where thirteen 
indictments are pending against him. The 
Pinkertons within a day or two have sent out 
to their correspondents photographs of the 
men, each picture bearing on its back the 
salient facts in the man’s career. The des- 
perate character of Bruce was shown when he 
was informed that his picture was to be taken. 

“Isaid to him, ‘They want your picture 
and you may as well submit,’ said W. A. 
Pinkerton. ‘** Bruce replied that he would 
kill the man who tried to take it if he had to 
return twenty years afterwards to do it. I 
said, * Now they’ll get your photograph, sure,’ 
and they did. Bruce submitted. His face 
looks like a weak one. 

Belies His Character. 


“It belies his character. Heis one of the 
most determined men I ever met. He would 
kill without an instant’s hesitation.”’ 

The two men had been living in Chicago for 
a long time before they came under 
the notice of the Pinkertons.* They 
never frequented saloons or kept bad 
company, and thus kept out of sight of the 
detectives; When finally it became necessary 
to find them a systematic search was made 
of the city and after six weeks they were run 
down. Bruce was found living on Cottage 
Grove avenue and Boyce on Lincoln street. 
They were shadowed by Pinkerton’s inen. 

Bruce always carried his right hand in his 
overcoat pocket. The detectives were in- 
structed when they arrested him to twist his 
wrist quickly, so that he eould not use the pis- 
tol which it was suspected he carried in his 
hand. ‘The suspicion proved to be correct 
when Bruce was arrested in Milwaukee. An 
account of the arrest has already been pub- 
lished. 

“Boyce has half a dozen aliases,” said Mr. 
Pinkerton. **He is known as W. C. Brown, 
Frank Bush, Joe Schell, and William Boyer. 
We found in _ “his house the finest 
set of oburglar’s tools that I ever 
saw, besides dynamite powder and appliances

for melting down the gold in jewelry. Bruce 
is as nervy a man as‘can be found. He anda 
friend named Bob Curry actually planned to 
break intothe penitentiary at Canon City to 
help a friend imprisoned there toescape. He 
was caught himself, but broke out. He is 
likely to do the same thingin Milwaukee if 
not watched most carefully.’’ 


JAMES DUNLAP’S CRIMINAL LIFE, 


It Began in Chicago and Ended with the 
Northampton Bank Robbery. 

If James Dunlap, whom Gov. Russell of 
Massachusetts has just pardoned after having 
been imprisoned since 1877 for robbing the 
Northampton National Bank of nearly $2,000,- 
000, should elect to come to Chicago he will 
meet in this city old friends who have known 
him for years. One of these is W. A. Pinker- 
ton. Yesterday he told a reporter that he be- 
leved Dunlap would stick to the straight path 
hereafter. 

‘*Dunlap isn’t an old man, for he is but 46 
years of age. He is tall, straight, and good- 
looking. He was a good soldier in the War of 
the Rebellion and has saved up about $3,500 
from his pension. I have advised him to use 
it as a start in a better life, which he can and 
will, I think, begin. 

*‘Dunlap’s pardon was to have been issued 
ayear agolast Thanksgiving day. The ar- 
rangement was made, but for some reason or 
other it wasn’t carried out. 

‘I suppose few men in prison have been 
the objects of such remarkable petitions for 
clemency 98 were got up in Duniap’s behalf. 
They were signed by persons connected 
with the case, by distinguished functionaries, 
and by public men of wide renown. Among 
the latter was Gen. W. T. Sherman. Dunlap 
served under him in the rebellion and per- 
formed services of especial gallantry which 
the General remembered. (scar Edwards, 
President of the bank, hus been unceasing 1n 
his efforts to obtain Dunlap’s pardon. and so 
have others. Undoubtedly Mr. Edwards’ 
name has carried great weight on the docu- 
ments. He, better than anybody clse per- 
haps, appreciated the service Dunlap rendered 
in turning up the booty secured by the gang. 

* 4 good deal of newspaper gossip about 
Dunlap has ® been indulged in and 
it is known that he started in 
crime from Chicago. He was a brakeman 
on the Rozk Island road years ago. Running 
into the depot, which at that time was touched 
on one side by a tough locality, Dunlap be- 
came acquainted with a woinan well known 
about town, This woman had a friend who 
was a policeman. His jealousy led him to 
arrest Duniap on every possible occasion on 
the charge of vagrancy. He lost his situation 
in consequence and began hanging about 
suloous. In one of these one night Dave 
Raggio anda gang of fellow thieves were 
making ready to go on araid into the coun- 
try. They were one man short. The saloon- 
keeper said to Dunlap: ‘Why don’t you go? 
You’re always being arrested for nothing. 
Now give them something to take you in for 
or get a stake,’ 

“It required no urging to push the young 
man into the gang. He was desperate. Dun- 


lap came back from the HKaggio campaign 
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with more money than he had ever had before 
in his life and qualitied for a fullfledged bank 
worker. He was in the $200,000 job at the 
Quincy bank in 1875 and connected afterward 
with a long list of robberies. Dunlap drifted 
to New Yor and there the Northampton 
bank robbery was concocted. This agency 
was called in ten months afterwards. Of 
those in the job Dunlap and Bob Scott were 
arrested on a sleeping car going from New 
York to Philadelphia. Red Leary and one 
other man were arrested, but both escaped. 
Leary’s friends rented a room _ in 
a buildmg adjoining the. jail where 
he was locked up, cut a hole in the wall and 

Red’ walked out. other man it was 
suspected was allowed to waik out the door. 
At any rate he escaped. Another man in the 
job was Jim Brady, but he had already been 
tried on a subsequent charge and sentenced to 
fifteen years at Sing Sing, so we didn’t bother 
with him. Edson, the ijocksmith and travel- 
ing safe salesnian who had secured combina- 
trons for the gang and taught them the work- 
ings of the air-pump by means of which ex- 
plosives could be forced into the joints of a 
safe, testified freely. He said the men had 
put him ina hole. Scott and Dunlap both 
were convicted and sent to the Massachusetts 
State’s prison for twenty years. 

All the currency taken from the bank was 
spent and the bonds and securities were hid- 
den awav in achurch under the pulpit. The 
bank refused to negotiate tor the bonds and 
Leary went to Europe. Dunlap undertook to 
turn up the property and wrote to Leary that 
if he would restore it he would not put a 
straw ia his way. But if he refused, Duniap, 
when he got out, would do everything to brin 
Leary to justice the letter said. Leary repli 
that he was on the outside and Dunlap was on 
the inside and they therefore saw things in a 
different light. He refused to deliver the 
property. 

“Soon after Leary came back to this 
ccuntry and put up near Fort Hamilton out- 
side of Brooklyn. We located him and one 
night as he druve in town in a sleigh R. A. 
Finkerton and two of our‘men jumped in the 
vehicle and took him. They walked him 
around all night and an early train took him 
up to Massachusetts. Leary then saw things 
from the inside and the securities were recov- 
ered. It was felt for the share Dunlap had in 
the recovery that he deserved pardon. 

‘**Mrs. Scott, who has been put forward by 
Eastern papers as having a large share in se- 
curing his pardon, is now the wife of aman 
named Rowland who once managed a big 
restaurant in Chicago. The Eastern papers 
have dwelt on Bob Scott as acollege bred 
man. The fact ishe was raised in Warsaw, 
lil., where he was known as * Hustling Bob,” 
and he wasa burglar from the time he was 
old enuvgh to be one. 

_““Of the Northampton Bank robbers be- 
sides Scott, Red Leary is dead. He was shot 
by a bunko man named Billy Train. Brady 
died in Europe. Edson 1s keeping a store in 
New Jersey and two other men are living 
honest lives. Dunlap, as 1 have before said, 
I think, will follow their example.” 


HOW DUNLAP WAS RELEASED, 


How the Wife of His Old Partner in Crime 
Labored for His Pardon. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 29.—After fourteen 
years (lacking two days) confinement Jaines 
Dunlap left the Charlestown State Prison to- 
day afree man. He was accompanied by 
Mrs. Mary Scott-Rowiand and George Abbott 
James, his warmest friends. It is mainly to 
the indomitable will and perseverance of Mrs. 
Rowland that Dunlap owes his release. 

It was fifteen years ago New Year’s day 
when Dunlap and Robert C. Scott entered the 
prison to serve out a sentence of twenty years. 
Scott lived but a few years, and died in prison. 
When Scott was slowly dying he made a will, 
leaving to his wife many mementos for 
friends and relatives. Among these was a 
cameo ring which he asked her to place on the 
finger of James Dunlap, his accom- 
plice, on the day of the latter’s liberation, for 
Scott always regarded Dunlap as his pupil in 
crime—one for whom he was himself morally 
responsible—and he besought his loving wife 
to take upon herself the solicitude of a sister 
for the man he had wrongly influenced and 
labor untiringly and devotedly for his pardon. 

That was nearly ten years ago, for it was 
in April, 1882, that Scott, weighed down by his 
shaine and the prospect of years of prievn life, 
died of a broken heart—of consumption, the 
physician’s certificate said. And through all 
the intervening years this trust from her con- 
trite husband, although she has since remarried 
and is now living in another State, Mrs. Scott- 
Rowland has never for one moment forgotten. 
During all these years she has labored to this 
end, importuning obstinate Governor’s coun- 
cilors and securing the aid of influential men 
in her behalf, and tie culmination of her 
labors was her happiness today. 

Almost as soon as Dunlap’s pardon was 
granted yesterday Mrs. Rowland was tele- 
graphed to in New York. She at once 
hastened to Boston and went to t State- 
House, where she was given the official papers 
according the release of the prisoner. This is 
an unusual proceeding. The papers are 
usually sent to the Warden through the mail, 
but in this case they were held back, the Gov- 
ernor thinking that the woman who had 
worked so hard for these papers would esteem 
it a privilege to be permitted to bear them to 
the prison. It was just 9:30 o’clock this 
morning when she arrived at Warden Lover- 
ing’s house, and entering, handed him the 
official envelope, saying simply, ‘** Here’s the 


aper. 
. The Warden unfolded the bulky document 
and read it. It was the first official announce- 
ment of the pardun that he had received. The 
Warden went to Dunlap and said: 

‘*Jim, your pardon has been granted.’’ The 
prisoner betrayed no emotion. He received 
the news by simply bowing his head and re- 
marked: ‘* Well, I’m glad it has come—at 
last.”’ 

He went to work as usual this morning and 
remained at his post until an officer apprised 
him that his labors there were over and told 
him to dress. While Dunlap was preparing to 
leave Mrs. Rowland was introduced to the re- 
porters who were in the Warden’s office. 

‘*T don’t know that I have anything to say, 
gentlemen,’ she remarked, “I think I have 
said about all I care to.’’ When Dunlap 
walked into the rotunda Mrs. Rowland rushed 
across the room with extended hands and fuce 
beaming with delight. Dunlap appeared to 
be dazed as he grasped the outstretched hands. 
With tear-dimmed eyes he thanked her. 

‘‘[am too much overcome,”’ he said, ‘‘to 
give proper expression of my gratitude for 
your efforts in my behalf. It is true that my 
time was nearly up, but it is none the less wel- 
come to me, and to you, dear friends, who 
have worked so hard forme. I am glad that 
you find so much satistaction in knowing that 
your efforts were not ended in vain. To this 
dear woman I owe much, andI willtry and 
repay, as far as possible, the obligation.” 

Dunlap then sat down, overcome by his 
emotion. Then came one of the most pathet- 
ic incidents of the morning. Mrs. Rowland 
opened her pocketbook and, taking the ring 
out, said: 

“Mr. Durlap, my mission has been ful- 
filled—if it was fifty years instead of fifteen, 
I would have worked with as much energy. I 
had about given up hope, but I meant to be 
true 


band. 
Then she reached for his right nand and 


placed on tne third tinger a thin, plain gold 
ring. When this was done she gave way to a 
flood of tears. she composed herself in a 
moment, and then the trio were escorted into 
the clerk’s office, where papers were duly 
signed and Dunlap was formally released 
from custody. 
He left ror New York this evening.

Wrrn the Brooklyn and Milwaukee fires 
staring it in the face New York City chose the 
month of December as the time for reducing 
expenses in its own fire department to the low- 
est possible limit. But there is no account- 
ing for anything New York City does or fails 
to do under the reign of Tammany.

‘Mr. Ricuserc’s plan to raise money for 
street-cleaning purposes is well enough in its 
way and it is entirely in accordance with the 
law, but itisto be feared that it will not 
work. The Aldermen did not seem to take 
kindly to it Wednesday evening. They are 
afraid that a per capita tax would not be pop- 
ular in the wards, and they will not favor any 
scheme that would render them unpopular. 
The law hardly was intended to apply in the 
large cities of the State. At any rate it is to 
be feared thatthe Aldermen will decline seri- 
ously to consider Mr. Richberg’s scheme. But 
there is no difficulty about getting the money 
for the purpose of street cleaning if the Ald- 
ermen will only set themselves to the task.

Mr. Justice Wricut, one of the ablest of 
the English Judges, gave an instruction to a 
jury at the recent Yorkshire Assizes which is 
likely to. become a fruitful precedent. In 
summing up the e*idence in the trial of, Fred- 
erick Claude Vernon Harcourt for killing a 
man in a quarrel arising out of a dispute re- 
garding the relative merits of the rival candi- 
dates at the Sheffield election the Judge ob- 
served: ‘I shalltell the jury that if one man 
calls another a liar I think that a slight blow 
in retaliation is justifiable. This,” he added, 
** may be new law, but it is common-sense.” 
On the strength of this instruction Harcourt, 
who struck a political opponent who called 
him a liar a fatal biow with his fist, was ac- 
quitted. 


Tue New York stock market was decidedly 
strong yesterday. At the local stock ex- 
change trading was more active, but prices 
only barely heldtheirown. Sterling exchange 
continues heavy. New York exchange was in 
strong demand, selling at from 75 to 80 cents 
premium.—Leading markets at Chicago were 
moderately active yesterday and generally 
higher. Wheat was affected by an unex- 
pected decrease in available supplies and other 
commodities sympathized. As compared with 
the latest prices of the previous day May 
wheat closed *{ cent higher, corn \¢ cent 
higher, oats 14 cent higher, cash rye firm, 
barley firm, flax 1 cent higher, May pork 30 
cents higher, lard 20 cents higher, and ribs 20 
cents higher.

Ap. Maxn’s resolution in reference to the 
encroachments of the Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern railroad company on the public 
streets should seriously engage the attention 
gf the committee to which it was referred and 
the law officers of the city. According to the 
Alderman the railroad company in question 
is operating twenty-one side and switch tracks 
across the leading thoroughfare of the city— 
State street—without any authority whatever. 
It pays nothing for this great privilege, which 
it exercises to the imminent peril of the citi- 
zens using that street. It had no ordinance 
to lay the tracks. It usurped the authority, 
and the officials who ought to have interfered 
have slepton the city’s rights. There are 
similar usurpations by railroad companies in 
every part of the city. It is high time to call 
a halt and to restore the public streets and the 
public property to public uses. 


Somz of the Aldermen from the outlying 
wards are finding fault because the men who 
have been doing an imperceptible quantity of 
street-cleaning therein have been brought 
down-town and set to work on the streets in 
the business district; They are wrong, and 
the Mayor, who ordered the transfer, is right. 
Since it is impossible to clean all the streets 
what money there is to spare should be ex- 
pended on those in the heart of the city. The 
reason is that those streets are used by nearly 
all the people. That is why they should be 
kept clean, and it is the reason why they are 
so dirty. The streets in the residence districts 
being, in comparison, little used, do not get 
asdirty. The greatest number of people will 
be accommodated by keeping thoroughfares 
like State, Dearborn, Clark, Randolph, Madi- 
in fair condition. 


their streets go dirty. When they ask that 
what money the city has to spend shall be di- 
verted from the cleaning of thoroughfares 
which are used daily by hundreds of thousands 
of people to the cleaning of streets which are 
used by but a few thousands daily they are 
making a most unjust demand. 


Tus Democrats say that they are faithful to 
the teachings of Jefferson and that it is their 
intention to guide their course by his princi- 
ples. There is one of his axioms which is de- 
serving at this time of their special considera- 
tion. It is that “‘the true proportion of value 
between gold and silver is a mercantile _prob- 
lem altogether.”’ Mr. Jefferson did not be- 
lieve that it was in the power of a government 
to make fifteen or sixteen ounces of silver 
worth an ounce of gold when the mercantile 
world had agreed that twenty-four ounces 
were needed to buy an ounce of gold. The 
free silver Democrats, especially from the 
South, where Jeffersonian principles are most 
honored, should read his ** Notes on a Money 
Unit.’? Whatever may be said as to his views 
on other subjects Mr. Jefferson was singularly 
clear-headed as regards gold and silver ratios. 


Tar new Governor of lLilinois will appoint a 
new Secretary of the Board of Labor Sta- 
tistics, That he should select a Democrat is 
natural and right. The person chosen, how- 
ever, should be the most competent Democrat 
proeurable. The manufacturing interests of 
this State are growing so rapidly and have at- 
tained such vast dimensions that a man of un- 
questioned capacity should be at tne head of 
the Labor Bureau, otherwise its reports will 
be valueless and the money expended will be 
thrown away. The accurate collection of in- 
telligible statistics is not something which 
every mar is fitted for. There are few per- 
sons in this State who have the ability to make 
a success of the Illinois Labor Bureau. The 
‘man placed at the head of it should be an ex- 
pert, not a ward-worker ora walking delegate. 
Reports prepared by the latter may serve as 
campaign documents, but they will be worth- 
less as a basis for intelligent legislation. 


THE LATEST GRADE-CROSSING MURDERS. 
Yesterday’s street-crossing murder was the 
worst thus far committed in this city and will 
enable all except perhaps Aldermen and city 
officials to form a good idea of the deadly pos- 
sibilities of the present grade-crossing system. 
four persons were murdered and twelve others 
were more or lessseriousiyinjured. This took 
place atthe Forty-seventh street crossing of 
the Fort Wayne tracks, where there was a 
similar accident last year. Tur TRIBUNE 
has called attention frequently to the risks at- 
tending travel over these tracks at Forty- 
third, Forty-seventh, Fifty-first, and Fifty- 
third streets. What happened yesterday 
shows that it would have been much. better 
had its warnings been heeded. 

The immediate responsibility for these latest 
murders seems to rest on the employés of the 
railroad company. It is probable that the 
latter will try to prove that the men who 
worked for the street railway, or the passen- 
gers, or some unknown persons were at tault, 
or that it was an ‘‘act of God,” for which no 
one should be held answerable. That is the 
usual course when such accidents happen. 

The real responsibility ought to be assumed 
by those who have failed to make this cross- 
ing safe. The city has the power to compel 
the road to build viaducts and bear the entire 
expense, It. has the power also to force the 
road to raise its tracks if that is decided to be 
the best way of solving the problem. The 
railway is more willing to build viaducts than 
roads generally are. It has been unable, how- 
ever, to make any arrangement with the city 
authorities. Had there been one made the 
dead and maimed of yesterday’s stnashup 
would be in heaith, at work, providing for 
their families. Who is to blame for the fact 
that no viaduct was built or nothing done to- 
wards elevating the tracks? Manifestly the 
Aldermen and the city authorities. They may 
divide up among themselves the responsibility 
for the four dead and twelve wounded as they 
see fit. The Aldermen of the ward may ex- 
plain as they best can to the families of their 
dead constituents why they allowed this acci- 
dent to happen. 

Perhaps a casualty of the magnitude of this 
one may move the Aldermen to action. The 
Mayor says “‘it isan argument in favor of 
track elevation.’’ That may be so, but not 
that kind of track elevation embodied in an 
ordinance now before the Council, which 
practically postpones the matter for six years. 
These deaths are an argument for ending 
grade-crossing murders in the best way and 
the shortest time. If the best way cannot be 
adopted at once, then take the next best way 
—but stop the murders. 

This is a question to which the Aldermen 
ought to devote some attention at their next 
meeting. It has been their habit thus far to 
Say in substance that “‘the tracks must be 
elevated some time or other. In the mean- 
time people must take their chances. We can 
do nothing for them.’’ Of course the tracks 
never will be elevated as long as the Council 
confines itself to saying they ‘‘must’’ be. The 
grade-crossing murders continue, and the 
reputation of this city for indifference to hu- 
man life is getting worse and worse. Cannot 
the Aldermen do something at once to pro- 
tect those extremely dangerous points where 
street cars cross railway tracks?

ELECTING SENATORS BY POPULAR VOTE. 
Last month the people of California were 
given an opportunity to state what they 
thought as to the method of electing United 
States Senators. The result was very one- 
sided. There were 187,958 votes cast in favor 
of a direct election by the people and only 
13,342 against it. Itis probable that the peo- 
ple of allor nearly all the other States feel 
on this subject as the Californians do, and 
think that they would have Senatorial repre- 
sentatives who would suit them better if they 
chose them themselves instead of doing it 
through the agency of a Legislature, where 
money and intrigue are claimed to be so pow- 
erful, There is now befdoré the Senate a joint 
‘resolution for a constitutional amendment 
covering this point. Some speeches were 
made in favor of it at the last session, but no 
action has been taken and probably none 
will be. 

Yet where public sentiment is as positive as 
in California there is really little practical 
need of a constitutional amendment. The 
Democratic State convention of Illinois nom- 
inated Gov. Palmer for the Senate. That ac- 
tion was morally, thovgh not legally, binding 
on the Democratic representatives who were 
elected. Some of them disliked exceedingly 

to vote for him, but they knew that a failure 
to do so would be looked on as an act of 
shemeless and unpardonable political treach- 

ery. almost as inexcusable as if a Democratic 
Presidential. Elector were to vote for a Re- 

publican candidate. The Electors were de- 
signed at the outset to be the persons who 

actually selected the President. The Consti- 
tution has not been changed, but the Electors 
have became mere dummies. It is easy to 
see how in the course of time a State Legis- 

lature may become the mere recorder of the 
Senatorial wishes of the people. The Demo- 

crats of Iowa intend to nominate a Senatorial 

candidate at their State convention next sum- 
mer. If they carry the Legislature that nom- 

inee will be elected. It would be a breach of 

faith for any Democratic member ot the Leg-

Direct popular elections would con- 
tribute greatly to the suppression of gerry 
mandering, for then there would not be so 
much to be gained by such practices. From 
present appearances, however, the Senate will 
do nothing. Possibly some of its members 
would rather appeal to a venal Legislature for 
election than to the body of the people. 


WORRIED ABOUT STATE BANK NOTES. 

The Democratic platform demands the re- 
peal of the 10 per cent tax on the notes issued 
by State banks, That tax was imposed for 
the avowed purpose ef driving those notes out 
of use. It did its work and a circulating 
medium which is admittedly superior has 
taken their place. The validity of this tax 
has been sustained by the Supreme Court of 
the United States and has the approval of 
jurists of as high standing as Judge Cooley. 
Yet its repeal was insisted on by the Demo- 
cratic National convention and Mr. Cleveland 
accepted that portion of its platform. So it 
is not unlikely that the next Congress, if 
Southern members insist on it, willdo away 
with the tax which is so offensive to them. 

During the campaign the junior Democratic 
organ was not disturbed about this State bank 
note question and accused the Republicans of 
seeking to make a scarecrow of it to divert at- 
teution from other matters. The election be- 
ing over and its friends soon to be in power, 
it takes a more serious view of the subject, 
and admits that the repeal of thetax isa 
ticklish business, to be handled with care. It 
admits now that if the State banks were given 
full swing— 
The facilities for putting inferior or worthless 
bills in circulation a thousand miles from the 
place of issue would be greater than they ever 
were in the old days of red dog and stump tail. 
The Bank of Cranberry Swamp, Wisconsin, could 
swap with the Bank of Evergiades, Florida, and 
the thing would be neatly done. The workingman 
would be the victim, as usual. 
Consequently it wants limitations and safe- 
guards to be provided, the effect of which 
would be that State bank issues “ might not 
be greatly injurious to public interests.” I+ 
proposes that provision should be made that the 
State bank notes must not resemble those is- 
sucd under the authority of the National Gov- 
ernment; that they must not be colored 
green, must not be of the same size, or in any 
manner so approach them in appearance as to 
be mistaken for them by “ plain people.” It 
is suggested further that if these provisions 
are disregarded the persons issuing the ob- 
jectionable notes shall be subject to the pen- 
alties prescribed for counterfeiting. The 
junior organ thinks that if such a law were 
passed and enforced those States which want 
to issue these wildcat notes would not be able 
to get them into circulation outside of their 
own limits—Chicago workmen would refuse 
to take stuff which they could not help seeing 
was Georgia or Kansas and not United States 
mouey. : 
Undoubtedly the National Government has 
the right to pass laws preventing the issue of 
notes which possibly could be mistaken for 
its own currency. It can provide that State 
bank notes shall not be of the same size, 
color, or general appearance as its own. The 
Southern members, however, would claim 
that this was almost as unconstitutional as the 
10 per cent tax; that it was an attempt to do 
by indirection what the other did directly; 
that Congress could not pass invidious and 
discriminating laws against the currency is- 
sued by corporations created by the States. 
They would say that it would be impossible to 
declare by law just how much unlike a na- 
tional note a State bank note must be to save 
its issuer from the penalties of counterfeiting 
and that United States officers would be given 
power to decide whether prominent citizens 
of Georgia and Alabama should be indicted 
for counterfeiting, and United States Judges 
would be given power to convict them or not 
as in accordance with their fluctuating ideas 
of “‘similarity.”’ 
Evemif the proposed restrictive measures 
were adopted they would prove to be full of 
loopholes. The ingenuity of every sharper 
would be engaged in devising ways of getting 
around them and they would succeed, The 
junior organ admits that with all its precau- 
tions the people of some of the States which 
allowed these bank notes to be issued ** would 
wake up some fine morning and find a lot of 
worthless bills in their pockets.”’ There is a 
probability that holders in other States might 
suffer heavily also. 
Why take any chances? Why pass imper- 
fect laws to depreciate and discredit State 


which should have gone to the latter have 
been paid to stockholders in excessive divi- 
dends or have been used in the construction of 
branch lines and the securing of terminal 
facilities, wmch these ingenious gentlemen 
claim to own and say they intend to hang on 
to and use if the main lines are taken from 
them. 

Congress should have attended to these mat- 
ters before and have endeavored to make these 
absorbers of government property disgorge. 
It has failed to do so, Some outside influ- 
ence has palsied it, It will be necessary for it 
to act in a short time, whether it wants to or 
not. The Congress which meets next year 
will have to attend to this question, and will 
have to settle it mm a manner satisfactory to 
the people, who, after having suffered for 
years from the extortions of the managers of 
these roads, are in no temper to see those who 
have plundered them retire unmolested with 
their prey.

A NATIONAL QUARANTINE, 

The subcommittee in charge of the subject 
of establishing a national quarantine has 
agreed upon a bill which is a combination of 
those introduced by Harris in the Senate and 
Rayner in the House. It puta the national 
quarantine system into the hands of the hos- 
pital service of the revenue marine, It will 
be reported to the full committee at an early 
day. Its principal provisions are: (1) The 
hospital service, under the direction of the 
Treasury Department, to have the power to 
enforce the quarantine laws and regulations 
of the several States. (2) That where there 
are no State quarantine regulations, or only 
such as are deemed insufficient .to prevent the 
introduction of contagious diseases into the 
United States, the Secretary of the Treasury 
may have the power to establish such regula- 
tions as may be necessary, and that the Presi- 
dent may detail officers to carry out such reg- 
ulations if the State or municipal authorities 
failtodoso. (3) That infected vessels may 
be remanded at the expense of the owners to 
the nearest quarantine station, there to be 
treated and disinfected, and not allowed to 
enter any port of the United States till pro- 
nounced free from danger of conveying infec- 
tion. (4) The President to be authorized to 
suspend immigration for the time being when- 
ever it shall be shown to his satisfaction that 
by reason of the existence of any infectious 
disease in a foreign country there is danger 
of the introduction of the same into the 
United States. 
There can. be no doubt that such legislation 
would be eminently wise and may prove to be 
necessary. The cholera has died out, or 
nearly so, in the northern part of Europe, but 
is Jingering further south on that continent, 
where the weather has not been cold enough 
to freeze out the germs of the dread disease. 
Dr. E. O. Shakespeare pertinently remarks in 
the Forum it is a well-known fact that when- 
ever cholera has obtained a foothold in Europe 
it has never disappeared from that continent 
in less than from three to ten yeara. In the 
further north the cold is usually severe 
enough to kill off the germs at the close of the 
first season, but in the milder climates they 
are almost sure to reassert their vitality to- 
wards the beginning of the next ensuing suin- 
mer, and there is no reason to suppose that 
this time will prove an exception to the rule. 
Dr. Shakespeare says “‘the mode of assault 
ofa nation by cholera may be con:pared 
somewhat tothe attack of the rattlesnake, 
which usually sounds a note of warning before 
striking its fatal blow. The history of cholera 
epidemics shows that as arule threatened 
peoples receive ample warning of danger. We 
have received our warning.”’ If after having 
thus been warned we negiect to take full pre- 
cautions it will be our own fault if the United 
States be ravaged by cholera the coming sum- 
mer. But in that case the mischief would be 
that the persons most directly responsible for 
the omission would not be the ones to suffer. 
The infliction would fall with greatest force 
upon the humbler meimnbers of the communi- 
ty, though those possessed of more money 
and enjoying more comfort would not be free 
from danger. So selfish considerations, as 
well as those of duty, ought to force upon the 
legislators in Washington the necessity of in- 
stituting proper guards for the public health 
ere it be too late. And no one can say how 
soon that time limit will bereached, An open 
winter on the other side of the Atiantic would 
permit the disease to break out there viru- 
lently a few weeks hence, and then if we were 
unprepared to stop it at our doors the pesti- 
lence might gain such a hold here as to sweep 
the country with its destroying virus. Nor 
should the possibility of this outbreak be lost 
sight of by the municipal authorities of Chi- 
cago. It imposes on them the second half of 
a double duty to clean up the city in prepara- 
tion for the great World’s Fair.

THE DEBT OF THE PACIFIC ROADS. 
The Democrats will have on their hands 
after the 4th of March the tariff, siiver, and 
pension questions. These are the big white 
elephants they drew last month. In addition 
to these there will be some smaller but still 
important questions which will demand their 
attention.. One of these, which is pressing for 
settlement, is the indebtedness of the Pacific 
roads, 

Ina few months the temporary arrange- 
ment which was made last year totide over 
the financial difficulties in which the Unioa 
Pacific was involved will expire. If the float- 
ing indebtedness has not been liquidated, or 
nearly so, the creditors may begin to enforce 
their claims. Then the government will be 
compelled to do something to protect its own 
interests. The legislation of acorrupt Con- 
gress made the first lien of the United States 
a second one, and it finds itself at the tail of 
the procession of creditors. If the road gets 
out of its difficulties, as seems probable, it 
will not be long before the bonds issued for 
its benefit will become due. Then it will be 
the duty of the government to act. 

The report of the Commissioner of Rail- 
roads shows the indebtedness of the bond- 
aided roads, July 1 of this year, to be as fol- 
lows: Principal, $64,620,000; interest paid by 
the government owing to failure of com- 
panies to do se, $94,110,000. There is a credit

There is no certainty that a century of boun- 
ties, involving the payment by the General 
Government of a thousand million dollars, . 
would result in the United States raising all 
the sugar it consumes. Sugar bounties are 
impolitic, because every man who raises cot- 
ton, corn, or wheat cannot see why he too 
should not have a bounty on every bushel of 
grain or pound of cotton he raises. 

Some of the beneficiaries of the bounty leg- 
islation are making the absurd claim that the 
government haa entered into a contract with 
them to pay them two cents a pound on the 
sugar they may produce until July, 1895, at 
least, and that it cannot break that contract. 
That issheer nonsense, It has been decided 
in the case of States which went into the 
bounty business that they could stop when 
they pleased; that there was no contract be- 
tween the receiver of the bounty and the payer 
of it. A bounty isa gratuity. Congress has 
absolute power to repeal the sugar bounties, 
ani no court would listen fer a moment to 
avy complaint of the sugar-growers. 

Nor is the government morally bound to 
continue these gratuities. The men who went 
into the growing of sugar beets or sugar cane 
because of the legislation of 1890 knew per- 
fectly weil that they would have to take their 
chances, They knew that the bounty provis- 
ion of that year would not have been adopted 
if the Democrats had been in power; they had 
reason to believe it would be repealed if they 
carried the day in 1892.

Efforts of the Performers Warmly Ke- 
ceived by a Large and Fashionable Au- 
dience—The Harvard Club Among the 
Listeners—Mr. Salley Receives a Basket 
of Violets After His Rendition of the 
“Legend of the Chimes ”—Personnel of 
the Various Organizations. 


Yale met Harvard last night in Chicago, but 
not upon the bloody football field. Instead 
of madly yelling crowds about a roped-in 
square of frozen turf there were dainty maids 
and blooming matrons in all the glory of 
evening gowns gathered in the boxes and the 
dress circle at Central Music Hall. Instead 
of bruising each other’s classic features in the 
gory scrimmage the rival collegians contended 


for the favor,of ladies’ smiles. 

It was the annual concert of the Yale Glee 
and Banjo clubs and the Harvard singers, who 
tonight will hold the boards, had come to hear 
the music of their rivals and to dispute with 
them the first place in the affection of Chi- 
cago. So society humbly bowed its head be- 
fore the twin idols. 

The stage, which still echoed with the mel- 
ody of the Princeton tigers, was banked with 
green, and at the right a clump of palms 
raised their drooping fronds. Above the piano 
in huge white letters was emblazoned the one 
word “* Yale.”” At the rear graceful festoons 
of green filled the frame and crowned before- 
hand the foreheads of the singers with a laurel 
wreath. 

From the boxes beauty looked on with 
stniles and applause ready on the lips.

The history of one G. Washington was told 
in swinging verse with all the indifference to 
tradition which marks the college youth and 
then society went beyond the decorum of a 
smile as it listened to the absurd adventures 
of ‘*‘ The Bee That Buzzed.” 

There was an intermission and out into the 
body of the house flocked the singers. They 
hovered about the pretty girls like butterflies 
about an opening flower and not until a hun- 
dred silver strings were twanging in the 
‘** Patrol and Dance’ of Rosenfeld did they 
hurry back to duty behind the scenes. 

Mr. Salley sang the ** Legand of the Chimes ”’ 
and up the center a boy brought a huge bas- 
ket of English violets. The big fellow stooped 
to take his flowers and his cheeks turned 
traitor to the Harvard crimson. 

Society felt a delicious thrill of wicked an- 
ticipation when the profane adventures of 
** Bolunkus ”’ were repeated and cheered as 
heartily as though the tale were new. 

So the jolly fellows sang the music of grand 
old ** Integer Vitz "’ and the nunsensical cul- 
lege glee of “* Ba Ba” and the tender melody 
of ‘“* By-Gone Days ”’ until in a last strain of 
exultation the united voices pledged fealty to 
the friendship formed under the elms of Yale:

SUNSET CLUB BANQUET 


Heated Debate of the Question of Closing 
the Fair Sundays, 

There was an unusually large attendance at 
the Sunset club banquet at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel last evening. owing to the fact that it 
was ladies’ night. Four hundred people were 
present. 

The question discussed was, ** Should Con- 
gress Allow the World’s Fair to Be Open Sun- 
day?” 

The speeches were 
tent that frequently bordered on 
personalities of a caustic nature. Radical 
tLinkers on both sides of the question spoke 
with a tervor that often came near transgress- 
ing the club rule that * discussion must be 
simply tolerant.” Both the negative and af.- 
firmative arguments elicited an equal amount 
of applause. 

Washington Hesing made the principal 
speech in favor of Sunday opening. He called 
those who believe in Surday closing fanatics. 
I'he spirit of today favored the greatest lib- 
erty to the greatest number, which meant 
no absolute license in anything. To enjoy 
one’s self Sunday was a sacred liberty. 
A tendency towards Sunday amusement was 
growing. [Fifty-six places of amusement were 
now open Sunday in Chicago. In Germany 
great festivals were held Sunday. The Expo- 
sition was to educate and entertain the 
masses. The speaker made a strong point of 
the fact that 25,000 of the stockholders want a 
seven-day Fair. Chicago was the most cos- 
mopolitan city in the world, and 9 per cent 
of its laboring classes wanted open gates. 
One million one hundred thousand out of 
1,400,000 of the citizens were of the same 
opinion. Fully two-thirds of the church- 
gvers were in favor of a Sunday Fair. 
Mr. Hesing toldastory abouta prominent 
church member whom he saw at a horserace 
in Rome enjoying the sight immensely. The 
best exemplification Chicago had ever had of 
Sunday opening was eight years ago when 
Baffalo Bill’s Wild West show was attended 
by 30,000 grown people and 12,000 children. 
He had never seen a more orderly crowd at a 
camp-meeting. It was a larger attendance 
than that of all the churches put to 
gether. Thirty thousand people visit the 
Fair Sunday now and no one’s peace 
was disturbed by it. He considered this 
large number of people already attending the 
Fair Sunday as evidence that thegattendance 
on that day would be orderiy and in no way 
detrimental to the morals of the community. 
A Fair closed Sunday. would be practically 
closed to wage-earners forever. A Saturday 
half holiday would not give the workingman 
time to prepare himself to visit the Fair 
comfortably. No large employer of labor 
| could afford to give a half holiday and

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Fair was against all i among English- 
speaking people. Toopen the Fair was to 
roll up-stream against a Mississipp: River of 
American sentiment. Tosay that the Fair 
must be open because the Kaiser of Germany 
would be displeased if it was shut would be as 
foolish as to ask Congress to suspend ouni- 
versal suffrage while thre Kaiser was here be- 
cause he did not believe in it. On the same 
basis, while the Sultan of Turkey was in 
town thelaws of marriage ought to be sus- 

nded, Would the directors rush off to 

fashington and ask Congress to suspend the 
right of trial by jury because some foreign 
visitors opposed it? He denied that a major- 
ity of the people wanted the Fair open. As 
proof he cited the fact that Congress, com- 
posed as it was of politicians who were al- 
ways ong over their shoulders at 
the peovle, had passed a bill to close 
the gates. Five-sixths of Amer- 
ican people were in one Way or another 
connected with the churches and opposed to 
open gates on Sunday. Chicago was a big 
place but its sentiment did not represent the 
whole United States. Sunday was a rest day, 
and those who observed it were able to do so 
by virtue of the fact that other people kept 
quiet. The Fair was held under the auspices 
of the United States Government, and to open 
the gates was making every Citizen a party to 
the breaking of law. By appropria- 
tion made by Congress every man, 
woman, and child was a  stock- 
holder and _ entitled to have a vote. 
One of the ablest and purest of the Supreme 
Court Judges (Justice Field) had forcibly 
said that laws setting aside Sunday as a day 
of rest were upheld, not from any right of tne 
government toregulate for the promotion of 
religious observance, but from its right to 
protect ali persons from the physical and 
moral debasement which would come from 
uninterrupted labor. Such laws had ‘always 
been deemed merciful and beneficent Taws, 
especially to the poor and dependent, to the 
laborer in factories and workshops, and in 
the heated rooms of cities, and their validity 
had been sustained by the highest courts of 
various States. 

Robert Lindblom said that he had rather 
have no appropriation at all than one with a 
halter dangling to it. Of all those directors 
who voted to accept the appropriation none 
had sagacity or manhood enough to stand by 
their beliefs, They were captured by the 
jingle of afew haif dollars worth 30 cents. 
Chicago had the right to demand an open 
Fair by virtue of baving raised $11,000,000. 
Chicago would not allow the ghost of tho six- 


‘teenth century to guard the gates of the twen- 


tieth, If the proper stand was taken Chicago 
would prove itself greater than America.

KORESH TEED BECOMES AN ENCONOMITE. 


But This Does Not Affect the Destiny of 
Koreshanity. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 29.—[Special.]— 
Koresh Teed has returoed to San Francisco 
with news of his affiliation with the. United 
Society of Believers, otherwise known as the 
Economites, Tt was said when Teed left this 
city a year ago, and took with him his fol- 
lowers who had shared with him the Noe 
Street House, that his sole object was 
to gain admittance into the Harmonite 
colony at Economy, Pa. The death of the 
leader of that body, Father Henrici, and the 
statement by his successor, Father Duss, that 
Dr. Teed} had never apphed and did not want 
to be adthitted to the order has naturally re- 
vived the subject. Dr. Teed arrived Sunday 
night and proceeded to the house of George 
C,. Ludington on Fillmore street. His arrival 
was kn wn only to two or three persons, but 
the foliowing day an invitation was 
sent out to the members of the faithful inner 
circle, calling upon them to meet Tuesday 
night. About fifteen resp: nded to the call. 
The unexpected appearance of Koresh in their 
midst was a general surprise. He was re- 
ceived with open arms and there was much re- 
joicing. He told them of his admission to the 
Shakers and exhibited a certificate of mem- 
bership dated at Mount Lebanon, Aug. 18, 
1892. He spoke freely of his trip to the 
East and of the things he had accomplished. 
He was particularly emphatic in his 
denunciat:on of the way the press and certain 
of the peuple of Chicago had persecuted him 
and deciared that in spite of all bis doctrines 
would in the end prevail. He said it was true 
he had affiliated withthe Shakers tothe extent 
of a $15,000 interest in their furnace and 
foundry works at Dayton, 0. Teed denied to 
a reporter that he had applied for admission 
to the community at Economy or intended to 
do so. He also denied the story that he had 
made a disciple of John Duss and through 
him hoped to get control of the Harmonites’ 
millions. 

** About two years ago,” said Koresh, “I 
asked permission of Fatner Henrici to address 
the Board of Elders. This I obtained, and 
then, after outliming many of the principles 
of the doctrine of Koreshanity, I asked per- 
mission to place some of my followers within 
the jurisdiction of the Economites on proba- 
tion that there might be a better spirit of 
unity between the two societies. The board 
consented with a unanimous vote.” 

“Did you place any of your followers 
there ?”’ 

** Well, not many.” 

** By the accession of Trustee Dass does 
your society hope to be benefited ?”’ was asked. 
At this Koresh smiled significantly and said 
that the principal trustee of the Economites 
—Father Duss—had absolute power over the 
funds and the various enterprises of the com- 
munity ; that he exercised his own discretion 
over all matters connected with the disposi- 
tion of moneys, as well as of the starting up 
of neworclosing down of old industries. 
Teed could not be induced to say more about 
his relations with Duss or the society.

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BRUTAL MURDER BY BANDITS. 


They Were Anxious to Kill a Boy for Giv- 
ing Information to Troops. 

Larepo, Tex., Dec. 29.—[Special.]—A let- 
ter was received in this city this morning from 
a point near the Starr and Zapata County 
lines giving the particulars of a murder com- 
mitted there Monday night, it is supposed by 
Mexican bandits, A party of horsemen rode 
up to a ranch and inquired for Geafilo Gon- 
zales, the son of the ranchman. The father 
replied that the boy was not there and the 
horsemen apparently rode off. As soon as the 
father thought they were gone he started from 
the house. He went intoan outhouse near 
by, when he was shot down by a volley from 
the darkness. The young man who was called 
for, itis said, was instrumental recently in 
giving useful inforination to the United States 
troops, now in the field, and it is thought that 
the bandits th ught they were killing him 
whea they shot his father. No clew as to the 
personnel of the bushwhackers was secured, 
and after the shooting they immediately rode 
off, leaving the dead man near his door, sur- 
penees by his weeping wife and little chil- 

ren.

MR. BLAINE CONTINUES TO IMPROVE. 


Still a Very Sick Man, However, Not Able 
to Sit Up at All. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dee, 29.—[Special. ]— 
News that comes from the sick room of ex- 
Secretary Biaine continues to be of an en- 
couraging character. Ia speaking of his pa- 
tient’s condition, Dr. Johnston said that it 
showed improvement, and that the day 
throughout had been uneventful. Today has 
been a repetition of yesterday, and the im- 
provement, while slight, seems to continue. 
Mr. Blaine passed a comfortable night and 
appeared more cheerful this morning. 

He is still very sick and is unable to sit up 
at all, but his strength remains firm, and this 
of itself is a comforting sign to the anxious 
members ot his family and friends. With re. 
turning strength there comes a desire on the 
part of Mr. Blaine’s family and friends to 
have him removed to a more equable climate, 
which is not subject to such changes in tem- 
perature as Washington has furnished within 
the last two weeks. But all such talk is 
scoffed at by Mr. Blaine’s physicians, who 
declarethat home 1s the proper place for the 
patient, since nowhere else can be obtained 
the comforts and necessary appurtenances 
for the sick room. Excitement of change, 
too, night undo all the work of rebuilding 
vila~system of their patient, and they conse- 
quently would not be answerable for the con- 
sequences of such a step. 

Dr. Johnston reiterates his statement that 
Mr. Blaine’s sickness will require indvor and 
bedroom confinement for an indefinite period 
for nowhere else can he secure that rest and 
freedom from anxiety which are so essential 
to his imp.ovement and peace of mind, two 
iexpuatenbetaahenn in the treatment of his 
case.

NO WILD SORAMBLE FOR THAT 
RAPID TRANSIT FRANOHISE. 


The One Bid Is Rejected and the Commis- 
sion Abandons Its Underground Scheme 
—Catholic Club Will Not Protest Against 
McGlynn’s RKestoration—E, 8S. Stokes 
Will Sue His Cousin for $250,000 for 
Slander—Gould Children Qualify as 
Executors of Their Father’s Will, 

New York, Dec. 29.—[Special. ]—The rapid 
transit franchise was offered for sale at noon 
today in the rotunda of the city hall without 
- success,'although what;are reported to be a bid 
and an alternate bid were made for the fran- 
chise. The bid proposed to give $500 cash and 
ene-half of 1 percent yearly of the gross re- 
apipts forthe full term of the lease of 999 years. 
‘the alternate bid was submitted when the 
Commissioners expressed a doubt as to their 
authority under the terms of the sale to ac- 
cept a bid involving the payment of a percent- 
age of receipts. It was for $1,000 cash. W. 
Nowland Amory stood as the figurshead in 
both instances. Atthe close of the public 
ptoceeding no other bids were made, the Com- 
ynissioners retired and remained in session 
for an hour or more, when they announced to 
Mr. Amory their rejection of the $1,000 bid. 

‘Later ‘the commission, through its Presi- 
dent, made a statement in which the purpose 
was announced to abandon for the present the 
underground scheme and to devise a plan of 
‘rapid transit by elevated structures. If the 
Commissioners had wanted some one to stand 


between them and an empty form of sale that 
function would have been assigned to Mr. 


Amory as.willingly, probably, as to any one. 
He has been employed by them to obtain con- 
setts of property owners along the line of the 
pro rapid-tiansit route. iIn_ three 
months he got the consents of 400 owners out 
of 2,000. In the course of his experience as a 
solicitor of consents from property owners he 
has been associated with Melville C. Smith in 
the Arcade railway enterprise. He is in no 
- gense a capitalist, and makes no pretentions 
in that direction. ; 

Substantial railroads and money interests 
were represented at the sale, which attracted 
to the city hall enough people to fill the ro- 
tunda and the stairways leading to the floor 
above. Melville C. Smith was there repre- 
senting the Arcade railway, and Rowland R. 
Hezard was present in behalf of bis rapid 
transit interests. The Traction company ap- 
peared in the person of John D. Crimmins 
and William C. Whitney, and municipal inter- 
ests were represented by Mayor Grant, Mayor- 
eiect Gilroy, Controller Myers, and attorneys 
from the Corporation Counsel’s office. 

It was reported this evening that Bidder 
Amory represented the Bankers’ Loan and I[n- 
vestment company, which in turn was acting 
for a syndicate of Philadelphia capitatists. 
The report could not be verified. 


CATHOLIC CLUB WILL NOT PROTEST. 


Still the Members Are Displeased with the 
Manner of McGlynn’s Restoration. 

New York, Dec. 29.—[Special.|—lIt is al- 
most certain that the Catholic club will take 
no official action on the matter of Dr. Mc- 
Giynn’s restoration to the priesthood. One 
of the most prominent members of the Board 
of Governors of the club said today. ‘* You 
may say Officially that nothing will be done 
that may be construed as an act of disobedi- 
ence to the church. Ofcourse there 1s dis- 
satisfaction, but it is of an individual charac- 
ter. There will be no letter of protest from 
the Catholic club. They are too conservetive 
for any such a thing as that. A letter of pro- 
test rnay have been prepared; I don’t think it 
was. But youcan safely say that it was sup- 
pressed at the meeting. The Board of Gov- 
ernors would not atiow such a thing.”’ 

Joseph A. Kerfian, a member-at-large of the 
Board of Catholie Interests of the Catholic 
Church, said: ‘“ I know nothing of any pro- 
test on the part of the Catholic club, Even 
were such a course adopted, and I,scarcely 
think it possible, I feel sure that Agchbishop 
Corrigan would got approve of :t. any ac- 
tion was taken at the recent meeting of the 
club lovoking to a protest I know nothing of it. 
‘The meeting was informal, auyway, and I 
understand that the discussion was purely in- 
formal. I do not thiuk a protest will be 
made.”’ 

Edward J. McGuire, Chairman of the 
Library committee, said: **T had a talk yes- 
terday with a man who passed a great portion 
of last summerin Rome. He was virtually 
brought up by Dr. McGlynn. ‘Dr. McGlynn 
sent him to school and finally sent him to 
Rome to complete his theological education. 
He then returned to this city and was or- 
deined.-.Last summer he returned to Rome, 
and I know for a fact that one of the first 
objects of his visit was the yestoration of Dr. 
McGlynn. Now, this man told me yesterday 
that one of the conditions of Dr. McGlynn’s 
restoration was a public apology ; another was 
a temporary retreat to sume church institu- 
tion ; and another was a retnoval to another 
diocese. So far Dr. McGlynn has made no 


apology.”’ 
MORE OF THE STOKES FAMILY ROW. 


Cousin Edward Will Sue Cousin William 
for $250,000 for Slander. 


New York, Dec. 29.—[Special.|—The feel- 
ing which Edward S. Stokes and W. E. D. 
Stokes entertain for each other is like that of 
two-tenor singers in the same opera company. 
Each says it is a disgrace that the other is his 
cousin. Yesterday W. E. D: Stokes appiied 
to the court for the appointment of a receiver 
for the Hoffman House company.‘ In the com- 
plaint W. E..D. Stekes- charged Edward S. 
Stokes with many things which made the 
cousin with snowy hair boil with rage. 

Edward S. said that every statement made 
by W. E. D. was an infamous lie, and that W. 
E. D. was a blackguard. He made up his 
mind that ~ make W. E.-D. pay for 
what he said if.the law would help him out. 
So Cousin Eaward went to his lawyers, and 
teld them to bring suit against Cousin Will- 
iam for slander and libel. Cousin Edward 
thought he had been damaged about $250,000 
worth. Even after he had taken che prelim- 
nary steps towards making Cousin; William 
suffer Cousin Edward’s wrath did not cool.

settlement for you. If you take my advice you 
will not delay it.

GENERAL NEWS OF GOTHAM. 


Charles Church Arrested for Attempting 
to Biackmalil W. R. Grace & Co. 
New York, Dec. 29. — [Special.]—Charles 
Church, a young Englishman, has found to his 
sorrow that silence is not always golden. He 
tried to turn his silence into dollars, but did not 
succeed, and now he is in a cell in the Tombs 
prison. Church walked into W..R. Grace & Co.'s 
office early in August with a letter of recom- 
mendation purporting to have been given by 
William Anderson & Co., woolen merchants of 
Cape Town, South Africa. He was employed by 
the firm, his principal business being the care of 
the foreign mail. His salary was $10 a week. 
Meantime the firm learned from William Ander- 
son & Co. that Church entered the employ of the 
firm as a boy, that he remained with them for 
several years, and that one day he dis- 
appeared with a large sum of the firm’s funds. 
The letter of recommendation was pronounced 
a forgery. From another source. it is claimed, 
comes the information that Church had lived for 
a time in Australia and that he deserted his wife 
and child there. Then W. R. Grace & Co. dis- 
charged Church. Church wrote a letter to W. R, 
Grace & Co. a few days ago, in which he claimed 
to have thoroughly posted himself on “ many 
poiuts of a strictly private character’’ pertaining 
to the business of the tirm. He intimated that 
with his “keen and thurough knowledge of the 
business’ and having the firm’s *‘secrets at his 
fingers’ ends’ he could “*make such revelations 
as will make the commercial community of New 
York stare in awe.’ He informed the firm that it 
could ** purchase his silence for $5,000."’ Church 
was arrested on a charge of attempting to black- 
mail tbe firm, and held in $2,500 bail for examina- 
tion. “I wrote the letter,’ said Church today. 
“| believe my evidence is worth $5,000, and I 
think the examination will show it.” 


Typothetz to Honor William Bradford. 


A meeting of representatives of the printing and 
allied trades was held at the office of the Ty- 
pothet#w this afternoon to arrange for a celebra- 
tion of the bicentennial anniversary of the intro- 
duction of printing into New York by William 
Bradford. It was decided to hold a banquet at 
Delmonico’s on the night of Aprill12. William 
Bradford was born in England in 1663 and went 
to Philadelphia in 1685, but was compelled to 
come to this city eight years later for criticising 
the municipal authorities there. He opened his 
office here April 10, 1693. In 1725 he began the 
publication of the New York Journal, the first 
newspaper in this city. He died in poverty May 
23, 1752, and his body rests in Trinity Church yard.

MEANS A LONG FIGHT. 


HILL EXPEOTED TO TAKE UP THE 
OUDGEL FOR MURPHY. 


Cleveland's Friends Believe Another Man 
Must Now Be Selected for Senator—But 
When His Appointments Are Made the 
Eln.ira Man Will See to It That Mug- 
wumps Do Not Have an Easy Time in 
the Senate—Kansas Populists Propose a 
State Loan Commission. 

New York, Dec. 29.—[Special.]—Until Mr. 
Cleveland came out so emphatically against 
Mr. Murphy every one here believed he 
would be chosen to succeed Frank 
Hiscock in. the. United States Senate. 
Today, however, the knowing ones confess 
themselves all at. sea. The Cleveland men 
have accepted. it as a certainty that the oppo- 
sition of the President-elect to Mr. Murphy 
placed the latter out of the Senatorial race, 
and they are now looking about for a com- 
promise candidate. Public men generally ad- 
mit the soundness of Mr. Cleveland’s argu- 
ment against Mr. Murphy. The United States 
Senate, they say, is scarcely the place for a 
professional politician and wire-puller. 

The question now is, Shall it be war? Shall 
it be a- repetition of the Garfield-Conkling 
fight? There is no denying the fact that many 
of Mr. Cleveland’s friends deplore the action 
he has taken, although they generally stand 
by it. Nota few of the Cleveland men who 
have the party interests at heart fear this 1s 
the beginning of a contest that will extend 
throughout the entire Cleveland Administra- 
tion. 

** The only difference between the old con- 
test and the new one,”’ said a veteran Demo- 
crat tonight, ** is that Mr. Hill will not be sv 
foolish as was Conkling and jump out of the 
window. Conkling’s action was magnificent- 
ly Democratic, but it was not war. Mr. Hill 
could not be magificently Democratic if he 
wanted to, but he can fight, and undoubtedly 
will from this time on.”’ 

In looking about fora compromise candi- 
date it appears somewhat strange that the 
Cleveland men should settle upon Representa- 
tive Bourke Cockran as a man that would be 
satisfactory to them. The fact that Mr. Cock- 
ran isa Tammany man,they say, does not 
cuter into the question at ll. Mr. Cleveland’s 
objection to Mr. Murphy i not because of his 
connection with the ** machine,”’ but is based 
upon his lack of fitness and ability to repre- 
sent the great State of New York in the United 
States Senate. 

Mr. Cockraa, on the other hand, it is gener- 
ally admitted, is one of the ablest nen in Con- 
gress today, if not the most influential of the 
younger men in public life. As a member of 
the Senate, the Cleveland men say, Mr. 
Cockran would be a credit to himself and to 
his State. The discussion of Mr. Cockran as 
a compromise candidate was stimulated today 
by the latter’s sudden arrival here. This 
morning he received a telegram asking him to 
come immediately to New York on pressing 
business, the presumption being that it was 
directly connected with the Senatorial muddle. 

There was quite a large number of 
prominent politicians in town today. Be- 
sides Speaker Crisp and Congressman Owen 
Scott of Illinois, who arrived yesterday. there 
was Senator Gorman of Maryland, ex-Speaker 
Reed, Senator Chandler, and Senator Harris. 

The two topics for conversation were the 
New York Senatorehip and the propused extra 
session of Congress. The gencral impression 
prevailed, notwitnstanding Mr. Cleveiand’s 
avowed hostility to Mr. Murphy, that the lat- 
ter would be the candidate of the organized 
Democracy when the Legislature meets.to 
elect a successor to Mr. Hiscock. Regarding 
the extra session of Congress it was, eurrent 
at the hotels frequented by Washington pol- 
iticians thatin all likelihood Mr. Cleveland 
was to call one for September. 

Senator Roger Q. Mills of Texas and Sena- 
tor Gormman of Maryland were among the 
callers on Mr. Cleveland today. Mr. Miils 
found it a convenient stopping place in the 
trip ‘to and from Albany.

He was the son of a 
pioneer, born in a pioneer’s log cabin near Niag- 
ara Falls, N. Y., seventy years ago. He grew up 
engrossed in activities of the most substantial 
and practical character. His native euergy, as 
wellas the bent of it, were shown in his deter- 
mined pursuit of knowledge under difficulties, 
and the application of all spare moments to the 
study of books of the highest order within his 
reach.

Since then ald, 
Kenny has been working to obtain an agree- 
ment for a viaduct at Fifty-firat and as many 
other streets as possible. Repeated confer- 
ences have been held between the aldermen 
and officers of the Fort Wayne com- 
pany. Mayor Washburne drew his objec- 
tion to the construction of aviaduct on 
condition that only a temporary structure 
should be built. The company refused this 
proposition, and a counter-offer has been 
inade to thern by the Aldermen. It provides 
for the vonstruction of temporary viaducts at 
Fifty-tirst, Forty-third, and Forty-seventh 
streets, and the open.ng of certain north and 
south streets. A like proposition has been 
made to the Western Indiana company, but 
no reply has yet been received, 

When Mayor Washburne’s attention was 
called to the accident yesterday he remarked 
that it was another argument in favor of track 
elevation. 


BESIEGED BY CLAIM AGENTS, 


The Pennsylvania Company Settles with 
One Man for $35—Other Attempts. 

Those so fortunate as to escape with their 
lives had hardly had their wounds dressed be- 
fore they were waited upon by the claim 
agents of the Pennsylvania company. At- 
teinpts were made to bring about a financial 
settlement for the injuries sustained, but, so 
far as learned, the negotiations proved un- 
successfulexcept in one case. William Kaiser 
accepted $35 as payment in full for the in- 
juries he had sustained. Attall, slender man 
anda short man who did not give their 
names at any of the places they called 
conducted the negotiations and wherever pos- 
sible secured an audience with every injured 
man. There were other claim agents and 
lawyers around and the families of the injured 
people in almost every instance complained 
because so many people, whose business they 
did not know, had called. 

Among others, the father of Miss Kudel re- 
fused to open negotiations, and the brother of 
Thomas Reardon informed them that the 
thing he was most interested in was his 
brother’s recovery. 


RAILROADS MUST PAY THE BILLS, 
An Ordinance Compelling Them to Provide 
Police Protection at Crossings Prepared. 

Last Saturday Supt. McClaughry went be- 
fore the Finance committee and complained 
that nearly 400 policemen are now detailed on 
duty at steam and street railroad crossings for 
the protection of life and property, and that 
the steam and street railroad companies have 
refused to pay for them, though applied to 
for payment. The members of the Finance 
committee requested the Superintencent to 
consult the Corporation Counsel and ascertain 
whether corporations could be compelled un- 
der the law to pay for police protection, and 
to report to the Council. The Superintendent 
failed to do so last evening. The Corporation 
Counsel was quéstioned yesterday concerning 
the matter. e said: 

** The railroad companies can be compelled 
to pay for the police protection. It is in con- 
sequence of their operations that the protec- 
t.on is needed, They must pay therefor. Some 
time ago Ald. Gahan applied to me for an 
opinion on the subject. 1 told him what I teil 
now and I prepared an ordinance for him on 
the subject.”’ 

Sec. 1 of the ordinance provides that there 
shall be appojnted and stationed at such rail- 
road crossings as the Council. may designate. 
in addition to the gatemen, flagmen, and 
other precautions, one or more special patrol- 
men of the police force to prevent collisions 
and casualties at such crossings, at the charge 
and expense of the respective railway com- 
panies. 

It is made the duty of each railway com- 
pany to make application to the Superintend- 
ent of Police to swear in the required number 
of special patrolmen at its own expense. In 
case of refusal or neglect to make this appli- 
cation within twenty days after notification 
by the Chief of Police that officer is directed 
to appoint on his own motion the necessary 
officers and the railroad company is made lia- 
ble to the city for the expense. The salary of 
the special patrolmen is fixed according to 
their regular schedule and the companies are 
required to pay their bills monthly. 

The ordinance gives the special patrolmen 
all the powers possessed by a flagman, and 
they are charged with the enforcement of the 
ordinances in regulating the movements of 
trains, travelers, and vehicles, In case any 
railroad company shall violate the provisions 
of the ordinance a penalty is provided of not 
less than $50 nor more than $200 for each 
offense, and every day during which the 
violation continues is declared to con- 
stitute a separate and distinct offense. ‘lhe or- 
dinance specifies certain crossings which shall 
be protected, and makes the Council judge of 
the time when the provisions of the measure 
shall extend to other streets. Those men- 
tioned in the ordinance are as follows: 

Lake Shore and Michigan Southern ana Chi- 
cago and Rock Island crossing at Arther avenue, 
crossing by the same roads at Thirty-first street 
Thirty-ninth street, Root street, Forty-third 
street, and Forty-seventh street, 

The ordinance further proviaes that nothing 
contained in its provisions shail be construed 
to relieve the railroad companies from duties 
or liabilities otherwise imposed or to make the 
city liable to additional responsibility. 

The terrible accident at Forty-seventh street 
yesterday ied to the discussion of this ordi- 
nance. The Aldermen said they would insist 
on its passage at the earliest mcment, Track 
elevation they say is remote and the construc- 
tion of viaducts will require time. 

Mr. Miller said the special officers would be 
under city coptrol. Their rank would be that 
of city police officers specially detailed to 
guard grade crossings. Much of the merit of 
the plan, J think, consists in having the men 
assigned for this duty uniformed police offi- 
cers. The work would require some one with 
apparent authority to prevent people from 
crossing the tracks and the company from 
shifting their trains in a dangerous manner. 


WILL RAISE THE PERCENTAGE, 


Crossing Accidents in Chicago Increase the 
State Rate to a Ghastly Extent. 

Yesterday’s meeting of the Illinois Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission was devoted, in 
the main, to the consideration of the annual 
report to be presented to the Governor in a 
few days. The report has not yet been com- 
pleted in all its details. Its most important 
point, however, will be that in connection with 
the number of deaths caused through accident 
during the last year. 

During the twelve months of 1892, as during 
the twelve months of 1891, the grade crossings 
of Chicago will be shown to have contributed 
a share of the slaughter which will raise the 
percentage of the State to an unusually high 
rate. The accident which resulted so disas- 
trously yesterday morning was incidentally 
discussed by the Commissioners, who de- 
plored their inability to take any effective 
steps to prevent such catastrophes. 

On the question of accidents the report will 
also show that there has been a diminution in 
the loss of life and inflicton of injuries among 
passengers, @hile there bas been an increase 
of victiins among the railroad employés. The 
reason for this, President Phillipssays, is to be 
found in the fact that the railroad companies 
are careful to apply all available safety appli- 
aneves to passenyer trains, while the freight 
trains are left moreor lessto take care of 
the msel ves,

THE KILLING OF A YEAR AGO. 


Same Crossing, Same Circumstances, Same 
Watchman—The Coroner’s Verdict. 

It is a little less than a year ago that a simi- 
lar accident to.that of yesterday occurred at 
this. crossing. At 10:40 o’clock on the night 

, 1892, the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
Chicago express, known as No. 9, crashed 
mmto a Forty-seventh street cross-town car 
loaded with passengers going east. Maggie 
and Mary Gilmore, two sisters, were killed. 
One was killed outright and the other died at 
the hospital the following mornmg. Twenty- 
two passengers were injured. 

The circumstances were almost simular to 
those of yesterday and the Coroner’s jury, 
after being in session three days, returned a 
verdict finding the Fort Wayne railroad com- 
pany at fault foremploying incompetent gate- 
men, and recommending that John Albright 
be prosecuted for criminal carelessness. He 
is the same gateman who figured in the same 
manner in yesterday’s horror. The jury also 
recommended that the proper authorities take 
steps tocompel thc Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago railroad to build a viaduct, or 
elevate the tracks,to prevent similar accidents 
in the future at the same crossing. 


FOUR PERSONS NARROWLY ESCAPE. 
Prompt Action of the Driver Saves the Oc- 
cupants of a Carriage. 

But for the presence of mind displayed by a 
cab-driver last night four o¢cupants of a car- 
riage. might have been killed at the Root 
street crossing of the Wabash tracks. 
Samuel Cousins and wife and Henry 
Clapp and wife were driven in a car- 
riage owned by the Stock-Yards com- 
pany, which was in charge of James Wood. 
The latter did not nctice a freight train that 
was backing south until it was close upon him. 
Then suddenly seizing the whip he lashed his 
horses 30 severely that they sprang forward, 
almost clearing the track. The train struck 
the rear end of the carriage, partly demolish- 
ing it and throwing the occupants out. None 
of them were injured, however.” Mr. Cousins 
is Superintendent of the Stock-Yards Transit 
company. 


BOB SLAVIN SINGS HIS LAST SONG. 


The Veteran Minstrel Dies in Toledo, O., 
of a Broken Heart. 

Tortzpo, O., Dec. 29.—jSpecial.|—Bob 
Slavin, the minstrel whose quaint songs and 
dances have for over thirty years made thea- 
ters peal with laughter and applause, is dead. 
He sang his last song in this city ‘Tuesday 
evening with the Crawford Bros., with 
whom he has been identified since last July. 
He had resigned and was waiting for some 
friends before leaving the city. Slavin first 
appeared in public at Baltimore when 9 years 
old. He has since been identified with the 
following companies: MHaverly, Moore & 
Burgess, McNish, Johnson & Slavin, Howard 
Boston Athenzum, May Russell Burlesque 
company, and the Crawford Bros. He was at 
one time worth $100,000, but died penniless. 
He has wealtny parents living at Baltimore, to 
whom his remains will be sent for burial. His 
wife, from whum he has been seeking to ob- 
tain a divorce, is living in New York. 


Justice Sharpstein of California, 

San Francisco, Cal,, Dec. 29.—Justice John 
R. Sharpstein of the Supreme Court of Cali- 
fornia, who was stricken with paralysis Mon- 
day last, died last night. He was born at 
Richmond, N. Y., May 23, 1823. After ad- 
mission to the bar in 1847 he began practice 
of law at Sheboygan, Wis. In 1858 he was 
appointed District Attorney for Wisconsin. 
At the expiration of his term he bought the 
Milwaukee News, of which he was editor until 
1862. Heserved two termsin the Wisconsin 
Legislature. He came to California in 1864, 
and after serving two years on the bench of 
the Twelfth District Court to 1876 he was 
elected, and subsequently reélected, Justice 
of the Supreme Court, being the only Demo- 
cratic Justice in that tribunal.

He will be able to take adrive tomorrow, 
his physicians say, and he will be strong 
enough to takea trip to somesouthern climate 
within a month. His physicians advise him 
not to attempt any work this winter, and with 
the exception of afew important matters, 
which he will attend to previous to taking the 


-_proposed trip, he will follow their advice. 


It is not yet decided where he will go to 
spend the winter, but it is probable that it 
will be to Southern California. 

Mr. Goudy’s illness, which was the result of 
a complication of troubles, mainly gastritis, 
was heightened a few days ego by a dangerous 
attack of hiccoughs, which was allayed with 
some difficulty, and the patient’s impreve- 
ment has continued steadily since until he is 
now completely out of danger. 


CONDITION OF NORTH DAKOTA BANKS. 


Examiner Wallace States It in His Annual 
Report. 

Sr. Pav, Minn., Dec. 29.—[Special.]—In 
his annual report Bank Examiner Wallace, re- 
garding the E. A. Mears institutions, about 
which a great deal of unfavorable comment 
has appeared in the Northwestern press, goes 
into some details in stating the condition of 
these banks. They are located at Fargo, 
Minot, Towner, Rugby, and Edgley, N. D. 
He states that the assets are poor and nothing 
like charged value can ever be realized from 
them; that the bills receivable are long past 
due; that the bond accounts consist of bonds 
secured by real estate mortgages, many on 
claims that have been abandoned, and that 
unless a great rush of immigration takes place 
these securities, 1n his opinion, will not bring 
50 per cent of their face value. The report 
declares that no one can ascertain the real 
condition of these institutions without all are 
examined at the same time and much addi- 
tional information furnished by Eastern stock- 

iders. 


TROUBLE BREWING IN GILBERT ISLANDS 


Natives Are Excited Over the Establish- 
ment of British Rule. 

Saw Francisco, Cal, Dec. 29.—{Special. ]— 
The schooner Maid of Orleans arrived today 
from Butaritari, Gilbert Islands, with news 
that the natives are in a state of urusual ex- 
citement on account of the establishment of 
British rule. They have gathered no capra 
this season. The English traders and agents 
are trying to oust King Tebureimoa, who 
holds out against British rule. The appeal 
sent by Tebureimoa to President Harrison is 
held in San Francisco by Capt. Luttrell. The 
alleged reason is that if it were forwarded to 
Washington it would become known in En- 
gland and result ig summary proceedings 
against Tebureimoa and his adherents by the 
British colonial authorities. 


TRASK & CO. SUSPEND. 


OAUSED BY SPEOULATION OF PART- 
NER THEODORE BALDWIN. 


For Several Years He Had Been Dealing 
His Own Account, Using the Firm's 
Money and Falsifying the Books—All 
the Firm's Contracts Closed Before the 
Failure Is Announced—The Senior Part- 
mer One of the Most Popular Members 

of the New York Exchange. ° 


New York, Dec. 29.--The failure of the 
firm of Wayland Trask & Co. was announced 
today on tne Stock Exchange. The firm was 
composed of Wayland T'rask, Theodore Bald- 
win. and A. E. Rankin, and had offices at No. 
18 Wall street. The failure has been expected 
since yesterday, when the firm notified its 
customers that they must take up their own 
contracts. 

The cause of the failure at first was thought 
to be too much confidence in Northern Pa- 
cifie securities. A iater explanation, given 
below, put an entirely different light on the 
matter. What gave rise to the Northern Pa- 
cific theory was the fact that the house was 
carrying large loads of these securities, which 
have for the lest year been declining steadily 
in value. During the last few days they have 
been particularly weak. The 5 per cent bonds 
sold down to 6644 yesterday and today. The 
preferred stock sold down to 44% this morn- 
ing. 

This heavy selling was due to liquidation of 
foans by Wayland Trask & Co., the declining 
price of the stock having made it impossible 
for them to keep margins good. The failure 
caused no excitement in the street, as the 
trouble has been known for several days, al- 
though it was generally believed that a tailure 
would be averted. The firm gave sufficient 
notice to those with whom they had contracts. 
Hence, when the failure was anvounced this 
afternvon it was also announced that the firm 
had no outstanding contracts. 


Caused by a Partner's Speculation. 


Mr. Trask, when seen this afternoon, de- 
clined to say anything about the failure of the 
firm, and referred every one tuo his lawyer, B. 
H. Stern of No. 40 Wail street. Mr. Stern 
gave out the following statement concerning 
the firm: 

The suspension of the firm of Wayland Trask 
& Co. is due to the fact that one of the partners, 
Mr. Theodore Baldwin, bas been speculating on 
his own account and with the tirm’s money. He 
bas lost in this way about $150,000. Nothing was 
known of his operations until Monday or Tues- 
day, when some of the banks sent to Trask & Co. 
for additional margin on their loans. This led to 
an investigation, and it was discovered that the 
books were all wrong and that many fictitious 
entries had been made uponthem. Mr. Trask 
saw that he could not honorably continue in busi- 
ness apd resolved to suspend. Balawin bas con- 
fessed everything, and is now at work helping the 
expert with his work in straightening out the 
the books. 

Baldwin’s method of operating was to enter 
a nutnber of fictitious names upun the firm’s 
books and conduct his speculations under 
these names, The money to margin these ac- 
counts he took from the firm and covered up 
his tracks by making false entries on the 
books. Healso conducted operaticns with 
other firms in Wall street, also using his firm’s 
money, and this, of cvurse, must be made 
good, Mr. Stern would not say who these 
houses were, nor could he give even an ap- 
proximate estimate of the amount of assets 
and liabilities of the suspended firm until the 
expert examination was concluded. 


Losses Are Fstimated. 


He said that the $150,000 lost by Baldwin 
was also an estimated accvust. It might 
tura out to be mucn more. Baldwin’s specu- 
lutions have been going on for about three 
years, ana were, of course, entirely unknown 
to his firm. He has been speculating in al- 
most every stuck on the list, it is said, and 
while it was rumored that he had been es- 
pecially hard hit on Northern Pacific, Chi- 
cago Gas, and Omaha, Lawyer Stern said it 
lnoked asif he had lost in everything he 
touched. 

Baldwin became a member of the present 
firm in 1881, coming to them from E, C 
Benedict & Co, He was a resident of Brook- 
lyn, and has always had an excellent reputa- 
tion. Itcould nét be learned whether or not 
any proceedings of any kind would be taken 
against him. He is said tv be completely 
broken down by his misdvings, and has ex- 
pressed his willingness to do anything asked 
of him. 

Wayland Trask has been a member of the 
Stock Exchange f..r twenty-four years, and is 
extremely popular. Over $300,000 was offered 
to him today by various firms to help him out, 
but he declined all assistance until he could 
discover the real amount of his partner’s de- 
faleation. ; 

The firm had no outstanding contracts on 
the exchange, having notified the firms with 
which they were dealing tv close out their 
contracts. They also sent around this morn- 
ing and paid off all their loans at the banks. 
Mr. Trask said today that he had been nearly 
all night for the iast three days trying to 
straighten matters out. 

M. E. Rutzky was unable to meet his lia- 
bilities on the Consolidated Exchange today. 
He was short of industrial stocks and long of 
Northern Pacific preferred. His liabilities 
are estimated at $3,000, 


PRESIDENT OF UNION LIFE ACCUSED. 


Six Directors Say He Misused the Funds— 
They Apply for a Receiver, 

New York, Dec. 29.—[Special.]—A com- 
mittee of six directors of the Union Life In- 
surance company have, through their counsel, 
Simpson, Thacher & Barnum, requested the 
State Insurance Department to bring suit for 
the appointment of a receiver for the com- 
pany. The directors are S. T. Woolworth, 
Seymour Dexter, L. O. Robertson, W. F. 
Walker, J. J. Cooper, and B. V. Chamberlain. 

They declare in their complaint that the 
funds of the company have disappeared and 
in some cases been misused. They also charge 
that the company has been grossly misman- 
aged and that it is insolvent. They lay the 
blame for the present condition of affairs upon 
President Louis P. Levy. Thecomrglaint al- 
leges that at the annual meeting in June it 
was developed that there had been a misuse of 
funds, and that later on in September the six 
complaining directors discovered another ap- 
parent misuse of $12,000. 

The last meeting of the directors was held 
Tuesday. It had been understood that at this 
meeting Mr. Levy would resign and turn over 
the company to the six directors, but instead 
of this he forced the acceptance of the resig- 
netions of Seymour Dexter and W. F. Walker, 
which had been sent in early in the year, but 
had never been acted upon. Mr. Levy, who 
seems to have run things his own way, also 
had a resolution passed to reimburse himself 
out of the fundsof the company for any 
money advanced by him, and he was also ap- 
pointed sole agent to atte.d to the reinsur- 
ance of the company’s business, 

President Louis P. Levy was in “ a state of 
mind ’”’ when he arrived at his office at noon 
today. He expressed himself in no measured 
terms toward his accusers, and used violent 
language about them. He said he méant 
every word of it, and sooner or later they 
would hear from him. Then he made the fol- 
lowing official statement: 

Messrs. Simpson, Thacher & Barnum represent 
L. O. Robertson only. Seymour Dexter and W. 
F. Walker are no longer directors of this compa- 
ny. their resignations having been acceptea. 
wish it stated that every cent of money belonging 
to this company is here, and any statement to the 
contrary is a deliberate untrvth, for they have 
the facility of looking at tne books and bank ac- 
count. It is true that certain moneys were used 
for the purchase of another company, but it was 
done by direction of a vote of the Board of Direct- 
ors, and was so done for the good of the company.

Totzpo, O., Dec. 29.—D. N. Trowbridge, 
manufacturer and dealer in cooperage stock, 
failed today.

FOR MEDICAL EDUCATION FOR WOMEN. 


Miss Mary E. Garrett Gives $300,000 to 

Johns Hopkins University. 
Miss Mary E. Garrett, one of the projectors 
of the movement for a department in the 
Johns Hopkins University for the higher 
medical education of women and who started 
with a handsome gift the fund for such an 
institution, now offers the University $306,977 
to complete the $500,000 required to establish 
the school. Two years ago Miss Garrett and 
other women identified with charitable and 
educational projects started the movement 
and requested the trustees of the Johns 
Hopkins University to offer equal facilities 
to women when the department of 
medicine was opened in connection 
with the Johns Hopkins Hospital. The uni- 
versity’s income at that time was lunited, 
owing to most of its funds being in Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad stock, which was then not 
yielding any revenue. The trustees recently 
concluded to postpone the establishment of a 
medical department until the finances justi- 
fied such a step. They, however, informed 
the women interested in the movement that if 
they would raise an endowment fund of $500,- 
000 their request would be granted and the 
medical department would be established as 
soon as the money was obtained. Miss Gar- 
pote tenmnoriately gave $60,000 to start the 
und, 

Committees of women were appointed 
in New York, Boston, Chicago, and Philadel- 
phia to assist in raising the desired amount. 
They only succeeded, however, in getting to- 
gether $150,000. Miss Garrett’s subscription 
now amounts to $400,000, 

The university trustees today accepted the 
gift. It will be called the “* Mary E. Garrett 
fund,” and $50,000 of it will be used for the 
erection of a building to be known as the 
Women’s Fund Memorial Building. The work 
of construction will begin in the spring. 


OFFICERS OF THE IRON HALL ARRESTED. 


Taken Into Custody at Baltimore—Accuse 
Judge Taylor of Persecution, 

Battmmore, Md., Dec. 29.—[Special. |— 
Amos H. Hosmer and E. W. Rouse, officers 
of the Supreme Sitting ot the wrecked Iron 
Hall, were arrested here today on requisitions 
from the Governor of Indiana. They are 
charged with embezzlement, Their counsel 
immediately applied for writs of habeas 
corpus to secure their release. Judge Dennis 
released both men on $2,500 each pending the 
hearing of argument as to whether warrants 
should be issued on the requisition papers, it 

being’ claimed that the Indianapolis courts 
have no jurisdiction in the matter. Hosmer 
says the offivials are being persecuted 
at the instigation of Judge Taylir of 
Indianapolis. ‘‘ The receiver of the Iron 
Hall 1s a son-in-law of the Judge,’ continued 
Hosmer, “ and the c. unsel for the receiver is 
the Judge’s own sou. The other day he grant- 
ed his son $15,000 counsel fees, a sum univer- 
sally granted to be entirely incommensurat: 
with his services, The receiver thinks that we 
want to interfere with his administration of 
the order, and for that reason is trying to get 


do nut want a single thing todo with it and 
know that it would be impossible for any one 
to rescue it out of the wreck now with the 
million dollars of liabilities that have accrued 
since payments were stopped.”’ 


UNHAPPY UNION RESULTS IN MURDER. 


Wealthy Citizen of Des Moines, Ia., Kills 
His Wite. 


Des Mornezs, Ia., Dec. 29.—[Special. ]}—Peter 
Sutor killed his wife earty this morning, using 
a hatchet to commit the deed. The woman 
was found on the floor of her bedroom, face 
downward, and bathed in a pool of blood. She 
had been struck on the head with a blunt in- 
strument. Sutor is a man 62 years old and is 
worth $75,000, He is the father of seven chil- 
dren, ali of whom are of high standing in the 
community. He married the woman he killea 
about’ two years ago. He advertised 
for a housekeeper and married the 
woman who applied for the place. 
She was a woman of much more than ordi- 
nary appearance and ability. They seem to 
have gutten along very unhappily, frequent 
quarrels occurring. Those who know them 
best say that the dead woman was hard to get 
along with, while Sutor was @ patient and 
kindly-disposed fellow. 

Sutur tried to commit suicide after killing 
his wife, but failed. He then came down 
in a street car and surrendered himself. All 
this happened before the dead body had been 
found. He is now in jail and is a mental 
wreck. There is a great deal of sympathy felt 
for him in spite of the deed which he has 
committed. Mrs. Sutor was, before her mar- 
riage, a professional nurse. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASE AMONG CONVICTS. 


It Causes the Death of Three More Prison- 
ers in the Arkansas Penitentiary. 

Lirrite Rock, Ark., Dec. 29.—[Special. |— 
Three more convicts are'lying at the point 
of death at the penitentiary, two of whom will 
die before morning. The death of these men 
will make sixteen since the sickness broke out 
in the camp at Helena. Two of the men were 
not in the Helena gang, but still it is insisted 
that *‘ arsenical poison’”’ caused their death. 
The Coroner’s inqnest in each case has utterly 
failed to enlighten the public as to the cause 
of death. All sorts of rumors are afloat on 
the streets of Little Rock. It 1s generally be- 
lieved that a coatagious disease of some kind 
is rainpant among the inmates of the prison. 
Dr. Robertson, the penitentiary physician 
who went to St. Louis with one of 
the stomachs of the unfortunates to con- 
sult expert authority, is expected home tomor- 
row. If matters continue much longer the 
State Board of Health will take a hand,

Arrested for Forgery.

MILWAUKEE OITIZENS OONSIDER 
WHAT’S BEST TO BE DONE. 


The Probable Causes of Recent Fires Dis- 
cussed, Resolutions Adopted, and a 
Committee Appointed—Extra Police 
Placed on Duty in the Business Dis- 
trict, and the Council Will Be Asked to 
Purcliase More Fire Engines—Supposed 
Origin of the Last Fire. 

Mitwavuxker, Wis., Dec. 29.—[Special.]— 
The citizens’ meeting to give public expres- 
sion as tc the alarming number of fires of 
late in Milwaukee was held in the Chamber of 
Commerce at 10 o’clock this morning. Ex- 
Mayor Brown presided and he opened the 
proceedings by calling for the report of the 
committee appointed at yesterday’s meeting 
to prepare resolutions. The committe through 
its Chairman, E. P. Bacon, reported the fol- 
lowing: 

The committee appointed at an informal meet- 
ing of citizens heid at the directors’ rooms of the 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday to adopt resolu- 
tions to be acted on at this meeting respectfully 
submit the following: 

WreEreas, There has occurred an unusual 
number of disastrous fires within a very short 
period, each following the other in such quick 
succession as to arrest. the attention of the coun- 
try at large as well{as to create amazement and 


alarm among our own citizens; and, 
WHEREAS, [t seems incredible that they are the 


result of innocent causes, , 
- Resolved, Tnat we the citizens of Milwaukee, at 
a public meeting called for that purpose, hereby 
express our great regret that the former good 
record of the losses by fire in the City of Mil- 
waukee has greatly suffered by the recent disas- 
trous fires, that we wish to express our grati- 
fication at learning that the city authorities are 
fully alive to the necessity for such action as will 
determine the cause and prevent the recurrence 
of such calamities in the future; and that we as 
citizens do hereby pledge our support to them in 
carrying into effect any measures they may deem 
Wise and necessary to detect and puuish the 
culprits, if there are such, and we also urge upon 
all citizens, whether manufacturers or others, to 
use special care to prevent any and every possible 
chance for any fire to occur upon or in any 
premises under their charge; and further be it 
Resowed, That a committee of three be ap- 
pointed by the Chairman of this meeting to ad- 
vise with the city authorities, and the said com- 
mittee be empowered to call anotber meeting uf 
citizens at any time that it may in its judgment 
seem well to take further action upon this sub- 
ject, and that the Chairman of this meeting be a 
member of such committee. 
Fires Should Be Investigated. 


Following the reading: of the resolutions, 
W. P. McLaren said he was sorry to see 80 
small a number present at such an important 
meeting. The condition of affairs was really 
alarming and he thougtt there should bea 
larger representation of those interested. The 
cause of every fire should be looked into and 
such action by a properly appointed offieer 
would furnish a primal or fundamental idea 
of the cause and the best means of counter- 
acting it. -- 

Mr. Bacon suggested that Mr. McLaren put 
_ his idea in the form of a resolution and pre- 
gent it at the meeting. 

Alfred James, President of the Northwest- 
ern National Insurance company, thought that 
action should have been taken earlier and he 
felt confident had such a course been adopted 

the fire epidemic would have stopped sooner. 
| Even now, in his vpinion, the effect of con- 
certed action is felt. Every citizen should 
take an interest in unearthing the cause of 
each conflagration, and such action would 
-certainly have the effect of reaucing the rates 
of insurance. 

Oliver C. Fuller moved to amend the reso- 
' Jutions as presented by inserting the word 
“all” in the second paragraph, making it 
read: ;' 

WHEREAS, It seems incredible that they aré@ 
“all” the result of innocent causes. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Bacon the word 
“improbable ”’ was substituted /for “‘ incred- 
. ible.” 

The amendment was seconded by Fred 
Jvhoson, who said he was anxious that the de- 
liberations should be conddcted with due con- 
sideration of the inte of the general pub- 
lic. The occasion of this meeting was a sol- 
emn one, and he thought it was putting things 
rather too strong to’ assert or even hint that it 
was incredibie that the numerous fires occur- 
ring of late were’ the result of innocent causes. 
Incendiary resélutions were always out of 
order, but especially at this time. He be- 
lieved the clauge ought tuo be struck out. 


In Favor of Modification, 


C. A. Sercombe was glad the meeting had 
béen called. At was a good thing, but he, for 
one, did not /believe in charging the recent 
fires to incendiary causes. That was putting 
it‘too streng. In his opinion a majority of 

hem were dueto carelessness and overheat- 
ing. He heartily indorsed the suggestion to 
appoint an investigating committee, but dep- 
recated giving publicity to any idea that 
wouid suggest incendiarism. 

In reference to the objectionable clause, 
President Bacon said that the committee had 
introduced it with a view to stimulating 
prompt action on the part of the city authori- 
ties, so that the cause of these disasters might 
be thoroughly ferreted out. He. emphasized 
the statement that it was at no time the in- 
tention or desire of the committee to refer to 
anyth in a way that would even suggest in- 
cendiary motives. He then stated that oa 
behalf of the committee he would accept the 
amendment to introduce the word ‘‘all”’ iu 
the second paragraph of the resolutions, and 
also, at the commuittee’s suggestion, substi- 
tute the word *‘improbable’’ for **incredible’’ 
in the same clause. 

_ Alfred James opposed any amendment, be- 
lieving that the.original draft was good 
enough as it was.

He thought 
the resolutions were exceptionally mild, and 
even did they hint at incendiarism in some 
instances they would go but little short of the 
mark. He knew that at least one of the re- 
cent fires was caused by unfair means, but he 
was not in a position to furnish the necessary 
eviderce, : 

Angus Smith did not want any changes 
made in the original draft, with the exception 
of the change suggested by Mr. Bacon. 

Mr. Fuller expressed himself as satisfied 
with the changes ;:made by the committee and 
withdrew his motion to amend. 


° Another Resolution. 


Mr. McLaren introduced the followmg reso- 
lution, to be added to the original resolutions: 
Resolved, That proper steps should be taken for

COUNT OF MILWAUKEE'S FIRES. 


Insurance Men Pléased with the Publica- 
tion and Say It Supplied Information 
They Wanted—One Agent Discusses the 
Story That Reyengeful Anarchists Are 
Responsible for the Epidemic of Blazes 
—Large Companies’ Daily Loss for Sixty 
Days Over $1,000, 

Chicago insurance men were highly pleased 
ana interested with the comprehensive and ex- 
haustive account of the Milwaukee fires pub- 
lished in Tuz Txrrpune of yesterday. All day 
the matter therein contained was the chief 
topic discussed on La Salle street among 
both the general and local agents. There were 
few of the insurance men, except the general 
managers, previous to yesterday who under- 
stood the situation at Milwaukee. The man- 
agers themselves possessed little information 
that was reliable. Among the local agents, on 
the other haud little, if anything, was known 
beyond what was obtained froin vague gossip 
on the street and hearsay. Aimost all the 
larger companies have had one or more rep- 
sentatives in Milwaukee since the big fire of 
Oct. 28. Messages have been received from 
these from time to time, but tney contained 
little or no information that could be relied 


ou. 

As one prominent general manager said 
yesterday: “It has been most difficult to ob- 
tain much information frum the Milwaukee 
people. The insurance men never could have 
accomplished unaided what has been done by 
Tue Trisung. The investigation that this ex- 
position of the facts has set afoot will prove 
of the greatest benefit, not alone to the under- 
writers but to the country at large.” 

Insurance Men Appreciate It. 

Manager Rogers of the Queen Insurance 
company expressed the greatest satisfaction at 
Tue Tripune’s article. ‘It will certainly be 
appreciated by all the insurance men,”’ said 
he, “‘and was the thing above ail others that 
the circumstances most demanded. As a body 
the general inanagers telt that there were in- 
cendiaries at work in Milwaukee, but the in- 
formation was too meager to base any action 
upon,”’ 

Fred James of Fred S. James & Co., said: 
* This information was precisely what was most 
needed at this juncture. ‘The underwriters 
have long suspected that there should be 
something done, but were powerless without 
adequate information to do anything. 1 hope 
the matter will be agitated still further by 
Tue Trrpune so that the sentiment of Mil- 
waukee people may be aroused to put a stop 
to these outrages.”’ 

W. J. Littlejohn, assistant manager of the 
Connecticut, said: ‘I read the article in Tue 
Tripune with great pleasure. It fills tne bill 
exactly, I think, and will be appreciated by 
the underwriters who have interests in Mil- 
waukee. The account is especially a boon to 
the general managers who have hitherto been 
unable to obtain any information of value 
through their Milwaukee representatives.” 


The “ Anarchist” Theory. 


It has been suggested by several insurance 
men who are conversant with the state of af- 
fairs in Milwaukee that the fires there may be 
the work of organized societies of Socialists 
or Anarchists. Speaking of this yesterday a 
— underwriter and general manager 
said : 

**What makes this seem likely is that it ac- 
cords with threats made by the Anarchists of 
Milwaukee some time ago. At the time of 
the Milwaukee strikes a few years ago Gov. 
Rusk took active measures to quell, the riots 
which ensued. The militia was called out, 
and though there was no bloodshed the means 
employed excited most bitter feelings among 
the turbulent elements of the city, and threats 
were made that in retaliation the city would 
be burned. Itseemsa long time to harbor 
such revengeful feelings, and hardly probable, 
perhaps, that such desperate characters would 
let so many opportunities slip as must have 
been given them since then. Nevertheless the 
theory is not altogether improbable. 
kee is known to be ful: of anarchistic societies 
—a resort of theirs in fact.”’ * 

The expense to which some of the Jarger iu- 
surance companies have been put in settling 
the Milwaukee losses have been enormous. 
All the large companies have had an adjuster 
in that city ever since Oct. 28, the date of the 
big fire. ‘**As fast as one loss is adjusted an- 
other has happened to keep our representative 
busy,’’ said one manager yesterday. “ In- 
stead of getting less the work has kept on ac- 
cumulating. At present it is not likely that 
our adjuster can finish before several weeks.”’

NEW YORK RATES TO BE RAISED, 


This Is Because of the Introduction of the 
Trolley Below the Harlem. 

New Yorx, Dec. 29.--|Special.]—The rais- 
ing of insurance rates in Brooklyn is likély to 
be followed by an advance of rates in New 
York owing to the introduction of the trolley 
wires below the Harlem, which was author- 
ized by Mayor Grant yesterday when he 
signed tne franchise allowing the extension of 
the “Huckleberry road” trolley system be- 
low the river. The insurance men are smart- 
ing under the recent heavy losses 1n Brook- 
lyn, and they are preparing to forestall future 
losses by increasing rates wherever there is an 
increase of hazard. 

‘“*The big Boston fire early in the fall, which 
was attributed to trolley wires and was fol- 
lowed by an advance of insurance rates in that 
city,” said E.R. Kennedy, President of the 
Board of Fire Underwriters, today, “‘ gave us 
the first object lesson. At that time I wrote 
to the local Board of Aldermen that the use of 
overheac electric wires for street car propul- 
sion on Manhattan Island would compel the 
fire insurance companies to advance their 
rates very materially. Nowwe are going to 
do as we said we would do. We do not intend 
to wait, as we did in Brooklyn, till after we 
have had the fires and paid the losses. We 
know that the trolley will be followed by fires 
and we are going to be ready for them. 

‘“‘ We are just at present reckoning and pay- 
ing the heavy losses of the year, and this work 
puts us in the right mood for action. That 
action will affect this whole city. The trolley 
does not increase the risk along the line any 
more than it does every place e Every 
building with a wire of any kind connecting 
it with the trolley wire is endangered. Dis- 
tance and indirect connection do not help 
matters in the least.”’

PROTEST AGAINST CHILD LABOR. 


Woodworkers Demand That Boys and Girls 
Under 15 Shall Not Be Employed. 

The Machine ‘Woodworkers’ International 
Union met yesterday at No. 146 West Madison 
street in the third day’s session of their con- 
vention. General President John Green read 
his annual report, in which Samuel Gompers, 
President of thé American Federation of La- 
bor, was severely denounced for his failure to 
assist the union as he had promised in the 
millmen’s strike in St. Louis begun June 14, 
General Secretary Thomas I, Kidd read his 
report, in which he stated that during the 
year thirty-two unions had been formed; sug- 
gested that a continued effort should be made 
tp accumulate funds so as to be able to man- 
age any trouble that the union may become 
involved in; recommended that permanent 
headquartéts for the general officers be se 
cured, and concluded the report as follows: 

One of the greatest evils is child labor, With 
the utilization of steam as a motive power child 
labor succeeded adult work. It was thought the 
hazardous nature of our calling would bar chil- 
dren out, but the greed of corporations has sur- 
mounted the barriers of justice,and humanity 
and laws are ignored in all cities by the employ- 
ment of children, All through the Northwest 
boys and girls from 10 years old are employed at 
work where life and limb are in constant danger, 
as the many mutilated hands carried by the little 
victims can testify. This is a question which we 
will have to encounter sooner or later. In the 
interest of humanity children under 15 years 
should not be allowed inside a woodworking fac- 
tory while machinery is in motion, and under no 
circumstances should females be employed as ma- 
chine operators. 

The delegates aftet the forenoon session 
yesterday visited the World’s Fair grounds in 
a body. Theevening session, opening at 8 p. 
m., continued until 3 a.m. Officers will be 
elected today. The Chicago union will give a 
ball tonight to the delegates at some West 
Side hall yet to be selected.

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 29.—Following the 
_gllegations of wrongdoing on the part of 
Count de Lesseps growing out of the Panama 
- Canal scandal comes the assertion. that sus- 
-picion of his entire honesty was excited as far 

back as 1879 in the minds of members of Con- 

gress, and while the fact that suspicion did 
exist cannot be verified, some interesting in- 

formation that until now did not have its sig- 

nificance may be obtained froin a review of 

the history of the canal project in the Con- 
. gress of the United States. 

Dec. 19, 1879, the House. of Representatives 
adopted a resolution empowering a select 
committee “‘to examine into the subject of 
the selection of a suitable route for the con- 
struction of an interoceanic ship canal across 
the American isthmus.”’ | 

Of the eleven members who served on the 
committee some are dead, while others have 

retired into obscurity, leaving only one re- 
maining in Congress—Senator Frye of Maine. 

When asked today concerning his impres- 
sion of the trustworthiness of Count de Les- 
seps and, his associates in the matter as gained 
from the testimony ot De Lesseps and others 
before the select committee Senator Frye 
gaid his impressions of the inquiry were indis- 

. tinct, but he was certain that he had no sus- 
‘picion at the time that De Lesseps was not 
‘the honorable man he had always been repre- 
sented to be. 

“ T had nosuspicion that he was not entire- 
‘Jy what he was represented to be,” said the 

Senator, “until he changed the plan of the 
‘canal to one requiring the use of locks after 
he bad secured his subscriptions on the repre- 
‘sentation that it would be constructed on the 
‘simple plan of a sea-level canal. I believe 
-jaeut. Kimball of the navy, who had spent 
‘some time on the isthmus, first placed sus-

. “Couat de Lesseps had been called on for 
a report showing progress, and Lieut. Kim ball 
‘told me that he had not represented the true 
‘conditions of the work of the construction. 
The members of the committee were not, I 
am sure, suspicious of De Lesseps at the time. 
‘They were, like myself, anxious to discover 
the best route for a ship canal connecting the 
‘Atlantic and the Pacific oceans. The inquiry 
developed in my mind only one conclusion, 
gud that was that the Nicaragua Canal project 
was the better, in fact, the only practicable 
‘one. Other members of the committee were 
impressed with the Eads ship-canai project.”’ 

But whatever may have been the opinions 
of the individual members of the committee 
in reference to the respective projects consid- 
ered the inquiry resulted in nothing more 
than the presentation to the House of a series 
of resolutions reaffirming the Monrve aoc- 
trine and making no recommendation con- 
cerning the merits of this or that project. 

Whether this negative actron was the result of 
doubt as to the honesty of the promoters of 
the Panama project has not appeared to this 
day, and, judging from Senator Frye’s belief, 
the members of the committee were not sus- 
picious, although it is reported that some 
other members of Congress were satistied that 
De Lesseps purposely misl2d the committee.

ARMOR-PLATE PLANT FOR THE COAST. 


It Is Reported That Guns and Shot Will 
Also Be Made There. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 29.—The Pacific 

coast is tu have an armor-plete plant accord- 


ing to a local paper, which eays: 

I: is stated on reliable authority,that a concern 
has been incorporated at San Francisco and has 
half of its working capital already subscribed 
for the establishment cf an armor-plate plant in 
that city. The plant, it is understood, will be on 
a large scale and will be capable of producing 

ot only the heaviest armor but will be equipped 
o the manufacture of guns, shot, and shell, and 
heavy forgings of all descriptions. This project 
fs said +o be the result of the policy of distribu- 
tion which has been observed by the Navy De- 
partrhent in awarding the contracts for the ships 
of the new navy. 

The transportation of the material to the Pa- 
cific coast-added materially to the costof the 
vessels to be built there, and it is said that the 
completion of the Oregon and Olympia willsbe re- 
tarded by the delay in the furnishing of their 
armor. ’ Se 

The establishment of a plant of this kind on 
the Pacific coast is regarded with great favor in 
naval circles and its want has _ been frequently 
commented upon. Not only, it is said, would it 
arouse an interest in the pavy in that section, but 
would be of inestimable value in the event of 
trouble with a foreign power. Itis pretty gener- 
ally cetied, however, that the carrying out 
of eng project will be largely affected by the 
awards for the construction of the two 
new vessels, the [owa and the Brooklyn. 
Cramps of Philadelphia were the lowest bidders 
on both of these ships, and in the event that tne 
Union Iron Works fail to get one of them it 1s 
highly probable that the manufacture of armor- 
plates, at least on the coust, will be deferred. 

Secretary Tracy’s decision in regard to the 
award of the new ships will probably be made 
early next week.

BONDS MAY BE SOLD AT ANY TIME. 
However, the Proceeds May Be Used Only 
for Redemption Purposes, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 29.—In view of 
the talk about the maintenance of the gold re 
serve fund in the Federal Treasury it is of in- 
terest to know that the Judiciary committee 
of the House in the last Congress, through its 
Chairman, Mr. Culberson of Texas, who is 
generally regarded as one of the best Jawyers 
in the House, made a report to the House in 
which was affirmed the right of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to sell bonds at any time with 
which to secure gold for redemption purposes. 
The report was made upon a resolution offered 
by Mr. Dockery directing the committee 
on the judiciary to report on the power con- 
ferred on the Secretary of the Treasury by the 
Specie resumption act of Jan. 14, 1875. The 
report says that Sec. 3 of the act ‘* contem- 
plated and authorized a fund for redemption 
purposes, to consist of, first, the surplus rev- 
enues from time to time in the Treasury and 
proceeds of the sale of bonds to the extent 
necessary to carry the act into full effect.” 
‘The report added: 


There is no limitation upon the authority of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to sell bonds for the 
purposes of redemption under this act, but the 
proceeds derived from such sales cannot be used 
for other than redemption purposes. 


SAYS IT IS ONLY A WAR OF WORDS. 


Nicaragtan Minister Denies There Is Seri- 
ous Trouble in Central America, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 29.—The atten- 
tion of the Nicaraguan Minister in Washing- 
ton, Sefior Don Horatio Guzman, was today 
called to a Panama dispatch stating that the 
boundary dispute between Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua was assuming threatening dimen- 
sions, and that hostilities between the two re- 
publics might begin at any momen: He 
said: ‘“*That is all wrong and I wish you 
would give it the fullest contradiction. The 
question of the validity of the treaty festab- 
lishing the boundaries between the two coun- 
tries was submitted to the arbitration of Mr. 
Clevaland and he decided in favor of the 
treaty. That settled the aispute. When the 
question of running the boundary lines came 
up later some little difficulties arose 
from time to time in details, but nothing of a 
character to threaten war, or anything like it. 
Both countries—all Central America in fact— 
are interested in the Nicaraguan canal, and 
these reports might do us great injury if not 
contradicted. There is notruth in them. I 
certainly should know if there was. ‘here 
has been a little wordy discussion, that is all.’’

Republican Senators Propose to Clear Up 
the Calendar as Soon as Possible. 

WasuHInGTon, D. C., Dec, 29.—Within a day or 
so after the reassembling of Congress tha Repub- 
lican Senators will hold a caucus to determine 
upon the order of business that is to be pursued. 
It is the intention of the Senate to begin active 
work and clear up the calendar as much as possi- 
ble. There are a number of important matters 
now before it, andsome agreement will be reached 
at this caucus as to the precedeuce to be given. A 
prominent Senator said this morning that he 
thought the debate on the Anti-Option bill had 
been spun out to asufficient length, and that there 
was a feeling that the measure should be 
forced to a vote. He has always 
favored the bill and now anticipates that within 
a week after the Senate convenes the vote will 
taken and that the bill will pass. Referring to 
the financial measures that had been introduced, 
and particularly those which had the repeal of 
the Sherman law in view, Mr. Mitchell said that 
he did not think any serious attempt would be 
made to fore those bills to a vote. This Congress, 
he says, willdo nothing in the matter of finan- 
cial legislation. 


Civil Servjce May Not Be Extended, 


People who are expecting a large increase in 
the classified civil service before the administra- 
tion changes will be sadly disappointed. While 
the President is strongly inclined to extend the 
civil service rules in connection with the Post- 
office Department he has practically abandoned 
the purpose of any general extension, such as the 
inclusion of the employés of the Government 
Printing Office or the customs service. The Typo- 
graphical Union raises objection to the extension 
of the service to that department; that if ap- 
pointments are made upon any form of examina- 
fon which does not recognize membership of the 
union as a necessary qualification it will result in 
what the union would call ‘‘rats”’ getting into 
government employ. The government is hardly 
prepared to declare that none but union men 
Phall be qualified for employment, and the union 
will certainly object to any employment within 
that class of persons not belonging to the union. 


The Man Whose Influence Was Insufficient. 


The Post reiterates its recent assertion that cer- 
tain valuable manuscripts that had been placed in 
the archives of the State Department for the ben- 
efit of the public had been utilized only for the 
use of certain parties in Boston. The Post as- 
serts that the Western writer it recently ailnded 
to who was not allowed access to these docu- 
ments was William Henry Smith, who though “a 
man of influence, of reputation, ana of learning, 
nevertheless found that not one of these qualities 
was an open sesame to the carefully guarded 
records.”

When time for calling the 
convention arrived the friends of Judge Webb, 
comprising the Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Tenth, 
Eleventh, Fourteenth, Sixteenth, and 
Seventeenth Circuits, refused to go 
into the convention on account of 
no basis of representation. They re- 
tired to another hall and passed resolutions 
to cail a convention of above circuits and such 
other circuits as will participate in a conven- 
tion to be held in Milwaukee Jan. 26, to place 
in nomination a Supreme Judge, each county 
in the different circuits to be entitled to one 
delegate for every 1,000 votes or major frac 
tion, to be based on the vote of 1892. 

During this time the friends of Judge Mar- 
ehall under the Eau Claire call, after tender- 
ing seats in the convention to the Oshkosh 
or Third Circuit, proceeded to nominate Judge 
Marshall of Chippewa Falls by a rising vote. 
The outcome of the convention has stirred up 
a great deal of bad blood and will be the 
means of dragging the Supreme Justiceship 
into a political fight. It is thought by many 
that Judge Marshall wiil not accept the nom- 
ination, as he expressed hirmself in a Jetter read 
at the morning caucus desiring his friends to 
drop hisname in case he could not get the 
nomination in a friendly spirit.

A MISER’S BEQUEST TO DARTMOUTH, 


Dr. Ralph Butterfield Gives 
Mater the Savings of Penuriousness. 

Kansas Crty, Mo., Dec. 29.—The announce- 
ment made by the President of Dartmouth 
College that Dr. Ralph Butterfield of Kansas 
City had left the college. $185,000 in a will 
caused much surprise here. Nobody seemed 
to know who Dr. Butterfield was. After a 
long search through the records of the Board 
of Health the statement of Dr. Butterfield’s 
death and his late address were found. 

Then it was found that he was an old miser 


who had lived the life of a recluse for many’ 


years and died in apparent poverty. He kept 
a second-hand shop on Grand avenue and had 
no friends and few acquaintances. His late 
neighbors tell many stories of his penurious- 
ness. He would follow wagons to their des- 
tinations and after the coal has been dumped 
and carried into the house he would pick up 
the few remaining coals, place them in a bas- 
ket, and carry them to his shop. In this way 
he would collect a considerable amount of 
coal and sell it by the bushel. He has nevér 
been married and nothing is known here of 
his antecedents, He graduated from Dart- 
mouth in 1859. His property is valued at 
$185,000 and by the terms of his will it all 
goes to his alma mater. 


DEATH OF MAWHOR’S FIRST WIFE, 


It Is Veiled in Mystery, Like the Death of 
the Succeeding Mrs. Mawhors, 

Sipyey, Ia., Dec. 29.—[Special. ]—Mawhor, 
the alleged wife poisoner, said his first wife 
died of consumption in California in 1865, 
and he admitted that four succeeding wives 
died suddenly. Acopy of a Woodland, Cal., 
paper was received in Sidney a few days ago 
which says that an old neighbor of William 
Mawhor says that Mawhor came to the vicinity 
of Woodland sometime in the ’60s witha 
brother. The two brothers operated a large 
ranch in common with much success. Sud- 
denly the younger brother died, having been 
ill but a few hours.

They Are Involved in a Case to Be Tried 
in the Federal Court at Madison, Wis. 
Mapison, Wis., Dec. & — [Special] —A case 

will be taken up in the United States Court 

here tomorrow, that of Weatherby vs. Wins- 
low, which involves forty acres of !and lying 
in the limits of South Superior, this State, 
valued at $50,000, and the right of a negro to 
preémpt land prior to the adoption of the 

Constitutional amendments giving him full 

rights as a citizen. 

In 1856 George W., Bell, @ negro, preémpted 
the quarter section of land mentioned. He 
received a certificate from the local land 
office. Thomas A. Taylor put in a contest to 
Bell’s claim on the ground that the latter was 
anegro. The Commissioner of the General 
Land Office at Washington set aside Bell’s 
claim under the claim of the United States 
Supreme Court in the Dred Scott case. Bell’s 
claim was purchased by Judge Emmett, since 
a Supreme Court Judge of Minnesota, and 
was purchased from Emmett by Weatherby, 
the plaintiff in the present action, who ciaims 
title under Bell, Winslow’s claim descending 
from Taylor. Ex-Senator John C. Spooner 
will make an argument for the defense on 
Bell’s right to preémpt. 


MURDER IN THE FIRST DEGREE,

EX-WORLD’S FAIR OFFIOIAL MAY 
SUOCEED MR. ALDRIOH. 


Mayor Washburne Is Advised That the 
Ordinance Requires Him to Appoint a 
Commissioner of Public Works Before 
Jan. 24—Reform Begins in the Street 
Department with Wholesale Discharge 
of Employes—Carter H. Harrison De- 
clares for a Party Candidate for Mayor. 


It was reported at the City Hall yesterday 
on what seemed to be first rate authority that 
the Mayor on bewg unoflicially informed by 
Corporation Counsel Miller that he must with- 
in thirty days from the time of the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Aldrich (that is to say before Jan. 
24) send the name of a Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works to the Council) had determined te 
appoint Dion Geraldine, until recently Super- 
intendent of Construction at the Worid’s Fair, 
to the position. 

A friend of Mr. Geraldine visited some of 
the newspaper offices and asked the opinion 
of the managers concerning Mr. Geraldine 
and his fitness for the position of Commis- 
sioner. The replies which were returned to 
the Mayor were favorable, it is reported. 
The Mayor then opened communication 
with Mr. Geraldine, who is now out 
of active jbusiness, and who is ready 
to accept the position. The Mayor was 
sought yesterday afternoon to confirm 
the report or to contradict it. At first 
he denied that he had any communication 
with Mr. Geraldine. Subsequently, on re- 
freshing his memory, he said that he had. But 
he said that he had not promised any one to 
appoint Mr. Geraldine as Commissioner. He 
had been semi-officially informed by the Cor- 
poration Counsel that he could not act as 
Commissioner of Public Works, though he 
might discharge the duties of that office or 
appoint some one to perform them. Pressed 
as to the character of his communication with 
Mr. Geraldine he shut upentirely and re- 
fused to talk. 

Mr. Geraldine is a pushing, aggressive man 
of much executive ability. He is a good 
judge of men, and can get more work out of 
agang than any maninthe city, it is said. 
He gave up his position under the World’s 
Fair directers on account of disagreement 
with Mr. Burnham. Mr. Geraldine is a Dem- 
ocrat, but it is understood that the Mayor has 
said that this would not be an objection. He 
wants a pushing, active man, one who can 
do a great deal of work in two or 
three months. The Mayvor’s short experience 
as Acting Commissioner has proved to him 
that the work in the department is greatly in 
arrears, and he wants a man to push it along. 
His tirst idea was to appoint Mr. Geraldine a 
superintendent of construction and outdoor 
work. Mr. Geraldine would hardly accept 
that office. The Mayor hesitates to appoint 
him Commissioner—thus passing over Chief 
Engineer Clarke, who is considered to be en- 
titled to the piace. The negotiations there- 
fore may fall through. 

Mr. Miller, the cvurporation counsel, said 
frankly yesterday: ' 

‘* The ordinances contemplate that a Com- 
missioner 1nust be appointed by the Mayor 
within thirty days after the resignation of Mr. 
Aldrich. In the meantime the Mayor nay act, 
as Commissioner, or may designate some on 
tojact as Commissioner. That would be regular. 
Pending the confirmation of the ap- 
pointment by the Council the Mayor may also 
act as Commissioner. Mayor Heath acted 
as Commissioner for more than a year, and 
there was never any objection. But | have 
advised the Mayor that the ordiaance contem- 
plates the appointment of a Commissioner be- 
fore Jan. 24, and that if the Council rejects 
his nominee he ought to send: in the name of 
some other mam” - . ’ 

Ald. Swift was the only member of the 
Council who expressed an opinion concerning 
Mr. Geraldine’s prospective appoiatment. He 


said : 

“I think it would be a good one. Mr. Ger- 
aldine is a progressive, active man. He would 
do as much in three mouths as any man that 
could be named.”’ 


JISELESS EMPLOYES DISCHARGED. 


Supt. Burke of the Street Department Be- 
gins the Work of Reform, 

Mayor Washburne’s-order to heads of city 
departments directing them to accept no ap- 
pointments from Dr. Jamieson unless the 
men were qualifiec and needed in the service 
was taken advantage of by Street Supt. 
Burke yesterday. He came down to his office 
early in the morning and began knocking off 
the superfluous heads. In about an hour he 
had discharged forty-two carpenters, thirty- 
nine laborers and assistant street foremen, 
and twenty-three teams. He recommended to 
Mayor Washburne that the thirty-six ward in- 
spectors be discharged, and they will be re- 
lieved from duty tonight. 

His department further underwent partial 
dismembering. Two important bureaus were 
withdrawn from his control and transferred 
to the Special Assessment Department. One 
of these is the Bureau of Street Building un- 
der Engineer Dorr. The other is the Sidewalk 
Bureau, in charge of Supt. Hemstreet. Both 
these men will retnain in charge of their re- 
spective offices and will be made more direct- 
ly accountable to the Mayor than they were 
as subordinates in the Street Department. 

The reason for the change is said to he that 
the bills in both the departments are paid by 
the Special Assessinent Bureau and that it 
was only proper.that nominal control of af- 
fairs should be vested in the power that audits 
tne accounts. Mr. Dorrand Mr. Hemstreet 
have both been authorized by the Mayor to 
reorganize their departments as seemed best 
to them, and changes are promised in both 
branches of the service. 

Mr. Burke said his sweeping order of dis- 
charge, by which more than 100 men were 
dropped yesterday morning, is a direct result 
of Mayor Washburne’s message of the preced- 
ing day. . 

** He has sent out an order,’’ said Mr. Burke, 
‘* that heads of departments shall be responsi- 
ble for the men employed under them and 
shall not be excused by laying the biame for 
bad service on political appointments, I in- 
tend to see if he means what he says. The 
men I have discharged will not be reinstated 
unless it be over my head. If that is done the 
public will hear from it shortly.” 

‘¢The men you have discharged, then, rep- 
resent superfluous employés appointed for 
political reasons?’ was asked Mr. Burke. 

** [| should hardly want to say that. How- 
ever, they are men whose services 1 can dis- 
pense with. Ihave also recommended that 
the thirty-six ward inspectors be discharged 
and that system abolished. Nine inspectors 
will be retained todo the work of thirty-six. 
Under the new system I think the inspection 
will be better and cheaper than under the 
old.” 

‘* Why have you not discharged these men 
before if they were useless?’’ was asked Mr. 
Burke. 

‘* You will have to ask some one else that 
question,”’ he replied. 

In a day or two Mayor Washburne will 
issue ar official order detuiling a plan of 
street cleaning. It provides for the concen- 
tration of men in the business aistrict, as has 
already been announced, and it will contain 
other matters in detail. 

After the work of reorganizing the Street 
Department has been completed the Mayor’s 
attention will be turned to the water office. 
Reform is there scheduled to begin with the 
rate takers. They will not be allowed access 
to previous readings, and the iatitude here- 
tofore allowed them in making est?mates will 
be curtailed. They will be compelled to read 
a certain number of meters each day and to 
report on them without having access to 
former readings. 


WILL NOT RUN INDEPENDENTLY, 


Carter H. Harrison Declares in Favor ofa 
Party Candidate for Mayor. 

Carter H. Harrison will not be a citizens* 
eandidate for Mayor. He will be the Demo- 
eratic candidate or he will not be a candidate 
at all. Thatis plainiy the meaning of the 
article, apparently written by Carter himself, 
which appeared in the Times yesterday, and 
which wound up as follows:

COMBINATION FOR A DOWN-TOWN LOOP. 


Alley “L” and Lake Street Roads Said to 
Have Made One. 

A rumor was afloat yesterday to the effect 
that the new manayement of the Lake Street 
Elevated road has united forces with the 
South Side rapid transit people, and that they 
will work in harmony in their efforts to secure 
a satisfactory down-town loop.

|NEED RULES AT ONCE, 


FAIR DIRECTORS TO CONSIDER THA. 
MATTER TOMORROW. 


Intending Exhibiters Desire Definite Ine 
formation as to What Will Be Required 
of Them—Final Action. _ to Be Taken 
Soon—President Higinbotham Accepts 
the Resignation of Traffic Manager Jay- 
cox—Opening Ceremonies Next Spring 
May Be Free. 


Rules for the government of thé Exposition 
will shortly be adopted. So urgent has been 
the demand for definite action in order that 
intending exhibiters might know what they 
would be required to pay for power, light, 
etc., that yesterday a special meeting of the 
Board of Directors was called for tomorrow 
afternoon, 

These rules were under discussion yesterday 
at a special meeting of a committee composed 
of Lyman J. Gage, Edwin Walker, President 
Higingotham, and J. J. P. Odell. The 
committee was of the opinion that the 
rules should be referred to the Council of Ad- 
ministration at its meeting this morning. 
When the subject is taken up Director- 
General Davis and Director of Works Burn. 
ham will be called in to give their opinions as 
to the advisability of accepting the rules pre- 
sented. These same regulations were those 
adopted by the National Commission at its 
last session. The Commissioners had before 
them but a few rules; these they *“* modified,”’ 
however, to such an extent as to make a com- 
plete system. The Commissioners argued it 
was time for intending exhbiters to be in- 
formed of all charges in connection with mak- 
ing their display. Evidence of the correct- 
ness of this position has been on file in the 
Director-General’s office for several months. 
Every mail brings letters from foreign coun- 
tries asking for definite information. One’or 
two foreign commissions have made the un- 
qualified statement that they could promise 
no exhibits if ¢heir people were not speedily 
put in the way of ascertaining the expenses to 
be incurred in installing their exhibits. 

It seems probable that the rules as promul- 
gated by the commission will be generally 
adopted. There is little reason to believe that 
Mr. Burnham and Mr. Davis will fail to fa- 
vorably recominend them with perhaps one 
exception. ! 

This exception is a noteworthy one, inas- 
much as it pertains to the appointment of 
janitors in the several Exposition buildings. 
The Janitor service cuts'a large figure, inas- 
much as from 1,200 to 1,500 men 
will be employed. Col. Davis and the 
commission have contended for the right of 
the Director-General to nominate these em- 
ployés. The Chicago Board of Directors has 
uvbjected. The indications are, however, that 
the Council of Administration, if it passes at 
all upon this section of the rules, will recom- 
mend its acceptance. 

With the settlement of this controversy the 
last big problem involving a question of au- 
thority between the National Commission and 
the Board of Directors will have been solved. 


RESIGNATION OF JAYCOX ACCEPTED, 


Probability That the Traffic Manager’s De- 
partment Will Be Abolished. 

President Higinbotham of the World’s Fair 
Directory yesterday accepted the resignation 
of Traffic Manager E. E. Jaycox. This ac- 
ceptance indicates that the Traffic Manager’s 
department will probably be entirely wiped 
out. The business of the office will be merged 
into the Transportation Department, of which 
W. H. Holcomb is the head. Mr. Jay- 
cox has better things ahead of him 
than the position of .. Traffic 
But before he leaves the office he will 
discharge his first assistant,John W. Strong. 
He has, indeed, already notified Mr. Strong 
that his services would terminate Jan. 1, the 
saine time that the Traffic Manager severs his 
connection with the Exposition company. The 
reasons for discharging Mr. Strong were per- 
sonal ones. No one buta stenographer will 
be left of the department after New Year’s 
day. There appears to be . but little doubt 
that the department will be wiped out. The 
Council of Administration does not favor its 
prolongation, and it is before that body that 
final action will be taken. 


OPENING CEREMONIES MAY BE FREE, 


It Rests with the Board of Directors to De- 
cide This Question. 

It will rest with the Board of Directors to 
determine whether or not the opening cere- 
monies next May shall be given without 
charge to the public. The Ceremonies com- 
mittee yesterday figured that not more than 
$10,000 would be required tocover the ex- 
penses of that occasion. In{case the direc- 
tory should make the sppropriation the exer- 
cises will be given in the Choral ne and 
without an admission fee to visitors. If the 
board shall decline to set apart any funds for 
the purpose it is not improbable that there 
will be a charge for admission. The prograin 
previously outlined by the committee was yes- 
terday adopted, and will be carried out in the 
event of financial aid being secured from 
the directors. 


PLANS IN RELIEF OF NICARAGUA, 


An Excellent Idea of the Canal Undertaking 
May Be Gained at the Fair. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 29.—[Speciel. }— 
An exhibit of the Nicaragua Canal Construc- 
tion company being prepared for the World’s 
Fair will give an excellent idea of that under- 
taking. ‘Two plans in relief have been made, 
one of which is in New York City, while the 
other has not yet been sent from Paris. It 
has not yet begn decided whether these and 
the other articleAcom prising this exhibit wiil 
be placed in the Nicaraguan Pavilion, al- 
though it is thought on account of their ex- 
tent they will be shown in the Transportation 
Department. 

Favorable reports have been received by the 
Bureau of American Republics froin the local 
expositions being held in Brazil, Colombia, 
Peru, Argentine Republic, and British Gui- 
ana. Immediately upon the close of these 
fairs all of the exhibita will be packed and 
shipped to Chicago, forming a large part of 
the displays from those countries, The expo- 
sition held in Ecuador has closed, and the ar- 
ticles displayed are now on their way to the . 
sea for shipment to the United States. Gen. 
Caamano, who will take charge of the Ecua- 
dorian exhibit at the World’s Fair, is expected 
to arrive in New York about Jan. 1, 

Since the restoration of peace in Honduras 
the work of its Exposition Commissioners has 
been vigorously prosecuted, and a large 
amount of material is already on hand pre- 
pared for shipment. Foreign mining com- 
panies have collected handsome displays, and 
inany characteristic articles showing the rich- 
ness of the cuuntry’s resources are already 
packed, The New York and Honduras Rosario 
Mining company, the Animas mine at Vaile 
de Angeles, and the Santa Lucia mine have 
sent tothe commission specimens of ir 
ores, heavy blocks of cnuhetiinenin na 
and products. ; 

The Italian-American Board of Promotion 
of the World’s Columbian Exposition has 
cldsed its work with the fulfillment of its ob- 
ject—to have Italy officially repres@nted at the. 
World’s Fair. . C. F. Z. Caracristi and Prof, 
Fava, who have been at the head of the muve- 
ment, are jubilant over their success, which 
has led to the appointment of a commission 
by the King of Italy.

He wanted to sample some 
good whisky if there was any in the place. Of 
course he was shown the samples and tried 
every one of them. He took in nearly half a 
pint of good liquor and then was escurted 
back to the office, where he said he would take 
some of a certain brand. The smiling mer- 
chant got his book ready for a‘ good order 
when the man produced a half pint flask and 
said he would havethat filled. The English 
language did not have the proper words to do 
justice to the dealer’s feelings, so he let him 
go without saying anything.”’ 

“I think there is a newsboy in town whofhas 
a greater grievance than either of you,”’ said 
the lawyer. ‘**l was walking down Main atreet 
the other day, and as | passed a shoe store I 
was surprised to see a littie fellow getting up 
from his hands and knees, crying andswearing 
at the sametime. I asked him what tae trou- 
ble was and he answered that the man who 
owned the store was several kinds of a liar. 
An inguiry brought out the fact that he had 
been licking the big rubber shoe that was used 
asasign. When asked why he had done that 
he said because the storekeeper had said it was 
candy, and he took a sneak and licked it, but 
found it was not candy. When told that he 
must be misiaken he replied by pointing to 
the sign written on the shoe and‘said it was a 
lie. Dheshoe bore the iuscription ‘Canaee,’ 
and the boy thought he had been imposed 
upon.” 

**Since you are on the subject of gall and 
*nerve,’”’ said the thin young man, “*I wish 
to tell of an incident that caine under my ob- 
servation at the distribution of tne Mayor’s 

, Santa Claus fund yesterday. I was watching 
the poor people getting their baskets of food 
and orders for fuel, and was thinking what a 
fine thing charity was, and all that, when I 
noticed an old man coming toward the door. 
He was ragged and looked as if he was haif 
starved, but I knew him to be a wealthy prop- 
erty-owner, who rents many houses to poor 
ople. I thought he was going to open his 
eart and give to the fund, and was surprised 
at the fact. But I was more surprised when I 
saw him get into line and take his basket of 
food. The old fellow, who is worth fully $1°0,- 
000, actually took home with him a basket of 
food that was intended for the relief of some 
poor family.”’ 


MURDERED AND HER BODY BURNED. 


Terrible Fate of a Railway Agent and Tele- 
graph Operator. 

Sacramento, Cal., Dec. 29.—The railway 
station at Brighton, five miles southeast of 
here, on the Sacramento and Placerville road, 
was discovered on fire this morning, and the 
building was burned to the ground. Search 
was made for Miss E; A. Ayres, telegraph op- 
erat.r, and her remains were found in a cor- 
ner of the ruin where her bedroom had been. 
The body was unrecognizable, and the skull 
was found in pieces near the body. A pistol 
was picked up only a few feet away. and a 
heavy iron poker used in the depot waiting- 
room was discovered close to the remains. 

Miss Ayres was reputea to have considera- 
ble money, but always said she did not fearto 
live there alone; she was armed and ready to 
take her own part. The theory is that she 
was aroused by some one asking her to 
send a telegraphic message, she being 
a Western Union operator as well as 
railway agent. She probabiy started to 
answer the summons, taki her pistol with 
her, and was then assaulted. She evidently 
fired one shot, as the cartridges in the pistol 
indicate, and her assailant pursued her into 
her room with the poker and beat her brains 
out. This was early last night and it is 
thought the murderer returned before day- 
light to burn the house and destroy all evi- 
dence of crime. 

Three tramps were Jounging about the sta- 
tion yesterday and late in the afternoon Miss 
Ayres ordered them away. It is thought they 
were implicated in the tragedy, though some 
people profess to believe that Miss Ayres com- 
mitted suicide while despondent.

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NATURE'S FIRST LAW. 


IT IS AN ELEMENT OF EVIDENCE IN 
SUITS FOR INJURY. 


Judge Shepard of the Appellate Coart 
Holds That the Instinct of Self-Preser- 
vation May Be Accounted as Having 
Been Exercised Without Testimony to 
That Effect—Verdict of $5,000 for Slan- 
der Affirmed—Decision Affecting Lia- 
bility of Stockholders—Court Record, 


In the Appellate Court festerday nine opin- 
ions were filed, of which two were reversals. 
One of the decisions referred to railroad cross- 
ings at grade, 

George Norwicki while crossing Eighty- 
third street two years ago was run down and 
killed by a train on the I\linois Central, The 
widow began suitand recovered judgment 
against the railroad, and the latter appealed, 
principally on the ground that it was not 
shown in the court below that Norwicki had 
used proper care atthe crossing. In affirm- 
ing the judgment Justice Shepard said: 

YThére isin ailmen a natural instinct of self- 
preservation, and such instinct is an element of 
evidence of which the jury may take notice, and 
in the absence of ali testimony upon the subject 
may find that a deceased party in obedience to 
the ordinary instincts of mankind exercised that 
care for safety which a prudent man would under 
the same conditions have made use of. 


‘ 
The court also expressed a doubt whether 


the railway companies are only required to 
erect gates or piace flagmen at crossings 
which are more than ordinarily hazardous. 
In this case it was found that the train was 


moving at a reckless Speed. 

The suit of Carre S. Harrison against 
her divorced husband, Albert J. Dexter, for 
slander was affirmed. Plaintiff recovered a 
verdict of $5,090, which was finally reduced to 
a judgment for $2,500. The only witness 
produced to testify to tne uttering of the lan- 
guage complained of was an attorney with 
whom the defendant had conversed. On the 
stand the defendant testifiea that from 1866 to 
1869 he was in a number of businesses—paint, 
medicine, and advertising; that he earned the 
title of professor by caring for prominent 
people—Presidents Garfield and Arthur, Mr. 
Springer of Illinois, and John G. Carlisle, and 
that he received $10,000 for treating Sa:uel 
J. Tilden. He aiso denied having spoken ill 
of his former wife, but the jury did not be- 
lieve his story. Jadge Waterman, in writing 
his opinion, said: 

It is easy to see that the testimony of the de- 
fendant denying that he uttered the objectionable 
words did not have much effect upon the jury. 
The defendant, whatever may bave been bis past 
life, is entitled to be tried with the same fairness 
and justice accorded to others, but his state- 
ments concerning prominent people were not cal- 
culated to induce the jury to believe him rather 
than the witness for the plaintiff. 

An important point concerning stockhold- 
ers’ liability was decided in the suit of Wili- 
iain J. Wenzell and others against John Alling 
etal. The defendants contended that the lan- 
guage of the statute, *‘If any stockholder 
shall not have property enough to satisfy his 
portion of such debts and liabilities, then the 
amount shal: be divided equally among the 
remaining solvent stockholders,’’ does not 
authorize a second assessment against the 
stockholders who paid the first one to make 
up the deficiency. In sustaining a decree 
of the Superior Court Justice Gary said: 

We hold that until allthe debts are paid the 
creditors are entitled to pursue the stockholders, 
solvents making good the deticiencies of insol- 
vents, whatever number of assessments may be- 
come neceseary in equalizing the burden among 
those who can be made to pay.

THE STRANGE TALE OF A SEALER. 


Gold and a Mystery Found on the Island 
of Sacghalien. 

An American seal hunter has arrived in 
Shanghai, China, on the United States steam- 
ship Marion with a story of adventure as re- 
markable as anything ever printed in the 
Orient. His name is George E..Wilson, and 
he claims to have come in the first place from 
San Francise , where he says he was at one 
time employed in the Union Iron Works. His 
marvelous tale, as told in the North China 
Daily News, is here synopsized: 

Jan. 9 Wilson and a companion signed 
ar.icles to sail on the schconer Mary H. 
Thomas, ustensibly fora whaling cruise, but 
really to shoot seals off the Japan coast. 
After several weeks of hunting the vessel ran 
into a bight on the west coast of the Island of 
Saghalien for water. Wilson, having been bad- 
ly treated, schemed to desert, but was detected 
and put in irons for a week. On his release he 
tried again and succeeded with a companion 
in escaping from the vessel, remaming con- 
cealed in a fishing village until the schooner 
had sailed. The two men started on fovot for 
the Port of Karacky, but were arrested on the 
way by Russian soldiers, The military official 
at Karacky before whom they were taken or- 
dered their @etention as spies. They spent 
several days in prison and were then set at 
liberty under surveillance. In their wander- 
ing about the convict stockade they ran across 
a mystery. 

Some of the convicts, by signs or other 
means, explained that they wished to escape 
and that they thought tne two strangers might 
help them by drawing some kind of a map. 
In return for this they promised money, That 
convicts should be able to offer muney seeme1 
strange, but it was brought about by the fact 
that convicts are permitted to work upon the 
steamers which arrive, and in exchange for 
their clothes they obtain vodka—all the more 
valuable because it is a forbidden article on 
the island. The vodka is disposed of to the 
soldiers, and as much as & or ten rubles is paid 
for a bottle. Wilson, however, rejected the 
overtures made to him, thinking that it was a 
trap. 

The strangest incident of the stay was, per- 
haps, the meeting of a nan said to belong to 
a ‘Turkish royal family, who was undergoing 
a sentence of twenty years. That the mag 
was a Turk Wilson is positive. In addition to 
his own language he spoke Spanish, German, 
French, and Russian, and had a number of im- 
portant-looking and apparently genuine docu- 
mnents. He had quarters to himself, plenty of 
attention, and was well furnished with money. 
An acquaintance goon grew up between him 
and Wilson, and they had many conversations 
in Spanish. 

Under a promise of secrecy he told them 
that the island was very rich in gold, and to 
prove what he said produced two nuggets 
worth at least $700. He pointed out that the 
quartz rocks had rich veins of gold and Wil- 
son, who had some knowledge of mining 
gained in Nevada, was able to corrobvrate 
this. One day they were in the Turk’s apart- 
ment talking about the gold quartz and exam- 
ining the nuggets when they were surprised 
by a Russian officer entering. ‘Two soldiers 
were at once called and the Turk was at once 
put into heavy double irons. 

The Americans were told that the nuggets 
were brass and the Turk was aswindler. Lhey 
were invited to see him punished. 

They were shown wto a large quadrangle, 
around which were the prison builaings. Here 
was a sloping board about eight feet long, 
with fastenings at the head and foot. Upon 
the board the Turk ‘was placed, face down- 
ward, first having been stripped. His hands 
were fastened above his head and his legs 
were drawn down and alsosecured. A lictor 
then came forward, carrying a cat-o’-nine- 
tails made of leather thongs about eighteen 
inches long, having small brass balis upon 
each. A hundred lashes with this brutal 
weapon were to be given to the cuiprit, and if 
the lictor failed to draw blood at each blow 
he was to have five lashes himself. Theeffects 
of this severe punishment were horrible and 
the victim was removed more dead than alive, 

** That,’’ said the Captair to the Americans, 
‘is the way we treat convicts here. Mind 
you-don’t have anything to do with him in 
future.”’ 

Before this Wilson had learned from the 
mysterious prisoner of a place two versts 
from Karacky where there was alluvial gold, 
and on trying it found that the dust yielded 
fi m $1 to $1.50 a pan. 

At last the mail steamer arrived and the 
Americans were put aboard with ten pounds 
of bread and some raw meat to last them 
through the voyage. Aug. 5 they reached 
Alexandroosk, whence they were shipped to 
Viadevostock Aug. 18 The report of their 
wanderings to the authorities there caused 
their immediate imprisonment, the charge 
still being made that they were spies. 
Four two days they were left without food. 
All efforts to send letters out of the prison 
were fruitiess. Wilson learned from his fel- 
low-convicts that the authorities had captured 
five or six mnen belonging to an American 
vessel under the erroneous impression that 
she was a sealer. 

Wilson knew some of the men and asked 
the convicts to make them understand, if they 
could, that they were wanted at the jail. 
Some of the men who belonged to tne Cape 
Horn Pigeon went and saw Wilson and his 
companion, bUt the authorities refused to 
recognize the indentification, pointing out 
that the nen from the Cape Horn Pigeon 
were prisoners themselves, 

A little later the Marion put into Viadevos- 
tock and through an English-speaking resi- 
dent the Americans laid the case before ber 
commander. Sept. 21 the men were released 
and went aboard the warship. 


AN INTERESTING ANT. 


Remarkable Intelligence and Great Powers 
of Memory. 

In the chapter on communities in his last 
work Sir John Lubbock repeats in a pleasur- 
ably understandable way his own researches 
with ants and bees. With not less than 1,000 
species of ants there are no two having the 
same habits. Weare just finding out how 
long-lived ants are. He has had working ants 
7 years old and a queen aut lived in one of his 
nests for fifteen years. He is certain that the 
ants of each community recognize each 
other.

HOW SOME MISSIONARIES TO CHINA 
OONDUOT THEMSELVES, 


A. Gregory of the Royal Engineers, Sta- 
tioned at Hongkong, Says There Are 
Cases in Which They Live on the Fat 
of the Land, Entertain Lavishly, Visit 
Opium Palaces, and Cover Up Many 
Things Which, if Known Here, Would 
Step Contributions of Money. — 


A. Gregory of the Royal Engineers, sta- 
tioned at Hongkong, China, is at the Palmer 
House, 

“To aman coming from Hongkong after 
years of residence there Chicago is a revela- 
tion,’”’ said Mr. Gregory. “ It is certainly the 
wonder of the world; in fact all your Amer- 
ican institutions are excellent examples to the 
nations of Asiaand Europe. There is one 
thing I cannot understand, however, and that 
is, why you send such strange missionaries to 
China. Some of them are a queer lot and are 
not looked upon with favor by foreign resi- 
dents in China, It is not alone some of the 
American missionaries; the English, though 
more intelligent as a rule, are no better, and 
the French—well, they live like a Chinaman 
and cannot be classed. Itis rather amusing 
to the European and other foreign residents 
to watch some of these emussaries of the 
church. There are cases in which they live 
high, have a good time, do nothing of any 
special value to Chinamen orany one else, are 
very clannish, and cover up many things 
which if known among your churches here 
would soon puta stop to the Sunday contri- 
butions to ‘help the poor missionaries in 
China.’ Poor missionaries, indeed! Those I 
refer to live on the fat of the land, entertain 
lavishly, and have a good time in general at 
the expense of you Americans, who pay for it 
through your churches. Some of these mis- 
sionaries have been known to visit the great 
vpium palace at Shanghai, where the drug is 
given amid the surroundings of oriental lux- 
ury, while richly-attired attendants watch the 
dreamer as his imagination soars into dream- 
land palaces not more beautiful even to his 
disordered brain than the one they find them- 
selves in on awakening.”’ 


R. Schneider of Hamburg, Germany, is at 
the Leland. 

‘** The cholera isno longer epidemic in Ham- 
burg,” saia he, “ and now that the authorities 
are thoroughly aroused there is not much dan- 
wer Ofafresh outbreak this spring.

LARGE INOREASE IN GROSS EARN- 
INGS, BUT DECREASE IN NET. 


Heavy Increase in Operating Expenses 
Caused by Track and Other Improve- 
ments—No Legal Obstacles in the Way 
of Abrogating Freight Contracts Made 
by Eastern Lines—New Stocks and 
Bonds Listed on New York Stock Ex- 
change—Other Railway News. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rai-- 
way company continues to keep up its excel- 
lent record. While the net earnings tor the 
month of November show a decrease of 
$65,129, the gross earnings show an increase of 
$126,119. The heavy increase in operating ex- 
penses is caused by the large improvements 
now being made with a view of providing for 
thé heavy business the company expects to do 
during the World’s Fair period. If it was not 
for these improvements the net earnings 
would show a handsome gain. It must be 
borne in mind that for the. corresponding 
month last year the company’s increase in net 
earnings amountea to over $300,000, conse- 
quently a decrease of $65,000 from that sum is 
an excepuonally good record, when the fact 
is considered that the crops this year did not. 
compare favorably with those of last year.

TERMINATION OF CONTRACTS, 


No Legal Obstacles in the Way of Their 
Being Abrogated. 

The question of termination of contracts 
for freight made at reduced rates by some of 
the Eastern roads was referred a short time 
ago to Chairman Walker of the joint commit- 
tee and Commissioner Blanchard of the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association for aruling, The fol- 
lowing decision made by them haé just been 
promulgated by the Commussioners of the 
trunk lines and Central Traffic Association: 

The returns of east-bound contracts filed with 
the Commissioner of the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion by the various lines, pursuant to resolution 
of the meeting of the joint committee Nov. 17, 
1892, have been considered, and no contracts are 
found to exist which, in the opinion of said Com- 
missioner and the Chairman of the joint commit- 
tee, cannot be iegally abrogated. 

The immediate cancellation of all outstanding 
contracts on east-bound freight of all classes, in- 
cluding export, whether made in the West or 
East, is hereby required. 

In case any company or line finds itself in- 
+ volved in obligations which it has reason to be- 
lieve cannot be legally terminated forthwith a 
statement to that effect, together with the opin- 
ion of the counsel of such company or line, is re- 
quested to be immediately filed with the Com- 
missioner of the Central Traffic Association for 
further consideration.

Mileage on Refrigerator Cars. 

At a meeting of the joint committeb of trunk 
lines and Central Traftic Association roads held in 
New York Dec. 21, 1892, the following resolutions 
regarding mileage on refrigerator cars were 
adopted: ‘*That.tMe lines west of the western 
termini of the trunk lines are authorized to pay 
one cent per actual mile run, loaded or empty, on 
cars carrying fresh dressed meats only, and on 
all other cars will pay only three-fourths of one 
cent per mile until otherwise agreed. That com- 
mencing Jan. 2, 1893, the lines east of the western 
termini of the trunk lines will pay only three- 
fourths of one cent per mile run on all cars.”’

* The immense amount of money spent by the 
Shah in the purchase of furniture and curiosi- 
ties in Europe also excited a feeling of discon- 
tent, and his second tour was unquestionably un- 
popular among bis subjects.

The Origin of Cyclones. 

There has been of late a tendency toward a 
change of view in regard to the origin of those 
widespread storms known as cyclones. M. Faye, 
the French astronomer, has long argued that they 
originate in the upper regions of the atmosphere 
instead of at the surface otf the earth. 

Recently Mr. W Dallas has announced, as 
the result of his studies of the cyclones of the In- 
dian Ocean, that the probability seems to him to 
be that those whirling storms “ descend from and 
retreat to the superior layers of the atmosphere.”’ 

Much more study will be required, however, to 
settle the question, bnt itis surely most interest- 
ing to think that storms should come to us in the 
way suggested. The atmosphere is a sort of 
o@ean, at whose bottom we dwell, and if M. 
Faye’s view is correct, the storms that whirl over 
us must first iash the air far above our heads, 
just as a whirl started in water may bore its way 
down toward the bottom and disturb the little 
fishes there. 


‘BREWERY EARNINGS. 


REPORT OF THE MILWAUKEE AND 
OHIOAGO 00. UNFAVORABLE. 


Less than Half the Preferred Dividend 
Earned—Leading Grain and Provision 
Markets Score a Sudden Advance, Wheat 
and Provisions Leading—An Unexpected 
Decrease in Supplies and Low Condi- 
tion of Michigan Wheat the Features— 
Trade in Various Commercial Centers. 


In spite of the statement made at the office of 
the Milwaukee and Chicago breweries to the 
effect that the annual report of that company bas 
not yet been received in America and therefore 
cannot be made public, Tae Trireune finds it 
possible to give herewith the figures contained in 
that annual report. The report shows that the 
total sales of beer for the year were 639,511 bar- 
rels, against 637,803 barrels last year. This is an 
increase of only 2,008 barrels; which is far below 
the increase shown by the Chicago Brewing and 
Malting company, and is also far below the in- 
crease shown by the Milwaukee and .Chicago 
breweries in 1891 as compared with the previous 
year. The increase of the Milwaukee company in 
1891 over 1890 was over 14,000 barrels. As giving 
some consolation to the stockholders for this 
none too favorablé showing the report goes out 
of the way to givé some statements of the prodac- 
tion since the close of the fiscal year. The total 
sales for October, the report says, show an in- 
crease of 10,044 barrels, and for November the in- 
crease is 8,455 barrels. 

A summary of the profit-and loss acconnt will 
be far less satisfactory than has been generally 
looked for. it was expected that the company 
had only earned, or perhaps a little less than 
earned, the dividend on the preferred stock, but 
the report shows that it came nowhere near earn- 
ing this dividend and in fact did not earn one- 
half of it. The profit and loss account of the 
American company shows that the net profits for 
the year after providing for repairs, depreciation, 
etc.. amount to £30,959. The American company 
declared out of these profits a dividend of £30,794, 
which sum makes up the income of the Milwau- 
kee and Chicago Breweries proper. The report 
says that shareholders will see that the profits for 
the year do not permit of any further distribu- 
tion of dividend. As, however, the preferred div- 


‘ idend is cumulative, the directors propose to pay 


an interim dividend on the the preference shares 
of 8s per share, subject to income tax, out 
of the profits since Sept. 30, which allow 
of such distribution. It will thus be seen from 
these figures as presented in the report that the 
earnings for the year were less than enough to 
pay one-half of the dividend on the preferfed 
stock. Eight percent on the £775,000 of .pre- 
ferred stock would required 462,000. The net 
profits are but £30,794, and out of that, before any 
dividend can be paid, must come the London 
office charges, the expenses of London directors 
in America, directors’ fees, and all the other 
expenses of the parent company. The earnings 
of the year, it will be seen, were tess than suffi- 
cient to pay one semi-annual dividend on the 
preferred stock, <nd the dividend which was 
paid Dec. 2 was entirely taken from the earn- 
ings of the company since the close of the fiscal 
year. These are the figures which the report 
shows. ln the fullness of time it is probable that 
American stockholders will receive through the 
regular channels of the Chicago office of the 
gompang the report which has been so long de- 
ayed, 

The Lake Street Elevated company will in- 
crease its capital stock from $5,000,000 to $10,000.- 
000. The present mortgage of $3,000,000 will be 
canceled and a new mortgage for $6,000,000. with 
the American Trust and Savings Bank, trustee, 
will be issued, The present capitalizauon there- 
fore is to be doubled. More complete particulars 
of the plans of the company will be found else- 
where in this paper. 

The course of the local stock market yesterday 
contained little of special interest. Trading was 
tairly active and quotations, as a rule, were main- 
tained, but there were no marked changes. At 
the close the street railway stocks showed a little 
heaviness, but not enough to appear of much con- 
sequence. High carrying charges continue to 
be paid for turning these stocks from the 
first to the second account, and there is still some 
demand to have themturned. The brokers are 
in a good many cases coming around toa rather 
bearish view on the street railway stocks. They 
say that about all favorable news that is possible 
bas been discounted by this time and that noth- 
ing that can be done atthe annual meeting can 
be expected to furnish the bulls with further en- 
thusiasm. The growing prominence uf elevated 
securities, and particniarly the vigor with which 
the new controlling interest of the Lake street 
enterprise is pushing the affairs of that company, 
are declared to be elements in the situation which 
have been too lightly considered.

WHEAT LEADS A GENERAL UPTURN. 


Improvement Came When It Was Least 
Expected—Only a Moderate Business. 

Wheat opened about where it closed or a little 
under the latest fignres of Wednesday and von 
weakened under liberal offerings, both from the 
scalpers and some of the traders who are believed 
to have been long. Part of the/ selling was due 
to the belief that Bradstreet’s would show a very 
large increase—possibly 4,000,000 bu. When the 
report came it showed a decrease of 2,100,000 bu, 
and wheat, which was selling at 77%c when the 
report was posted, quickly advanced le and then 
eased off a trifle on the theory that there was an 
error in the figures. Confirmation of the cor- 
rectness of the statement came from _ the 
editor of Bradstreet’s, and the market imme- 
diately stiffened up again, additional strength 
being imparted by the Michigan report showing 
a condition of 88 against 102 a year ago.
